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ILL... BRO... JACQUES GUY HENRI RUELLAND, 33° 
Sovereign Grand Inspector-General 


Jacques Guy Henri Ruelland (Jacques G. Ruelland, as he wants to be 
called) was born in 1948 in Spa (Belgium). He emigrated to Canada (1969) 
as a typographer, then he worked in printing shops for ten years. During the 
last five of those ten years he worked full time nights and studied full time 
during the day. He got a B.A. in philosophy, and three M.A. Degrees in 
philosophy of science, history, and museology, and a Ph.D. in history of 
science from the Université du Québec a Montréal and Universite de 
Montréal (UdeM). He taught philosophy at the College Edouard-Montpetit, 
Longueuil, QC (1979-2010), and, as an Associate Professor, he taught 
history and museology at the History Department of UdeM (1988-2018). He 
authored 53 books: essays in history, philosophy, bioethics, literary studies, 
six books on Freemasonry; he published some 300 articles in journals, 
among them 150 were published in scholarly journals. He also wrote 
prefaces, dictionaries and encyclopaedias entries, three historical novels, 
some poems and many translations. He currently works for several 
museums and learned societies, writing texts for historical or Masonic exhibitions, or being curator of the 
same. His works were translated into English, German, Dutch, Italian, Vietnamese, Korean, and Turkish. 
A renowned speaker he often gives conferences in universities and libraries on historical, philosophical, 
literary, or Masonic matters, along with television or radio interviews, recorded conferences, etc. 
Recently he recorded a 5-hour conference on the beginnings of Freemasonry in each of the Canadian 
provinces, for a project led by W. Bro. Brian Veall, member of Unity Lodge No. 376 (GLCPO), Huntsville, 
ON. Often awarded, Dr. Ruelland received in 1999 the Gold Medal for Cultural Radiance of the French 
Renaissance for the multicultural character of his work, and was knighted in the Order of Academic 
Palms in 2003 by the French government for his teaching and writings. 





R.W. Bro. Dr. Jacques G. Ruelland was Initiated in 1994 in Craft Masonry; he became W.M. of la Loge 
Jean T. Désaguliers No. 138, in Montreal (2001-2003; DDGM (Montreal District No. 4) in 2005; GSec in 
2011. He currently chairs the Rites & Ceremonies and History & Research Committees, while being a 
member of la Loge Le Delta de l’Amitié No.143, in Greenfield Park, QC. From 2006, he organized and 
managed the GLQ’S Library which, since March 3", 2018, bears the name of “Jacques G. Ruelland 
Masonic Library and Museum” by Decree of Grand Master André O. Boivin. From GLQ, he received the 
Tutor’s Pin (2003), a Grand Mater’s Certificate of Merit (2007), and the Pro Merito Medal (2014). Since 
2006, he is a member of the Royal Order of Scotland. 


Ill. Bro. Dr. Jacques G. Ruelland belongs to the A&ASR of Canada since 1997. From 1997 to 1999, he 
gained his SR Degrees in Montreal, from the Hochelaga Grand Lodge of Perfection (14°: Dec. 12", 
1997); Hochelaga Sovereign Chapter of Rose+Croix (18°: Feb. 2", 1998); Montreal Sovereign 
Consistory (32% Apr. 4, 1999). He is among the founding members of the Francophone Bodies of the 
SR in Montreal Valley, la Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys (1999); le Chapitre de Rose+Croix du Mont 
Réal (2005); and le Consistoire du Phénix (2013). From 2007 to 2009, he was TPGM of la Loge de 
Perfection Fleur de Lys. On May 5*", 2018, he became GSec/Registrar of the three Francophone Lodges 
of Montreal Valley. On Sept. 13", 2018, he was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General of the 33° in 
London, ON. From 2013 he is a member of the A&ASR Communication Committee; from 2019, a 
member of the Education & Enlightenment Committee; and presently a collaborator of the recent Special 
Committee on Degrees in the 21° Century of the same. Since many years, he translated into French 
many documents for the SR, including the Manual for Officers (translated in 2014), the 30 short 
introductions of SR Degrees (2016) that the Education & Enlightenment Committee posted on the SR 
website, and the Statutes and Regulations for the Supreme Council (2018). He also wrote many 
research papers on the several Degrees of the SR for the Francophone Bodies of Montreal. Ill. Bro. 
Ruelland was elected a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in September 2020.

Sovereign Grand Inspector-General 


lll. Bro. Steven Earl Warren was born in Oakville, Ontario in 1963. 
Following high school, he attended the University of Toronto, graduating 
in 1986 with a Bachelor of Science degree majoring in Psychology. His 
working career has been primarily focussed in the area of Inventory 
Management and Logistics holding Senior Leadership positions with 
several companies including Black Photo Corporation, Loblaw Companies 
Limited, and Sears Canada. While at Loblaws, Steven was part of a team 
that managed the expansion of General Merchandise categories across 
Canada. His specific focus was the management of over $4 billion of 
inventory annually. Since October 2015, he has served as Chief 
Operating Officer / Executive Secretary of the Supreme Council of 
Canada.

The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Of Canada 
SRCEF Minutes of the Member's Annual Meeting 


The Roll Call was taken by the Grand Secretary-General prior to the meeting being turned over to the 
President of the SRCF. 


1. President Gareth R. Taylor called the meeting to order at 12:08 p.m. EDT and welcomed all 
members to the Annual General Meeting of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and thanked the 
Sovereign Grand Commander for permitting it to take place as part of the Supreme Council Executive 
Session teleconference. 


2. The Grand Prior, Gordon Maitland offered the invocation. 
3. Reading of Notice of Meeting was given by the Secretary. 


4. Approval of Agenda: It was moved by Alan Stoddart and seconded by Brian Gilkinson that the 
agenda be approved as distributed. Carried. 


5. Declaration of Conflict: The President reminded the members to inform the Chairman if a topic 
under discussion will potentially represent a conflict of interest for them. 

6. Approval of Minutes: It was moved by James Sutherland and seconded by Karl Springer that 
the minutes of Members Meeting held Wednesday September 11, 2019 be approved. Carried. 

7. Business Arising from the Minutes: There was none. 

8. Treasurer’s Report, Audit Report and Investments Committee Report — Duncan Skinner: 


Copies of these reports were distributed to all members prior to the meeting. The Treasurer addressed 
the 2020-2021 Budget including the actual amounts for the year ending May 31, 2020. The Treasurer 
reported that income was unexpectedly higher than budget forecast with revenue of $1.345M. At the end 
of May 2020, the market value of the investment portfolio is recorded, and it resulted in a $2M unrealized 
loss. The Budget for 2021 is similar to the previous 2019-2020 budget. The investment income of the 
portfolio is currently 4% and it is a reasonable expectation the revenue for the 2020-2021 forecast is 
$800K. Expenses and distribution were slightly lower than budget due to COVID-19 this year and the 
suspension of Learning Centre activities and the Advanced Language Training course not being 
completed. A balance for the Training Program is carried over in the budget for 2020-2021. 


The Audited Financial Statement again has a qualified opinion regarding a “soft” audit (the Audit 
continues to represent a “soft” or qualified opinion due to the fact that the fundraising component is not 
susceptible to a qualified examination — from the minutes of September 16, 2019) and we will not be able 
to be relieved from this type of audit. 


The Investment Committee report was presented by the Treasurer and he brought to the attention of the 
members the Asset Mix Grid indicating the portfolio mix. To date, the portfolio value is over $21M, which 
is a positive trend and decreases the $2M unrealized loss of May 2020. 
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It was moved by Alan Stoddart, seconded by Brian Gilkinson that the report from the Treasurer including 
the Audit Report and Investments Committee Report be accepted. Carried. 


9. President’s Report — Gareth Taylor: The report has been previously circulated, and President 
Taylor briefly quoted from the report that COVID-19 has changed our world and that the suspension of 
Learning Centres is very tangible. We are looking forward to the reopening of Learning Centres to take 
place when the proper safety measures and protocols are implemented. The President acknowledged 
the passing of our Grand Chancellor and Past President of the SRCF Ill. Bro. Allard B. Loopstra, 33°, 
who served the Board for many years including president from 2008 to 2012, and from 2014 to 2015. We 
are grateful for his many contributions to the Foundation and the Fraternity. Regarding the recent 
downturn in the investment portfolio, the SRCF was able to meet all of its financial commitments this year 
and help solve the puzzles of the mind. In September 2020, there will be two new directors elected and 
the President thanked retiring Directors Ill. Bro. James Sutherland, 33°, and Ill. Bro. Ronald Findlater, 
33°, for their dedication to the SRCF. Last year, we welcomed Ill. Bros. Joseph Angel and Richard Jones 
to the board. 


It was moved by Alan Stoddart, seconded by Brian Gilkinson that the President's Report be approved. 
Carried. 


10. Executive Director, Learning Centres Report — Matthew Todd: The Executive Director stated 
that the nine-page report had been circulated. He reported that COVID-19 has had a large impact on the 
Learning Centres as they did not open after the March break this year. The main concern is that any 
interruption with a child’s learning can be impactful. The Learning Centres are doing everything possible 
to reopen this Fall. It has also affected tutors as many of them are in the training process and cannot 
complete the course. The report shows a year over year comparisons with having 200 students taught by 
120 tutors. The most notable statistic is the number of tutoring hours has dropped from 9,500 to 5,800 at 
the end of the tutoring year in June. It was recommended that a moratorium on opening new centres 
should be in effect until conditions improve and more tutors are available. At the Directors meeting on 
September 11", a motion to allow virtual tutoring in the London, Vancouver and Hamilton Learning 
Centres was made and carried. This allows Centres that have difficulty with spacing protocols to offer 
lessons on line. Executive Director Matthew Todd thanked the Board of Directors of the Foundation for 
the $3,000 reimbursement for each Learning Centre to purchase PPE so they may reopen according to 
guidelines. 


A motion was made by Brian Gilkinson, seconded by Alan Stoddart that the report of the Learning 
Centres be accepted. Carried. 


11. Nomination and Directors Term Committee — Brian Gilkinson: With the retirement from the 
Board of James Sutherland and Ron Findlater, two new Directors are to be elected to the Board of 
Directors. Brian Gilkinson was pleased to report that Stephen Kennard and Jacques Ruelland have been 
identified as able and willing to be considered for election to the Board. He then read out brief resumes 
for both candidates. 


In respect to Directors’ terms, a pre-amble to amend the By-laws was circulated previously. The 
amendment was to address the rational for directors’ terms to be changed from three year to four-year 
terms. 


It was moved by Brian Gilkinson, seconded by Alan Stoddart that the report of the Nominations and 
Directors Term Committee be approved. Carried. 
a. Amendment to alter By-Law No. 1 regarding Directors’ Terms: Brian Gilkinson stated the 
changes that are to be made to By-Law Number 1 as per the notice of motion. 
The changes are as follows: 
*« Section 5.01 “subject to re-election by the members” added. 
¢« Section 5.05(a) amended to read “the members shall elect Directors for a four-year term. 
* Section 5.05(b) amended to read “The members may elect Directors to further four-year 
terms”. 
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* Section 5.05(c) amended to read “Those nominated for re-election after serving three (3) 
consecutive four-year terms must receive votes totalling two-thirds of the members 
present and voting at an annual meeting of the Foundation’. 

* Section 5.05(d) to be deleted 


Matthew Todd questioned if these amendments were enough prevention from having a Director on the 
Board for life? Brian Gilkinson replied that every Director is subject to re-election after the first term and 
subject to review. 


It was moved by Brian Gilkinson, seconded by Alan Stoddart that the amendment to alter By- Law No. 1 
regarding Directors Terms be approved. Carried. 


b. Election of two new Directors as recommended in the Nominations Report. The 
President reported two nominees for election are Stephen Kennard and Jacques Ruelland. 


President Taylor asked three times (3X) if there were further nominations. Hearing none, the President 
declared Stephen Kennard and Jacques Ruelland as Directors of the SRCF. 


c. Motion to add a fourth year to the terms of existing directors, with a continuing need to 
nominate them for re-election at the conclusion of each four-year terms should they wish to 
continue. Brian Gilkinson reported that the purpose of the amendments in By-Law one was to 
make a motion that the Directors’ Terms be changed to four years to align with Supreme 
Council officers’ terms for the same length. The terms will also include the staggered terms 
that are in place currently.

Remarks of 
appreciation to Ron Findlater and James Sutherland for their time on the Board were given by the 
President. It was announced that James Finch tendered his resignation to the Board and the President 
also expressed his gratitude for his time on the Board. The President also thanked Matthew Todd and 
Loren Kline for their work with the Learning Centres and Grants and Awards Committees. He also 
expressed his gratitude to Duncan Skinner for his tenure as Treasurer of the SRCF and the years of 
dedication and service.

At 1:03 pm the Executive Session of the 146" Annual Session was convened by Teleconference with the 
use of on-line technology for voting purposes. Ill. Bro. Robert S. Whitmore, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander presiding. The Sovereign Grand Commander welcomed all Active and Past Active 
Members on the call to the 146 Annual Executive Session of Supreme Council. 


SGC: | now call for the EXECUTIVE SESSION of this Supreme Council in accordance with ART. 5 (c) of 
the Statutes and Regulations and | declare this Supreme Council in Executive Session Open. 


By way of opening remarks brethren, as I’ve already indicated | welcome you all to this Executive 
Session. Like all of you | regret that we’re not meeting in person as we had originally planned and 
expected. Last night we would have been having a very nice dinner and looking forward tonight to Get 
Acquainted, but | am grateful that everybody is well | want to thank all of you in advance for the 
cooperation and understanding that we all have been dealing with as we go through these interesting 
times. Brethren | think there are probably three questions that are top-of-mind for most of us and I'll just 
address them quickly in the opening remarks rather than having everybody sit there wondering 
throughout the session, and the three questions are: 
- What's the plan for those Brethren who would have received their degree, their Honorary 
Inspector-General degree at this session? 
- When are we going to be able to open? 
- Howwill we handle what would have been crowning of new Actives and Installation with respect 
to officers? 


With respect to the candidates for the degree who would have received the 33° degree this week, the 
plan is rather than having those brethren wait until 2022 for the next full annual session, once we’re able 
to hold meetings or gatherings together, we will try to organize some Regional get-togethers where we 
would be able to conduct the 33 degree, albeit perhaps in an abbreviated fashion, so that those 
brethren who would have been candidates this week will be able to get the degree as soon as possible. 


The second question brethren, that I’m asked all the time and I'm sure that you are as well is when are 
we going to be in a position to open up or resume activities. As you know we're still under suspension of 
our activities. | can tell you that we are monitoring as closely as we can the developments particularly 
amongst the Grand Lodges in each of our provinces. We've had information which many of you have 
provided as to the status of your Grand Lodge. The reality of the situation as we're sitting here today is 
that in many of the Provinces the number of new cases seems to be going up rather than down. Right 
now most of Canada is holding its breath as schools are opening, churches are opening, businesses are 
opening and | think everybody's just waiting to see what's going to happen. My approach is there is no 
sense in us trying to take any unnecessary risks that would result from opening too early. None of us are 
earning a living by going to Scottish Rite meetings so this is something that we enjoy doing but we have 
to recognize that our membership is to some extent among the class called ‘vulnerable’ and caution is 
the watchword. So brethren, | can't say when we will open but given the input that I’ve received from 
several of you in various parts of the country and the information that we’ve received, frankly | don't see it 
happening certainly in 2020, and we've got Thanksgiving coming up, we will have Christmas, and all | 
can tell you is that certainly we're going to be monitoring it as we go. We recognize that there are areas 
of the country where the numbers are thankfully low and seem to be well under control, but nevertheless 
caution is the watchword so | can't see anything happening in 2020. Mid-January of 2021 we'll certainly 
be taking a serious look and it would be lovely if we were able to be up and running to the extent that at 
least the Easter Ceremonies could take place which is the beginning of April. Maybe if something 
improves we will be able to open sooner than that but that's where we stand at the moment. So for 
planning purposes brethren, | think that 2020 is a no-go and hopefully we're looking at early 2021 but 
we'll have to wait and see.

lll. Bro. G. Taylor: My thought will be at some point we may well have to. | get attachments to text 
messages and it might be worth at some point in the near future, maybe people who are technically more 
savvy than | am to ask about coming over, that you may want to consider email as being almost getting 
archaic for a lot of our younger members, they don't use it as their main form of communication. We may 
want to look at going with electronic rather than email as a way of getting this stuff out. 


lll. Bro. Gilkinson: Is there an alternative to email that guarantees the person getting the exact same 
notice electronically as he is if going by mail. 


lll. Bro. G. Taylor: The short answer is yes as long as the secretary or whoever is sending them is 
doing the job correctly it would be the same document in an electronic form. It’s just that the delivery 
mechanism is slightly different. 


SGC: My understanding is that whether the contents of the notice are sent by way of an attachment to 
an email or a link is provided that the basis for the communication is still conducted by email, it's just that 
you're not opening an attachment to be clicking on a link instead. 


lll. Bro. G. Taylor: That would be correct. | guess what we should be considering going forward is that 
email is, while we use it extensively a lot of the younger brethren use other electronic communications 
platforms preferentially over email, some don’t even look at their email anymore. Just to be a bit more 
inclusive going forward. 


SGC: Richard Brown, you’ve got your hand up. 


PSGC Brown: Just a quick comment, | know as I'm Secretary of my Lodge and | regularly now for some 
of the younger guys, | have to send them a text message to tell them | sent them an email. 


lll. Bro. Sandhu: | think if we go “electronically” that would cover it. You can send it whichever way you 
like at that point in time. 


lll. Bro. Warren: Opkar, could that potentially open us up to electronic communications that we don't 
want to be a part of at the moment if we're that generic in the statement? Couldn't the meeting notices 
be sent through media that we don't really want to be using? 
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lll. Bro. Sandhu: | guess it could, yes. 


Ill. Bro. Warren: | just wonder if it would be better to pass this as is and reflect on future technologies 
for a future session. 


lll. Bro. Sandhu: I'll defer to that. 


SGC: Okay, thanks very much for raising that though and it is something that we'll have to keep in mind 
in the future. Ron Taylor is raising his hand. 


lll. Bro. R. Taylor: Yes Sovereign Grand Commander, | would agree with the last comments that were 
made. An email will give you the option to get a read receipt in notification of delivery where some of the 
more current electronic options are open, if you will, to miss routing to someone receiving an information 
that may be sent to the wrong individual for example and you know corruption or snooping, if you will, is 
more prevalent in some of those. | would agree that we could leave it as email today but as we move 
forward perhaps we could look at electronic at that point. 


SGC: Thank you any other comments or questions? 


lll. Bro. Gilkinson: Sovereign Grand Commander, | just wanted to make the point that if in fact the 
proposed amendment as written goes through it necessarily eliminates the need for Form 19 as well.

Report of the Standing Committee On 
FRATERNAL RELATIONS 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 


The Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations is pleased to present this report in discharge of the duty 
imposed upon it by Art. 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council to keep informed with respect to 
fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic Bodies throughout the world, to advise the 
Sovereign Grand Commander with respect to the conduct thereof and to report thereon to this Supreme 
Council at each Annual Session. 


The COVID-19 Pandemic which has affected the entire world from January until the present, and will 
undoubtedly be a major factor in the way Scottish Rite, and indeed all Masonic bodies, conduct business 
and fraternal relations, for the rest of 2020 and perhaps all of 2021. Our curtailment of meetings, events 
and customary gatherings has been mirrored throughout the world and the records will indicate this was 
the era of the virus which changed the normality of the world. We are sure, without clear reporting 
evidence, that many Scottish Rite bodies throughout the world have moved to a virtual means of keeping 
our brotherhood in touch with each other. Our Supreme Council has moved its means of conducting 
business to a virtual method and we will report later in the report. 


This year’s report may seem a little brief, however, for the reasons mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph, there has been less contact from Supreme Councils throughout the world. 


Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America 

This important annual conference is held in a different US City each year and attracts Masonic leaders 
from North America and around the world. This year, because of travel restrictions we did not send any 
delegates to the conference. 
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All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges 
Ill. Bro. Robert Whitmore, Sovereign Grand Commander,33° and Ill. Bro. Terry A McLean,33° Grand 


Secretary-General and Lieutenant Grand Commander, Ill. Bro. David Bennet, 33°, attended (virtually) 
the 38!" Annual All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges, held in Winnipeg. This 
year’s Conference was virtual due to the COVID-19 travel restrictions. These conferences are open 
sessions for discussion regarding the betterment of Freemasonry across the country. As observers we 
are able to report on ideas which may be applied to Scottish Rite to encourage and stabilize 
membership. The Grand Secretary-General will report more fully in his report to Supreme Council. 


Austria 

We were pleased to congratulate the new Sovereign Grand Commander of Austria, Most Ill. Bro. Gernot 
Sommer, 33°, and at the same time offered our best wishes to the retiring Sovereign Grand Commander, 
Most Ill. Bro. Peter Grunauer, 33°. We know that Most Ill. Bro. Gernot is taking over at a time when there 
are leadership challenges all over the world. 


Brazil 

We have acknowledged the appointment of Ill. Bro. Anderson Pinto Vercosa Simoes, 33°, as the Grand 
Representative to our Supreme Council. Ill. Bro. Simoes is also the Grand Secretary-General in Brazil. 
France 


We suspended our relationship with the Supreme Council of France a few years ago when there was 
disruption within their own ranks and the fraternity at large in France and Europe. In 2019, the Supreme 
Council of France was reconstituted with many of the European Supreme Councils taking part and re- 
establishing amity with France. The re-constituted Supreme Council has lost its original seniority, and a 
new slate of Officers installed at the constituting ceremony. The Fraternal Relations Committee will make 
a recommendation at our Supreme Council session to consider re-establishing recognition and amity 
with Supreme Council of France. 


Greece 
The resignation of Most Ill. Bro. Nikolaos K. Kilakos 33°, has been acknowledged. His replacement is 
Most Ill. Bro. Bincaris Evangelos, 33°, and we wish him and his officers all the very best for the future. 


Italy 
We were very saddened to hear of the passing of M.P. Ill. Bro. David Cerniglia, 33°, Past Sovereign 


Grand Commander, Emeritis, and Ill. Bro. Tiziano Bruno, 33°, Active Member. We have fond memories 
of Ill. Bro. David Cerniglia, who travelled extensively and was a good friend to many. Ill. Bro. Matthew 
Todd, PSGC, has kept in touch with the Cerniglia family for the past decade. 


Romania 

Without providing details in this report, there is serious unrest between the Supreme Council of Romania 
and the National Grand Lodge of Romania. We expressed our concern with the Sovereign Grand 
Commander Most Ill. Bro. Stelian Nistor, 33°, and confirmed our support to the Supreme Council of 
Romania. 


Northern Supreme Council Jurisdiction 
The Northern Jurisdiction Supreme Council of the United States of America will not meet in annual 


session this year. We maintain excellent relations with the Sovereign Grand Commander, Ill. Bro. David 
Glattly, 33°, who has provided us copies of degree videos to show the progress they are making in this 
regard. We will be inviting representatives from the Northern Jurisdiction to our scheduled session in 
2022. 


Southern Supreme Council Jurisdiction 
The Southern Jurisdiction Supreme Council of the United States of America will not be holding an annual 


session this year and we will be inviting representatives to our annual session in 2022. We wish to 
congratulate Ill. Bro. James Cole, 33°, who was elected last year to replace retiring Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Ill. Bro. Ronald Seale, 33°. We enjoy a close relationship with both Northern and Southern 
Jurisdictions of the United States. 
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2020 Annual Session 

The 2020 annual session was to be held in Hamilton, Ontario, and the Host Committee, under the co- 
chairmanship of Ill. Bros. Steven Warren, 33°, and Lou Domjan, 33°, was actively preparing for an 
exciting session, with all arrangements in place, and ready. At our Advisory Board meeting in April it was 
decided, due to Public Health restrictions, we would not be able to meet in person. The 2020 Annual 
Session will be held by telephone conference. 


Conclusion 

In conclusion, your Committee recommends that all communication and all actions taken by the 
Sovereign Grand Commander and other officers and members of Supreme Council in respect of our 
relations with other Supreme Councils and Grand Masonic Bodies be ratified and confirmed.

And in our case, we are in full 
amity with all of the provincial Grand Lodges, the Grand Lodge of England which controls some Lodges 
in Canada, the Grand Lodge of Scotland, which has Lodges in Newfoundland and Labrador, and we get 
along fine. It’s very disturbing to find countries, such as France, such as Romania, and such as a 
number of Latin America countries, who do not recognize their own Grand Lodge or in some cases there 
are a number of Grand Lodges in their country, and a few years ago the powers that be in the National 
Grand Lodge of France undertook to take back control of the first three degrees in Craft Masonry. This 
of course caused a great split in the Craft members in France and in the other Supreme Councils 
throughout Europe and one of the reasons now, and what happened subsequently, a new Supreme 
Council of France was constituted a year and a half ago, attended by a number of Supreme Councils in 
Europe. One of my concerns, and our concerns, was that the new Supreme Council would not maintain 
its seniority and as you all know, the seniority of the Supreme Council of France was one of the early 
Supreme Councils. This was not allowed in the reconstitution. | make this motion with the caution to our 
Supreme Council that it may not be over yet. We've seen many countries, and | mentioned Romania and 
other countries, that there is trouble within the ranks of their own Supreme Councils and with their Grand 
Lodges. Having said that, | now will accept the fact and make a motion that our Supreme Council re- 
established Amity with the National Supreme Council of France, and the motion is seconded by Ill. Bro. 
Dave Bennett.

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Report of the Standing Committee On 
RITUAL 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 
The committee completed one major project this year. 


It had come to the attention of the committee that there was a discrepancy between the ritual of the 26° 
Prince of Mercy (Optional) and the description of the degree in the book used to communicate degrees not 
conferred. The ritual describes events in the time of Joseph; the “communications” book describes events 
in Roman times. Thanks to the efforts of Ill. Bro. Gareth Taylor 33° he found that Supreme Council, in the 
early 1980’s approved the use of an alternate ritual for the Prince of Mercy, but labelled it “Optional”. 
Someone deleted the original version (occurring in Roman times) and replaced it with the one on the 
website today (occurring in Joseph’s period). The committee found a copy of the old version of Prince of 
Mercy, reviewed it, and made a few corrections. The committee passed the following motion which needs 
to be accepted/rejected by Supreme Council. 


MOVED that the current ritual (occurring in Joseph’s time) on the website have the word “optional 
removed, the revised old version of the degree, Prince of Mercy, be available on the website for historical 
research, and the updated description of the degree replace the “Roman times” description in the book 
used to communicate the degrees. 


Both revised “Roman times” ritual and the description for the “communication” book are attached to and 
form a part of the report. (Distributed to Active and Past Active Members separately.)

lll. Bro. Kline: The main activity of the Ritual Committee this past year has been trying to resolve a bit of 
a discrepancy between the ritual of the 26" degree and what was in the book which is used when 
degrees can't be conferred in full but are just read out or encapsulated for the members and the ritual on 
the website says it's a 26" degree, Prince of Mercy (Optional), takes place in the time of Joseph whereas 
the description in the conferral book takes place in Roman times, so we spent some time trying to figure 
out what happened and, thanks to some efforts on the part of Ill. Bro. Gareth Taylor, found that in the 
early 80’s the original, if you like 26" degree, which was known as the Scottish Trinitarian, was 
substituted for this other Prince of Mercy, the one that's listed on the website as Optional. The only thing 
I’d say in reviewing Supreme Council sessions in the past Proceedings, seems that this was at a time 
when we were trying to de-emphasized some of the religious dogma and some of the degrees in the 
Scottish Trinitarian, very heavy in some Christian dogma, and it appears that perhaps the Supreme 
Council of the time decided to use this other version of the 26" degree, if you like, and | don't mean this 
in an offensive way, de-Christianise the Scottish Trinitarian. So what the committee has done is gone 
through and found the old Scottish Trinitarian version of the 26'" degree, updated some of the language, 
corrected some grammatical and typographical errors, and decided that what we would like to put 
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forward as a motion is that the current 26" degree, Prince of Mercy, have the word “Optional” removed 
from its designation on the website and the revised version be put up as a historical resource for people, 
so that we would continue using the degree that’s currently listed as “Optional” as the official 26" degree 
but for historical purposes keep the updated and reviewed older version kept on the books for historical 
purposes. That's the basis of the report so | would move that the report of the ritual committee and those 
recommendations be accepted. 


SGC: Perhaps we could have a specific motion with respect to what you’re proposing for the 26'" degree 
and then deal with the acceptance of your report as a whole.

SPECIAL AWARDS 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada.

This year the Committee had three applications to consider all of which to the Committee’s knowledge 
had not been nominated previously. All were worthy nominees and, as it always is, the decision was not 
an easy one. The brethren selected to receive this year’s awards are: 


Douglas Charles Collins, 32°, Valley of Kamloops, has been active in Masonry since he joined 
Kamloops Lodge No. 10, receiving his Master Mason Degree, September 13, 1979. He served as 
Worshipful Master of the Lodge in 2007/8. In 2010 he served as Secretary of the Lodge while he was 
DDGM of District No. 3 for the Grand Lodge of B.C. and Yukon. He co-chaired the Grand Lodge Session 
in 2010. He was elected Junior Grand Warden in 2012 and served as Grand Master for Grand Lodge of 
B.C. and Yukon 2015/16. He has also served on several Grand Lodge Committees. He was Editor of the 
“EBEE” newsletter for the Grand Lodge of B.C. and Yukon in 2016 & 2017 and has been a member of 
the Library and Archives Board of Trustees since 2017. He is an Honorary Member of several Lodges in 
the jurisdiction of B.C. and Yukon. He was initiated into the Valley of Kamloops in November of 2008, 
received his 4° in June of 2009, 18° April 2010 and the 32° in May of 2011. He served a 2 year term as 
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T.P.G.M. 2012 & 2013 and as M.W-.S. in 2018. He is also a member of the Royal Order of Scotland and 
Gizeh Temple of the Shrine.

Report of the Grand Secretary-General 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 
It is my privilege to present this annual report. 


All our Scottish Rite events were suspended on March13, 2020 due to the COVID-19 Pandemic. The 
best laid plans were disrupted. However several Supreme Council discussions took place using a variety 
of social media platforms and we trudged along. Working from home became the norm as the Office 
closed and committed customer service to our membership continued uninterrupted. To-date we 
continue to serve the membership from the Supreme Council office and at our homes. My personal 
thanks to Steven Warren (COO) and Leslie Drake for steering the Office and serving our members 
through these challenging times. 


In 2019 we held an Executive Annual Session Teleconference only 


It was an historic event, first time ever an Annual Session in this new format. It was held on Wednesday, 
September 11, 2019 working with Momentum Conferencing on the technology and logistics. It was a 
successful session using this technology from feedback received and the SC business was carried out 
expeditiously. The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation also held their Annual General meeting prior to 
the Executive Session.

2020 Hamilton, ON 

For the second time in our history a full Annual Session had to be cancelled. This time due to a 
pandemic that crossed the world. A disappointment to many, yet the right thing to do in the interest of 
safety and well-being of our membership. Noted 1885 the full Annual Session was not held at Saint John 
as planned and a special meeting was held in Hamilton in April of that year. The Class of 2020 will 
receive their 33 degree regionally at the earliest opportunity in designated local Valley regions to be 
determined and scheduled. Our personal thanks and gratitude to the entire Hamilton Organizing 
Committee under the Chairmanship of Ill. Bros. Steven Warren, 33°, and Lou Domjan, 33°, for their 
dedication, commitment and time spent planning for this event. 





2021 Executive Annual Session Teleconference only 


2022 Saskatoon, SK 

An Application to Host an Annual Session has been received from the Valley of Saskatoon for the 2022 
Full Annual Session. The application has been approved and a steering committee is in place chaired by 
Ill. Bro. Rick Brunsdon, 33°, Valley of Saskatoon. A site visit was conducted on October 23-24, 2018. The 
Radisson Hotel has been selected and the contract signed. 





2023 Executive Annual Session Teleconference only 


2024 Ottawa, ON 

The Valley of Ottawa has submitted an Application to Host the 2024 Full Annual Session, which also 
marks the 150" Anniversary of the establishment of our Supreme Council. This application was 
approved at the Advisory Council meeting March 22, 2019.

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Scottish Rite Membership in Canada 
At the year end of 2019 membership in Scottish Rite Canada was approximately 11,754 members. It is 


noted that several Provinces report a stabilization of membership numbers in Craft Lodges. This provides 
a real opportunity for Scottish Rite to attract new members, something all Valleys should be working 
towards. Master Mason Nights, SR Craft Lodge Degree Teams, and Information/Education Presentations 
in Craft Lodges are all useful tools in informing potential members of all that Scottish Rite has to offer, 
and Valleys are encouraged to utilize these opportunities.

The SGC, LGC & GSG attended the Thirty-Eighth All Canada Grand Masters Conference via zoom 
teleconference due to the pandemic on April 24, 2020. 


Masonic Renewal Committee (MRC)

in Canada, held a conference in Tampa, Florida on January 25, 2020. The MRC is endeavouring to 
engage all jurisdictions in North America.

The Sovereign Grand Commander has created an ad hoc committee to review the concept of a central 
membership database and present recommendations. 


The Ad Hoc Committee is composed of Ill. Bros. Terry McLean, 33°, GSG, Chairman, John Teleske, 33°, 
Active Member, Evan Woodhead, 33°, Lou Domjan, 33°, Steven Warren, 33°, COO and Ms. Leslie 
Drake, Office Administrator. 


A second conference call took place on November 21, 2019. Topics discussed were a review of current 
capabilities of existing system databases (i.e. Valley of Toronto Central Management Registry, the Grand 
Lodge of British Columbia & Yukon Membership database, and an update on the Grand Lodge of 
Canada in the Province of Ontario explorations re CMD). 


Some questions discussed were; What did it cost? Who owns the system? Can it record dues? Who 
staffs the system? Initial roll out, any push back? 


It was agreed that a central membership database must have; 


1. Privacy & Policy 

2. Accessibility by Valleys 

3. Database Control 

4. Up to date information on a member 


Next steps will be to review the systems used by the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction and the current 
Supreme Council of Canada CIVI CRM and its expansion capabilities. 


Work on this committee has been slowed down due to the COVID-19 pandemic and is still in progress 
and a recommendation will follow to the Sovereign Grand Commander.

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Report of the Ad Hoc Committee On 
NATIONAL BENEVOLENCE 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 
| wish to thank our committee for a very productive, initial meeting. 


All present participated in a great exchange of ideas. After thorough discussions, it was unanimously 
agreed not to be a burden on the current fundraising activities in our Valleys throughout Canada. Our 
consensus is to explore opportunities to form and register a non-profit organization administered by the 
Supreme Council to provide our members and interested parties to donate to a "Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry National Benevolence Fund". By so doing, we would have the opportunity to provide tax 
receipts. Collectively, we will explore the legal ramifications of how best to proceed with forming such an 
organization, in addition as to how we can register to be placed on the list of non-profit agencies 
benefiting from programs such as the "Amazon Smile Program" etc... During our discussions it was 
suggested that PSGC Harold Crosby, 33°, be called upon, due to his knowledge in the area of 
establishing non-profit organizations. Subsequently, PSGC Crosby, 33°, has agreed to assist with an 
application to apply for charitable status, advising the committee of certain necessary steps which would 
have to occur before proceeding forward: 


- Before an application can be presented to the Canadian Revenue Agency, the Committee would 
have to go through the process of registering the "Scottish Rite Freemasonry National 
Benevolence Fund" and be granted non-profit status, either by applying for provincial or national 
recognition. This would include information on how the funds would be accumulated, managed 
and for whom they would benefit etc.. There would be considerable costs incurred such as lawyer 
fees and other expenses associated with the application process in the event we wish to proceed. 
On occasion, committees he has been associated with, have received the work done by law firms 
pro- bono. However, it's a laborious task taking up to a year so several firms shy away if not 
compensated. 


The Committee generally agreed that funds accumulated be used for national emergencies but as needs 
arise could be sent out of the country. 


Further, we agree that unveiling the Fund will require a great deal of education (through various channels 
at our disposal) to our membership highlighting the reasons for its formation, where the funds are to be 
directed and how to apply for such. It is felt that the leadership of the Supreme Council will be called on 
for explanations however, in so doing, we as a Committee and Supreme Council may be pleased that 
due to the education process our Almoners across the nation may choose to donate from their respective 
resources. 


Challenges will be many but we are anxious to proceed! 


Our thanks to Past Sovereign Grand Commander Ill. Brother Harold Crosby, 33° for his advice and to the 
Sovereign Grand Commander Ill. Brother Robert Whitmore, 33°, for appointing us to investigate his 
initiative.

In addition to the above, the Provincial Deputies offered comments in the following areas. While not 
practised unanimously throughout our nation, it is recommended that Valley Leaders take particular 
attention to a sample of the initiatives described below: 


LEADERSHIP 


Many Valleys are benefiting from an effort to train and develop officers. A properly constructed 
succession plan bodes well for future leaders. This is a very important task as we are fully aware 
due to life's challenges and health issues, a number of leaders have been forced to stay in office 
longer than desired. While their service is most valuable we are aware many would appreciate a 
break to apply their skills in other Valley ventures. 

Plans have been implemented by H.1.G’s to conduct training sessions for the ritual and floor work 
associated with the opening, closing and presentation of degrees. 

Our congratulations to those presiding officers who have connected with their membership, to 
formulate new ideas to make future business meetings more interesting and informative. 

All Valley financial leaders are to be commended, as generally speaking all are in good financial 
shape however, as in the past, it’s noted that many treasurers continue to experience difficulties 
with the AF forms. We encourage them to reach out to the Audit and Finance Committee. The 
committee members along with their reviewers are anxious to assist in aligning the reports with 
that of the Supreme Council. 

Thanks to those Valleys who are able to sponsor and support DeMolay Chapters. It is worth 
repeating that these young men are a credit to the organization and to the community. And 
assuredly will be good future Masons. For members who have the opportunity to attend their 
assemblies please do so; we know you will be impressed. 

We are pleased to recognize the continuing work of the Scottish Rite Ambassadors to inform, 
inspire, conduct introductions, answer questions and develop recruitment relationships in their 
masonic career. This form of mentorship is advantageous in creating personal relationships & 
recruiting new members. In addition, it is impressive to witness the execution of a well-run 
agenda under the leadership of a Reunion Manager. 

Other opportunities will become apparent as you read the individual Provincial Deputy reports in 
these Proceedings such as the formation of an Administrative Councils / Leadership group to be 
responsible for Valley activities and initiatives; instituting a “Dean of the Class”; selecting Valley 
representatives to promote our Scottish Rite in each Masonic District and to marshal duplicate 
classes in an effort to avoid reading of the ritual. 


MEMBERSHIP 


As in past reports, despite many positive efforts to attract brethren to our Rite, generally speaking 
our membership continues a downward trend. The bulk of our decline remains due to deaths, 
demits and the efforts of many verifying the status of “members lost to the Valley”. The latter has 
also proved beneficial reaching members who had neglected to attend meetings and once 
informed of Valley activities re-appeared at lodge. 

Interesting to learn of Scottish Rite members (ie: Valley of Montreal) taking part in Masonic Lodge 
open houses... dressed in period costumes capturing interest from prospective candidates and 
their masonic guides. 

We applaud efforts being made by several Valleys to promote our “blue envelope campaign” for 
the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation (particularly new members who are anxious to learn of 
our endeavours), devising welcome packages for new candidates and supplying questionnaires 
to them and indeed the membership at large in order that they may advise the leadership 
committee about their skill sets and interest to participate in specific activities. Through this 
process, all will have a greater appreciation of the work involved and to feel a greater tie to 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry in general and to their home Valley in particular. 

We congratulate those Valleys who continue participating in Master Mason nights, reports of 
positive results abound and it’s also created a spin off effect producing fellowship among those 
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portraying portions of the degree and participating in the social aspects of the evening. We have 
a wonderful group of men who are anxious to raise awareness and committed to the growth of 
our Rite. 

Obviously COVID-19 has curtailed a number of our plans to attract new members, socialize with 
our existing members, family and friends all the while participating in much needed fund raising 
activities. That being said, we are very pleased to describe various fraternal events in the 
Provincial Deputies reports; a plethora of great ideas culminating in highly successful get 
togethers! We look forward to receiving your suggestions! 

During these trying times, on a positive note it’s been a pleasure to witness those thinking 
“outside the box”... ie: establishing phone committees to keep in touch (not just now but 
afterwards), accepting dues via e-transfers, conducting social meetings via “Zoom” (sorry to say 
I’m still struggling with this new technology) thus enabling members outside a particular Valley to 
“zoom in”...a wonderful opportunity. 


COMMUNICATION 


May we emphasize again, a highly effective communication and marketing tool- the Scottish Rite 
Banner- which may be used as a backdrop for photo shoots, a very powerful addition during 
presentations & functions held by Valleys. You may order yours by contacting the Supreme 
Council office. 

Communication via email continues to expand. This form of communication is now widely used to 
send alerts and updates for timely matters of interest rather than awaiting the Valley summons. 
While we are pleased that members know about our scottishritecanada.ca website and that of the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation srcf.ca.; we also note that these sites are under-utilized. 
There is a wealth of information at your disposal, please take advantage of these resources and 
spread the word! 

For those Valleys without websites, we encourage you to take a look at those Valleys with theirs 
in place; links to them are available from scottishritecanada.ca. Further, more have an 
experienced “editorial staff’ to administer informative and professionally designed newsletters. 
They serve as excellent vehicles to distribute Valley news and the calendar of events. The use of 
social media to promote our Rite is a work in progress as we continue to take advantage of all 
tools available. 

It bears repeating while we are very appreciative of the articles submitted to the Clarion & 
Communique we know there are good stories not yet told. Articles to these publications are 
needed and encouraged. What an opportunity to share stories from within your Valley with the 
entire Scottish Rite Fraternity.

May | take a moment to thank III. Bro. Bob Brethour 33°, Past Chair of this important and 
productive Education & Enlightenment committee for his guidance, input and energy to ensure its 
vision was successfully implemented. Again, access to all of the material produced by the 
committee can be obtained through the scottishritecanada.ca website. Our new Chair Ill. Bro. 
Stephen Godfrey 33° and his team are continually adding new material, encouraging all to take 
advantage of the excellent resources available. One of many committee desires is to eventually 
include Valley histories on the site from across our country. You will have the opportunity of 
learning more about the great strides being made by this committee on a separate report in these 
Proceedings. 

We are pleased to learn of Valleys participating in their own form of education by providing time in 
meetings for the presentation of papers based on the degrees just seen and allowing foraQ&A 
afterwards. This improved dialogue allows for more social activity, increased understanding of the 
degrees witnessed, thus improving the delivery of future lectures and the overall quality of degree 
work administered. In like manner, other Valleys allow time for the Grand Orator, either during a 
scheduled meeting or another designated time to expand on a topic of Masonic Education 
specifically designed for Scottish Rite Freemasonry. The Grand Orator (or designate) is thus 
enabled to delve further into the philosophy, lessons and symbolism for the benefit of all in 
attendance. 
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- Further, we are reminded of the excellent videos and PowerPoint presentations afforded us for 
our education to view at our leisure or to show during meetings or during Master Mason nights.

EDUCATION AND ENLIGHTENMENT 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren. 


The Special Committee, of Education and Enlightenment, has been established for four years. The 
purpose of its founding by Ill. Bro. Terry McLean 33° in Windsor, Ontario, was to complement the 
Committees of Communication, Leadership and Membership. The Committee’s Mandate has not 
changed over these four years: 


To provide a comprehensive and coherent collection of Masonic educational tools to be published 
on the website and to be utilized in AASR Valley meetings and instructional workshop throughout 
Canada. The standardization of the valuable lessons, history and principles of our Rite will 
strengthen our communication and increase its availability to all members of our Jurisdiction. 


The Committee 

Ill. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33°, our first Chairman of the committee completed his term in September 2019; 
his leadership has made this Committee what it is today. One of our members since 2016, was Ill. Bro. 
Allard Loopstra, 33°. Sadly we lost a wonderful Mason and Brother, whose wisdom and thoughtfulness 
helped steer the committee on its first tentative steps. Ill. Bro. Allard and Ill. Bro. David Bennett, 33°, 
headed a sub-committee whose main purpose was to review material for consideration for the website. 
Ill. Bro. David has been given more responsibilities in Supreme Council. He remains on the Committee; 
that sub-committee is now in the hands of Ill. Bros. Joe Angel, 33°, and Matthew Clark, 33°. The 
Committee welcomes two new members this year, Ill. Bro. William Myers, 32°, (Edmonton) and Ill. Bro. 
Jacques Ruelland, 33°, (Montreal). 
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At present 

The website’s dropdown menu - Education and Enlightenment - has been prominent on the website’s 
Home page, and its contents are available to all who connect with the Rite. Over the four years of 
service, that menu has accumulated a total of 167 articles. The categories of the articles include: 


Addresses and Speeches (14) 

Contemplations - of Scottish Rite in general, (33) and of the Lodge of Perfection Governance (22) 
History (11) 

Symbolism (25) 

Stone and Mortar — Trowel and Sword — two books by author Ill. Bro. Roderick L. Jones 33” - now 
fully complete this year (41 chapters) (See below for more details) 

e Music library (found under dropdown menus “Rituals”) for all degrees 


The Library now has 12 videos, and in the Members’ section a PowerPoint presentation, including note 
for the slides, a slide show that allows for additional material of personal and regional details to be added 
is available. The PowerPoint covers two major questions: 


e What is Scottish Rite? 
e Why should | join? 


Added to this list are the Playbills (found under “Rituals”) and the Pre/Post Degree Explanations. A FAQ 
document (under Governance) has been added to the website, comprising of 52 questions and answers 
covering the length and breadth of Scottish Rite. Sincerest thanks to Ill. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33°, 
(Jurisprudence) and Ill. Bro. Bob Brethour, 33°, for their steadfastness in completing this project. 


The committee continues to look for further material that will help with the collection of Education for our 
members. Especially, the Committee is searching for the Histories of the Valleys. A template is available 
to assist in preparing the histories; they need only be about 1000 - 1500 words in length. Please consider 
submitting to the Committee for our website. 


Further work in progress 
This year, following the onset of the COVID-19 and the isolation, our Sovereign Grand Commander, Ill. 


Bro. Robert Whitmore, 33°, sent a letter to all members inviting them in their isolation to write - a chance 
to contemplate much of the comprehension and value within our rich rituals. There appears no end in 
sight before we are able to return to meetings. This time is a great opportunity to share with others your 
learning and understanding — a time to Read — Reflect — Respond. 


This year the committee has received further articles from writers from our Valleys. The subcommittee 
continues to review and prepare material for the website, and Ill. Bro. Jacques Ruelland 33° is translating 
materials already on the website, into French. 


All of the articles are to be reviewed to consider expanding the original categories further. All articles will 
also include in the titles words identifying content. 


The continued work on the Discovery Papers — a self-analysis of personal thoughts and learning - are 
being tested. These papers are especially for classes of candidates to explore deeply the meanings 
within the rituals and personal lessons learned. 


Summary 
We hear from the first lecture of Scottish Rite: 


Think not that you can become indeed a Mason by learning what is commonly called “the Work.” 
Masonry has a history, a literature, and a philosophy. Its symbols and ceremonies will teach you 
much, but much ts to be sought elsewhere, for the true Mason is, or should be, an earnest seeker 
after knowledge. 

4" Degree Lecture 
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Masonic meetings are valuable as Communication, Relationship Building, and Leadership work in 
harmony to enhance our experiences. Further importance, however, is that Lodges — Craft and Scottish 
Rite — are schools of learning. The development and education of our members is a vital role we all play. 
We encourage all to seek Truth. Your understandings need to be shared - that we can all benefit from 
each other. The Committee welcomes feedback and input on what the website provides and what the 
membership wants from it. Our goal remains, to publish a broad range of material to appeal to those 
seeking further enlightenment.

LIBRARY AND ARCHIVES 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 
It is my privilege to present this annual report for 2019-20. 


Introduction 

As a reminder, the Supreme Council Library operates as a Reference Library, with an emphasis on 
outreach through electronic media. Rather than a book lending program, we are focused on producing 
electronic content relating to the library, which the Supreme Council office posts on a public web page: 
https://scottishritecanada.ca/library/. We hope that in this way the library can provide value to our 
members throughout the jurisdiction. Our full catalogue is also on the website and physical access to the 
collection is available to any member of the Rite by appointment. In addition, we will arrange appropriate 
access to support reasonable research projects by other researchers (Freemasons or not). 


Activities and Accomplishments This Year 
We have continued to offer the Supreme Council e-Library as a fund-raising initiative. This is a collection 


of over 1,000 books of Masonic interest, packaged on a USB stick for fast and easy retrieval, along with 
a searchable index of topics to make it easier for a reader to find the books most relevant to their interest 
or specific research needs. An initial inventory, produced and sold by the committee to test market 
interest, was quickly sold out. The e-Library is now available on a regular basis through the Supreme 
Council office for the bargain price of $25 per copy. 


Last year we started production of the Ex Libris video segments, each of which highlights a selected item 
of interest from our collection. The first episode of Ex Libris went live on the website in late May of 2019, 
with a plan to release an additional episode approximately every 3 weeks. We have posted 12 video 
segments so far and have a further 6 segments ready for release or in the latter stages of production. We 
would like to thank the Education and Enlightenment Committee for their support, encouragement, and 
collaboration on this initiative. 


Finally, we are very grateful to Ill. Bro. Steven E. Warren, 33° and Ms. Leslie Drake for supporting us with 
supplies and administration throughout the year, for maintaining the library page on the Supreme Council 
website, as well as for the positive and encouraging atmosphere they maintain. It is always a pleasure to 
work with them. 
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Plan for the Next Year 
During the next year the committee plans to continue producing electronic material for publication via the 
website.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


The focus of the Committee has been on the production and circulation of the Communiqué as way of 
providing additional information to the Brethren across the country. 


As previously reported receiving information/content for the Communiqué has been an ongoing 
challenge. This year we felt that it would be worth combining forces with the Editor of the Clarion, Ill. Bro. 
Darian Bacon, 32°, to increase the material that both publications receive. A letter was drafted and sent 
to the Grand Secretaries/Registrars of all Valley to solicit articles for a June publication of the 
Communiqué. This information was also provided to the Ill. Bro. David Bennett, 33°, Chair 
Communications Committee, for circulation to the Communications Committee. While these 
communications were sent out, the timing was such that shortly afterward, all Scottish Rite activities were 
suspended due to COVID-19. This resulted in no material being submitted for publication and the 
Communiqué was not published this year. 
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One potential solution to ensuring material is available would be to solicit articles on specified topics for 
the Communiqué. To date we have relied on submissions from the membership, but it has been proving 
difficult to obtain sufficient material. Having selected topics prepared in advance would provide the 
backbone of the publication, which could then be supplemented with additional submissions. Page limits 
are not an issue with the Communiqué, so it is also possible to include longer articles that do not fit the 
Clarion with a fixed page limit. 


A second issue that had been previously identified was how to distribute the Communiqué. It had been 
agreed that future editions would be circulated to the Valley Grand Secretaries/Registrars for further 
distribution through their email lists. This will provide the most efficient means to ensure that the 
Communiqué reaches as many Scottish Rite members as possible.

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Part Il of the Report of the Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren: 


Pursuant to Art. 22 (s) of the Statutes and Regulations, your committee has reviewed the Allocution of 
the Sovereign Grand Commander presented to this 146" Annual Session of Supreme Council and now 
reports on its contents, covering the second year of his term in office. 


It is comforting to know that in a year of great upheaval due to the COVID-19 pandemic and its worldwide 
impact on the way we conduct our affairs and interact with one another, that this Allocution is a 
touchstone between our pre-pandemic normalcy and the reality that we may still be active and 
contributing members of our Scottish Rite, notwithstanding that impact. 


Even if the best laid plans of mice and men go awry, our Sovereign Grand Commander has recognized 
the merit due those who made the plans regarding our anticipated Full Annual Session in Hamilton this 
year. Hosting such an annual session requires years of dedicated effort on the part of the host Valley and 
the recognition he accorded those involved was fitting and no doubt appreciated. His historical review of 
the background of Hamilton in the establishment of Moore Sovereign Consistory, and subsequently of 
Murton Lodge of Perfection, underscores the fact that dedicated and industrious Masons from this City 
and Valley have been an integral part of the fabric of our Scottish Rite from its earliest origins in our 
country. 


Our Sovereign Grand Commander’s acknowledgement, with regret, of the costs of a previous pandemic 
and now the present one illustrates that although our Rite has suffered such calamities in the past, it has 
demonstrated a resilience to carry on and thrive, while recognizing the human cost is significant and 
irreplaceable. 


These remarks formed an appropriate segue into his review of the Necrology record of those who have 
passed to the Grand Lodge Above in the past year. The Valley of Hamilton and our Scottish Rite has 
been blessed time and again with tremendous leadership. One such blessing has been the life and 
service of Ill. Bro. Allard Loopstra, 33°. The loss to the Valley of Hamilton, and of the others specifically 
mentioned to the Valleys of Guelph, Kingston and Peterborough will no doubt be speedily and severely 
felt, as will the loss of leadership represented by the list of Honorary Inspectors-General listed in the 
Allocution. Our Sovereign Grand Commander’s expression of condolence extended to other jurisdictions, 
and the families of those brethren passing, acknowledges the ties of our worldwide fraternity and the 
importance of our families to our contributions as members of the Scottish Rite. His mention of close 
family members who have passed is an appropriate acknowledgement that true support comes first from 
our families and then from our brethren in Masonry. 


The Sovereign Grand Commander has recognized the faithful service of those moving from the ranks of 
Active Members to Past Active Member status at this annual session. The recognition of this service is 
appreciated, as is his recognition that their brethren can expect many more years of fellowship with them. 
Each of our journeys as Masons is comprised of stages, in life and in contribution to Freemasonry. We 
can all understand that this type of change applies to us all and hope that our service will also be of value 
to our Rite. The appointment of Ill. Bro. Bradshaw, 33°, by the Sovereign Grand Commander of the 
Supreme Council of Ireland to represent this Supreme Council there reminds us all of the ties that bind 
all Masons throughout the world. 


His special appointments of brethren to address changing and continuing needs of Supreme Council is 
appreciated by those receiving them. Hopefully, faithful service will result in them being appreciated by 
the brethren. 


The Sovereign Grand Commander’s comments regarding dispensations and rulings reveals much about 
the need to act in accordance with the Statutes and Regulations. They are also instructive in 
demonstrating how recent amendments to them, and the dispensation provisions generally, can 
accommodate the needs of the Valleys while balancing the overriding interest of ensuring the Rite and its 
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constituent bodies maintain a healthy status. This year, issues fell under three major areas of activity. He 
took action four times to allow a candidate to receive his introductory degree in a Valley other than the 
one to which he applied for the degrees, a clear indication that recent changes to the Statutes and 
Regulations have been of benefit to those seeking membership. He also had thirteen occasions on which 
to allow one member to hold multiple offices including one of the first three ranking offices. On five 
occasions Deputies approved dispensations to conduct Master Masons Nights. These actions recognize 
the importance of accommodating initiatives designed to enhance the recruitment and membership 
experience and also recognize that some Valleys need some relief from provisions designed to preserve 
opportunities for member participation in the officer rotations while initiatives to improve recruitment and 
retention of members take root and bear fruit. The Sovereign Grand Commander's fealty to the 
provisions of our Statutes and Regulations, even in circumstances of significant difficulty, is an example 
of true leadership and respect for the collective wisdom of those who contributed to those provisions, and 
should be followed by us all. His admonition to be familiar with them is the first step in doing so. 


His review of the process applied to applications to amend Valley By-laws is another indication that the 
work of your Supreme Council and those involved with the administration of its constituent bodies 
continues unabated in this period of pandemic. 


The Sovereign Grand Commander’s listing of Official Visits and Attendances indicates clearly the 
manner in which he has transitioned from personal attendances at important events to virtual ones. In 
addition, he has made good use of the opportunities to participate in meetings by teleconference. This 
list exemplifies just how busy a dedicated member of our Rite has been, both before and after the 
pandemic forced a change in the way he conducts its affairs. It behooves us to do the same on behalf of 
Supreme Council and our Valleys. 


It is noted in the lecture to the Thrice Puissant Grand Master at installation that the welfare of a Lodge 
depends, in large measure, on the energy and zeal of the Thrice Puissant Grand Master working with the 
co-operation of his officers and members. It also notes that excellence in the administration and activities 
of the Lodge is recognized well beyond the boundaries of the Valley. This type of service by our 
Sovereign Grand Commander and its recognition by the Supreme Council for Scotland by making him its 
Principal Guest benefits our entire Rite. Similar service has resulted in the fraternal exchanges between 
the Supreme Council of Germany and our Supreme Council and he is to be congratulated on maintaining 
the well-earned and favourable international reputation of this Rite. This is further enhanced by the close 
fraternal relations he continues to foster between the Supreme Councils of the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction and the Southern Jurisdiction. Whether we are leaders in our constituent bodies or within 
Supreme Council, dedication and leadership strengthen our Scottish Rite. 


His review of the John Ross Matheson Awards presented personally to Ill. Bro. Neville Sheppard, 32°, 
and Ill. Bro. Eric Magill, 32°, of the Valleys of St. John’s and North Bay respectively, illustrates the 
importance of exemplary service anywhere we are situated. Highlighting these awards sends an 
important message to all members that such efforts should be recognized and honoured suitably. 


This Allocution is very instructive in not only informing us of where we are but where we are going. His 
business-like approach in reviewing the continued dedication to the four major initiatives of Supreme 
Council, the work of the Library Committee in adding real value to its holdings, the work of the Deputies 
and that of his Ad Hoc Committees details the ongoing nature of the work of Supreme Council. His 
description of the Grand Secretary/Registrar Manual, the efforts to address the need for a central 
database, the consideration being given to a National Benevolence Programme and an examination of 
Degrees in the 21% Century, along with work assigned to the Ritual Committee, reveal a leader, anda 
Rite, continually seeking new ways to be relevant and of service to its membership. 


Our Sovereign Grand Commander’s appreciation of the work accomplished by the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation is much appreciated, particularly as it underscores the critical importance of 
donors in maintaining its ability to respond to the needs of its research and learning initiatives. 
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The closing remarks of our Sovereign Grand Commander are characteristically optimistic. The pandemic 
and its effects on health and human activities has not been pleasant but this too shall pass. His 
statement that, “Ours is a fellowship that will survive by virtue of our principles, our faith and our sense of 
brotherhood” comes from a Mason who has all three in abundance. We all can support those sentiments 
wholeheartedly for we “trust, as all Masons profess to do, in the wise dispensations of Divine 
Providence.” 


Sovereign Grand Commander, your committee congratulates you on an excellent year of 
accomplishment, notwithstanding a period of adversity seldom experienced in human affairs.

COVID-19, the infectious disease caused by a recently discovered coronavirus, has certainly changed 
the world that we live in and how we go about our daily lives. For us, the suspension of all activities of the 
Learning Centre Program is very tangible. Ill. Bro. Matthew F. Todd, Executive Director Learning Centres 
reported to the April Foundation Board meeting on the continued success of the Learning Centres. 
However, as noted in Ill. Bro. Todd’s report, COVID-19 halted all activities associated with the Learning 
Centres. We look forward to the program be restarted when all appropriate safety measures can be put 
in place to allow the Learning Centres to continue to make a positive impact and difference in these 
communities and to the lives of the dyslexic children. 


We were deeply saddened by the passing in March of this year, our Past President and Grand 
Chancellor of Supreme Council, Ill. Bro. Allard B. Loopstra, 33°. Allard served the Foundation for many 
years including as President from 2008 to 2012 and again in 2014 and 2015. We owe him a great debt 
of thanks for his leadership, inspiration, and commitment to our Foundation and our Fraternity. 


While the downturn in the financial markets affected the Foundation’s investment portfolio, careful 
management of our funds and the manner in which we fund our programs ensures that recent events will 
not affect our ongoing support of our programs. As seen in the Grants and Awards report from Ill. Bro. 
Loren Kline, we continue to fund 12 researchers across Canada and their quest into Helping to Solve the 
Puzzles of the Mind. These researchers are helping to unravel these mysteries and help with 
understanding the basic biology and the health challenges associated with dementia, Parkinson’s and 
Autism Spectrum Disorder.

146" Annual Session ~ Executive Session 


Peers and Brethren: 


In accordance with Art. 22(s) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, | am presenting my second Allocution enumerating all 
rulings made, permissions and dispensations granted, important official acts done during the year, and 
recommending the legislation | may deem necessary or expedient for the continued welfare of the Rite. 


EXECUTIVE ANNUAL SESSION 


Our Statutes and Regulations provide, as a result of amendments made in 2017 on a trial basis, that Full 
Annual Sessions are to be held in even numbered years and Executive Annual Sessions are to be held in 
odd numbered years. Hence, a Full Annual Session was scheduled to be held in Hamilton at this time. As 
we all are well aware, due to the COVID-19 pandemic now gripping our country and most parts of the 
world, holding a Full Annual Session at this time is not permitted under laws currently in place nor would 
doing so be safe or practical. Consequently, and with no reasonable alternative, our Full Annual Session 
has been cancelled and, instead, we are conducting our essential business through this Executive Annual 
Session being held via teleconference as authorized by Art. 5(c). 


Had our Full Annual Session been possible, it would have been the eighteenth time for our Session to 
have met in the City of Hamilton. Hamilton has a tremendous history for our Scottish Rite. On July 10, 
1868, a group of distinguished masons assembled in the Hall of St. George’s Lodge in London, Ontario. 
The purpose of this meeting was to establish the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Canada. A petition 
had been presented to the Supreme Council of England and, in conformity with that request, a warrant 
was issued to establish a Consistory at Hamilton. Dispensation was granted to Col. W.J.B. McLeod Moore 
to open a Consistory, known as Moore Sovereign Consistory, and further to grant warrants to hold 
Sovereign Rose Croix Chapters. Thirty minutes after dedicating this new Consistory, the Hamilton Chapter 
of Rose Croix was opened. 


July 10, 1868 most certainly was a day of great significance both for Scottish Rite and for the City of 
Hamilton! Subsequently, in November 1873, Murton Lodge of Perfection became a separate and 
independent body resulting in all three Scottish Rite bodies being well established and operating in 
Hamilton. 


Ever since 1868, Hamilton has played a key role in our Scottish Rite and, but for the massive and world- 
wide disruption resulting from the COVID-19 pandemic, | know that the Full Annual Session scheduled for 
September, 2020 would have been a resounding success. Any of us who have been involved in planning 
a Full Annual Session know of the effort, personnel, time, and dedication required for a successful Session. 
Planning for the Hamilton Session had been ongoing for several years with many brethren and spouses 
actively working together. Under the co-chairmanships of Illustrious Brothers Steven Warren, 33°, and 
Louis Domjan, 33°, many hands worked together, and this Full Annual Session was destined to be most 
enjoyable. To have all these efforts evaporate so near in time to the actual event is most disappointing 
and | know that we all join in thanking all of those involved in the planning and organizing for what would 
have been a very memorable and enjoyable Full Annual Session. 


The disruption of an Annual Session is not without precedent. In the spring of 1918, the first wave of a 
previously unknown form of influenza struck much of the world, including Canada. This became known as 
the Spanish Flu pandemic and it was devastating. Later, in the fall of 1918, a mutation of the virus resulted 
in a very virulent and deadly form of the disease which ultimately claimed about 55,000 lives in Canada. 


In that year, our Supreme Council Session had been scheduled to take place in Saint John, New 
Brunswick. As with our planned Session this year, that Session could not take place in Saint John. In his 
Allocution of 1918, Sovereign Grand Commander Benjamin Allen, 33°, reported, “Owing to the medical 
health regulations in nearly every city in Canada, caused by the epidemic of influenza, | was compelled to

call off the meeting in St. John”. That Session later was held in Toronto at which time, while Scottish Rite 
rejoiced over the end of World War |, we can’t help feeling the losses brought upon our country then as a 
result of that pandemic, just as we mourn the losses of those today resulting from this pandemic.

This year, as in years past, we pause to remember, with thanks, those fine brethren and friends who have 
left us to join with the Great Architect of the Universe. We all take comfort in remembering the fine times 
we shared with them and fondly remember our times together and the worthy services they provided to 
our fraternity, our communities and to this Supreme Council. 


Together we mourn their passing and | bring to your attention several brethren and friends who have 
rendered long and exemplary service to our Supreme Council.

Illustrious Brother Allard Boudewijn Loopstra, 33° 

(1946 — 2020), Valley of Hamilton 

Ill. Brother Loopstra was born in Den Haag, The Netherlands in 1946. In 1951 the Loopstra family 
emigrated to Canada and settled in Hamilton. Educated in Hamilton, Ill. Brother Loopstra graduated from 
Mohawk College with an Honours Diploma in Business Administration. Following his graduation, he 
successfully held senior management positions with several large corporations in the paper, steel, and 
waste management industries. 


In 1970 he married Margaret Cox, who was the daughter of Ill. Brother Howard Cox, 33°, a very active 
mason and a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General for many years. Together, Ill. Bro. Loopstra and Margie 
raised two daughters who blessed them with four grandchildren. 


Initiated into Temple Lodge, No. 324 on March 8, 1977 he served as Worshipful Master in 1987 and was 
Grand Director of Ceremonies for the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario in 1992. A 
member of Murton Lodge of Perfection since May 2, 1978 and then Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose 
Croix and Moore Sovereign Consistory, he was Commander-in-Chief of that Consistory in 1996 and 1997. 
After being coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General at Saskatoon in 1992, he was crowned a Sovereign 
Grand Inspector-General at the Annual Session in Winnipeg on September 16, 2000. In 2002 he was 
elected Grand Chancellor of Supreme Council and held that office until his passing. 


Very active in the Royal Order of Scotland, he held the office of Senior Grand Warden for several years up 
to the time of his death. As well, he was President of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation twice. 


We all remember the extraordinary way Ill. Brother Loopstra delivered the final charge of the Thirty-Third 
Degree since 2002-always done to perfection and a most moving and significant conclusion to that 
beautiful degree. 


Illustrious Brother John Earl Esworthy Winch, 33° 

(1921 — 2020) Valley of Guelph 

Ill. Brother John Earl Esworthy Winch, 33°, passed away peacefully on March 31, 2020 at the age of 99 
years. Born in Paris, Ontario he was predeceased by his wife of fifty-two years, Earla (Steep) but is 
survived by three daughters and numerous grandchildren, step-grandchildren and great grandchildren. 


After returning home from active service overseas as a Flying Officer in the Royal Canadian Air Force from 
1941 to 1945, he obtained his Bachelor of Scientific Agriculture degree from Ontario Agricultural College 
in Guelph, Ontario followed with a Master’s degree and then a PhD in Agronomy from Cornell University. 
In 1958 he joined the faculty of the University of Guelph and served important roles at that university and 
in his community until his retirement in 1986. 


Initiated into Freemasonry on December 6, 1948 in Waverly Lodge in Guelph he advanced and served as 

Worshipful Master of that lodge in 1979-1980. He joined Royal City Lodge of Perfection in Guelph in 1951 

and thereafter the Guelph Chapter of Rose Croix and Moore Sovereign Consistory. Coroneted an 
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Honorary Inspector-General, 33°, at Edmonton in 1984 he was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector- 
General in 1992 and served as an Active Member from 1992 to 1996. 


A strong mason, a respected educator, and a supportive member of his community, he will be missed. 


Illustrious Brother Donald R. Thornton, 33° 

(1935 — 2020), Valley of Kingston 

Ill. Brother Donald Roy Thornton passed away on Monday, August 3, 2020 at the age of 85 years. Don 
leaves his wife of 51 years, Edith, two daughters, Nancy and Catherine, and grandchildren Katherine, Ryan 
and Erin. 


Don was born and grew up in Vineland Station and St. Catharines, Ontario. He attended Hamilton 
Teachers College and the Faculty of Education, University of Toronto, to become a teacher of 
Technological Studies specializing in Mechanical Drafting. He retired in 1991 after 34 years of service in 
secondary schools with the Frontenac County Board of Education. 


Don began his Masonic career in Cataraqui Lodge, No. 92 in Kingston in 1958 and served as District 
Deputy Grand Master of Frontenac District in 1985-86. Don was appointed to the Board of General 
Purpose of Grand Lodge in 1989 and appointed as a member of the Masonic Foundation of Ontario in 
1995. 


Don joined the Kingston Lodge of Perfection in 1972, the Rose of Sharon Chapter of Rose Croix in 1973 
and Moore Sovereign Consistory in 1974. He served as Thrice Puissant Grand Master of the Kingston 
Lodge of Perfection in 1981. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General, 33°, in 1992 and served 
as General Chairman of the Kingston Host Committee for the 121%t Session of Supreme Council in 1995. 
He was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in September 1996. Don served as Deputy for 
Ontario from 2003 to 2010. 


Don was a very active and dedicated member of the Scottish Rite whose leadership had a profound effect 
on the welfare of the Valley of Kingston and on so many individual members who found him to be a mentor, 
advisor and supporter. He will be greatly missed and fondly remembered by his Brethren.

Illustrious Brother James Hugh Hutchinson, 33°, HIG 

(1930 — 2019) Valley of Peterborough 

Ill. Bro. James Hugh Hutchinson was born on June 7", 1930. After graduating from Ryerson Poly Technical 
Institute as an engineering technologist, he was hired by General Electric Canada Ltd, where he worked 
for 39 years, retiring in 1991. It was in that time when he met his future wife, Marlene Stewart. They were 
married on September 215', 1957. 


Ill. Bro. Hutchinson's Masonic career is extensive and distinguished, beginning with his initiation in Royal 
Arthur Lodge, No. 523, Peterborough, on April 3'¢, 1961. He served as Worshipful Master in 1973 and 
Secretary from 1978 to 1984.

Hutchinson served as chairman of the Property and Setup committee for 40 years, all the while, 
participating in several degrees. Ill. Bro. Hutchinson received the John Ross Matheson Award in 2015.

| also was pleased to appoint Illustrious Brother John E. Harrison, 33°, Grand Standard Bearer, as the 
Deputy’s Assistant to Illustrious Brother Robert D. Brethour, 33°, one of our Deputies for Ontario. 


As a result of the passing of Illustrious Brother Allard B. Loopstra, 33°, the office of Grand Chancellor 
became vacant. Pursuant to Art. 21(d) of our Statutes and Regulations, | appointed Illustrious Brother 
Brian W. Gilkinson, 33°, as Grand Chancellor to hold office until our next Supreme Council Session.

Illustrious Brother Brian G. Bradshaw, 33°, Grand Secretary-General in the Supreme Council for Ireland 
on recommendation of Illustrious Brother S. Gordon Leathem, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander for 
Ireland. 


DISPENSATIONS and RULINGS 


Art. 7(6) of our Statutes and Regulations provides that the right of nomination of a new Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General lies with the Deputy. As well, the Sovereign Grand Commander holds this right of 
nomination. The Article also mandates that, prior to a Deputy making such nomination, he must consult 
with the other Active members in the Province. At our Executive Annual Session last September, a 
nomination for Sovereign Grand Inspector-General from the Valley of Montreal was put forward and 
favourably voted on. Subsequently, it came to my attention that there had been no prior consultation with 
the other Active Member in that Province. This failure to follow the procedure as mandated by our Statutes 
resulted in my Ruling that the election of that member was flawed and void. Accordingly, the Crowning of 
that brother could not proceed. 


This incident was most unfortunate and disturbing. The provisions in our Statutes must be followed. As 
demonstrated by this case, failure to do so inevitably results in embarrassment, disappointment, and 
disruption. To ensure that a similar occurrence does not happen in the future, the Form used to nominate 
a new Active Member has been modified so as specifically to acknowledge that the required consultation 
has taken place. 


To all Scottish Rite masons, especially those in leadership positions, please review and make yourselves 
familiar with our Statutes and Regulations. Adherence is mandatory and unauthorized deviations cannot 
be tolerated. 


On Friday, March 13, 2020, | ruled that no Scottish Rite activities, meetings, or events (other than by 
teleconference) were to take place until further notice. This Ruling came as a direct result of the COVID- 
19 pandemic and its spread throughout Canada and the world. Obviously, this was not an easy decision 
at the time; however, today as we see the virus still causing destruction throughout our jurisdiction and as 
we listen to our public health authorities, there can be no doubt that we must persevere in our caution and 
care until it is safe to ease our way back to our treasured “in person” get togethers. 


Because of the suspension of activities, some Valleys were not able to hold Elections and Installations on 
dates as specified in their By-laws. To alleviate this difficulty, | made a Ruling that no dispensation is 
required if the Officers wish to continue in their current Offices until the next date as specified for Election 
and Installation (thereby ensuring that incoming Officers would enjoy a full term of office). If, however, a 
Valley desires to hold a separate “make-up” Election and Installation sooner than what would otherwise be 
the date specified in its By-laws then a dispensation from the Deputy for the rescheduled Election and/or 
Installation is required pursuant to Art. 26(a)(11).

Once again, we focussed on the four initiatives established several years ago: Leadership, 
Communication, Education and Enlightenment, and Membership. As reported last year, two of these now 
have evolved into permanent committees each of which now forms an integral part of our Supreme Council 
structure. 


A separate report on each of these initiatives is included in these Proceedings and | commend each of 
them to you. These are very important initiatives and | thank everyone who has been involved in them, 
particularly the Chairmen, Illustrious Brother David Bennett, 33°, for chairing both Communications and 
Leadership, Illustrious Brother Terry McLean, 33°, for chairing Membership, and Illustrious Brother Robert 
Brethour, 33°, who chaired Education and Enlightenment, a committee which is now chaired by Illustrious 
Brother Stephen Godfrey, 33°. 
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LIBRARY 


Illustrious Brother Evan Woodhead, 33°, who is chairman of our Library Committee, has continued with his 
exceptional work with our library. The physical library is located within the Scottish Rite building in Hamilton 
and as reported previously, Illustrious Brother Woodhead has managed the organization of our extensive 
materials and stands ready and willing to assist any brother who desires access. 


Over and above our physical library, in recognition of the fact that for many of our brethren physical access 
to our library is not feasible, Illustrious Brother Woodhead has continued with the production of numerous 
videos relating to many diverse topics of masonic interest. These are accessible through our website and 
| commend all of them to you. Illustrious Brother Woodhead has advanced our scholarly resources to a 
new and higher level and | thank him very much for his hard work, dedication, and perseverance. 


DEPUTIES TELECONFERENCES 


Scottish Rite in Canada is blessed with eleven hard working Deputies. They bring to our Supreme Council 
knowledge, experience, and local knowledge which is invaluable to our national organization. This year 
we held Deputies’ Teleconference Meetings on January 17‘ and April 9". Although it is much more 
personal to have these meetings in person, the cost of doing so necessitates a more economical 
teleconference. Nevertheless, this provided a valuable opportunity for the exchange of views and 
information and discussion of issues relevant to the exercise of these important duties. 


AD HOC COMMITTEES 


Special Awards 

This ad hoc committee was formed to review and consider the various awards and means of recognition 
that have developed from province to province. We all recognize the importance, at the national level, of 
the John Ross Matheson Award, but some provinces, over the years, have instituted separate forms of 
recognition. 


The report from this committee was submitted to our Executive Annual Session last year and then was 
further reviewed and considered at Advisory Council. The decision was made that the current system now 
in place would not be altered. Individual awards in the Province of British Columbia and the Valley of 
Winnipeg will remain as described in the 2019 ad hoc committee report. Nationally, the John Ross 
Matheson Award will continue to be presented annually to those heroes of our fraternity in recognition of 
their service to Masonry, their community, church, military, and mankind. 


Valley of Montreal 

The work of this committee was undertaken by Illustrious Brother Allard Loopstra, 33°, but was delayed on 
account of his declining health. Notwithstanding Illustrious Brother Loopstra’s inability to continue with this 
matter, our Deputy for Quebec, Illustrious Brother Opkar Sandhu, 33°, has monitored the situation in this 
Valley and has kept me advised. Currently, it seems that the local Valley leadership is proceeding in a 
thoughtful and effective manner. We have advised him that, should assistance be required from Supreme 
Council, we will endeavour to provide it. 


Grand Secretary/Registrar Manual 

This matter has been completed. The draft Manual was prepared and submitted under the supervision of 
Illustrious Brother Owen Devereaux, 33°, and the final manual has been distributed. Itis a living document 
that will require updates from time to time. Once again, | extend my thanks to everyone involved in this 
important project. 


Central Database 
The work of this ad hoc committee is ongoing. Its purpose is to consider and evaluate the need for a 
central membership database accessible to each Valley throughout Canada. It was agreed that a central 
database must have; 

1. Privacy & Policy 

2. Accessibility by all Valleys 
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3. Database Control 
4. Up to date information on every member 


Next steps will be to review the systems used by the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction and the current 
Supreme Council of Canada system (CIVI-CRM) and its expansion capabilities. Work has been slowed 
due to COVID-19 and recommendations will follow. 


National Benevolence Programme 

This new ad hoc committee was established to consider the advisability of establishing a national 
benevolence programme for our Supreme Council. Each Valley has its own Almoner’s Fund. There is a 
wide discrepancy in the amounts held in such funds and the reality is that, should a significant need arise 
in a Valley for benevolence on a large scale, many Valleys would not be able to meet such a crisis. 
Supreme Council, likewise, has no means to address such a tragedy and so | requested Illustrious Brother 
David Bennett, 33°, to chair this ad hoc committee. Its report is included separately in these Proceedings 
and | commend it for your serious consideration. On behalf of all of us, | extend our thanks to Illustrious 
Brother Bennett and his committee for their fine work on this topic. 


Degrees in the 21°' Century 

Last year | reported that plans were underway to video the 8" degree. Soon after our Executive Annual 
Session last September, the filming took place in the Scottish Rite Cathedral in Hamilton using the 
Bracebridge cast from Barrie, Ontario. This included the drama portion of the degree without the 
Obligation, Signs or Secrets. The idea is that the video can be used in a Valley that otherwise would not 
be able to portray the 8'" degree and the Valley itself would deliver, in person, the Obligation, Signs and 
Secrets. After the final editing was completed, the video was provided to each Valley. We have received 
very positive feedback from this, and plans are underway to move forward with a further video of another 
degree, yet to be determined. 


RITUAL COMMITTEE 


This year has presented a significant challenge for our ritual. The COVID-19 pandemic has raised a 
consciousness relating to personal contact, social distancing, the wearing of face masks, shaking hands, 
sharing the elements, and so many other activities that we treasure and always have taken for granted. 
Now, many of these are cast into doubt. Accordingly, | requested our Ritual Committee to examine the 
ritual of our various degrees and make recommendations as to how we ought best to respect this new 
world of restrictions while still preserving our Ritual and degree work. This work is ongoing and will be 
reported on at the appropriate time. The report of this Committee’s other work during the past year is 
included in the Preliminary Reports, but | take this opportunity to express thanks on behalf of all of us for 
their hard work with this difficult task. 


FRATERNAL RELATIONS 


As indicated earlier in this Allocution, | was honoured to be the Principal Guest at the Supreme Council 
Session for Scotland in Edinburgh. This was a wonderful experience for me and, | hope, that in speaking 
with the brethren in Scotland, | was able to strengthen our ties with this important Supreme Council. 


| also was invited to and attended the Supreme Council Session for the Supreme Council for Germany in 
Berlin. | was thrilled to be made an Honorary Member of that Supreme Council and to have this opportunity 
to meet representatives from many different Supreme Councils worldwide. 


Unfortunately, due to the COVID-19 pandemic several planned, and very special fraternal visits could not 
take place. It was very disappointing that the 150‘ anniversary meeting of the Supreme Council for 
England was cancelled for this past July. Similarly, the World Conference for Supreme Councils which 
had been scheduled for April in Paraguay could not proceed but has been rescheduled for next summer. 
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SCOTTISH RITE CHARITABLE FOUNDATION 


To the President of our Foundation, Illustrious Brother Gareth Taylor, 33°, to all who serve as Directors, to 
all committee members and to all donors, we express our gratitude. This has been an especially 
challenging year for our Foundation and all of us appreciate your extra efforts to continue the good and 
valuable work of our Foundation. 


| express a special word of thanks to Illustrious Brother Matthew Todd, 33°, Executive Director for our 
Scottish Rite Learning Centres together with all the Centre Directors, tutors, volunteers and individual 
Board members. | suggest that, never before, have they faced such a difficult and complex year as they 
struggle with the implications of COVID-19, shutdowns and the related health and safety concerns. The 
commitment and dedication displayed by each of you has been outstanding and all of us are deeply grateful 
for all you have done and continue to do. 


SOVEREIGN GRAND INSPECTORS-GENERAL, 
HONORARY INSPECTORS-GENERAL, and OFFICERS 


This year was to have been a Full Annual Session. Our new Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, 
Honorary Inspectors-General, and Officers would have been crowned, coroneted, and installed in full 
ceremony and with great joy. Given our current restrictions, these happy events cannot take place as 
normal; however, as soon as circumstances permit, we will be planning to complete these duties on a 
regional basis. You will be informed of the arrangements as they become available and for now, | say 
congratulations to each of you. Your Supreme Council is proud of you and welcomes you into your new 
roles and responsibilities. 


CONCLUSION 


To steal and paraphrase the opening line from A Tale of Two Cities by Charles Dickens, “it has been the 
best of years and it has been the worst of years”. 


Prior to Friday the 13th of March, my year was full of wonderful visits with brethren, special events, and 
happy occasions. Without exception, my wife and | were welcomed, made to feel at home, and treated in 
a wonderful manner. Many more official visits were scheduled, and | was looking forward to the 
continuation of a very busy schedule. But then it all ground to a halt! As the COVID-19 pandemic 
deepened and it became necessary to suspend all our Scottish Rite activities, one cancellation followed 
another. | particularly regret the necessity of cancelling the several Official Visits that had been arranged.

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Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


| am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Independent Practitioner’s 
Review Engagement Report for the year ended May 31, 2020. Copies of these financial statements, 
which were approved following consultation with our accountants can be found on pages 83-96. The 
Financial Statements constitute both a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses during 
the year pursuant to ART. 28(c) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 


The unaudited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31, 2020, were 
reviewed and discussed in detail with our accountants Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered Professional 
Accountants. For the year ended May 31, 2020, your Supreme Council experienced an excess of 


expenses over revenues before unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $6,509 as 
compared to an excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $48,559 for fiscal 2019. 


The Statements of Operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be found on pages 83- 
96 present the results of operations for the year ended May 31, 2020 together with the comparative 
figures for the year ended May 31, 2019. 


The Budget found on pages 99-102 outline in detail the results of operations for the year ended May 31, 
2020 compared to the 2020 Budget approved at last year’s Executive Session of Supreme Council. 


General Comments 


As stated in many prior years’ reports, producing much needed investment income to fund Supreme 
Council operations is becoming more and more difficult with the prevailing low interest rates received on 
investments and the adverse effects to investment income as a result of the COVID-19 pandemic. 


Declining membership and its effect on the annual per-capita assessment to Supreme Council continues 
to be a concern to your Grand Treasurer-General. Dues [per capita assessments] continue to decline 
each year, however costs continue to increase each year and the per-capita increases have tended to 
offset the declining membership issue. 


As always, as your Grand Treasurer-General, | continue to be concerned with the financial health of the 
Valleys across Canada and | am cognizant of their financial concerns and problems. As such, we must 
be cognizant of the need to walk a fine line between the financial requirements to operate Supreme 
Council, our governing body and the ability to pay by the Valleys. 


The total revenue decreased from $209,422 in 2019 to $204,314 in 2020 due primarily to the fact that 
there were no Candidates’ Fees received as Supreme Council met in an Executive Session. 


Comparison of Expenses, i.e. Administrative, Activities, Officers and Committees and Annual Session 
cost have increased from $222,131 in 2019 to $269,871 in 2020. Administration costs reflect an increase 
of approximately $7,196, while Activities expenses decreased approximately $1,110, Officers and 
Committee costs including travel have increased significantly due to increased travel costs. Net Session 
costs were nominal given that there was only an Executive Session as opposed to a profit from the 
London Annual Session. 


As indicated in the Trustees’ Report found on pages 97-98, the two investment portfolios combined 
aggregated $1,323,480, a decrease from the previous year [$1,580,481] of $257,001. This is due 
primarily as a result of loss on investments due to COVID-19 and no Candidate Fee’s because of an 
Executive Session as opposed to a Full Annual Session in September 2019. 


The Investment income and realized [net] capital gains indicate a decrease for the year of $2,220 [2020 - 
$59,048 vs. 2019 $61,268]. 
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Financial Statements and Financial Instruments 


The Financial Statements and the Financial Instruments should be read in conjunction with the Notes to 
the Financial Statements, which accompany these statements to further explain and provide additional 
information. 


Investments 


Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and as indicated 
above, they continue to struggle despite recent improvements to the markets and the portfolios. | would 
continue to recommend the engagement of R.B.C. Dominion Securities to attend to our financial needs. 


The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31, 2020 consisting of cash on deposit 
and cash equivalents, investments at fair value together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid 
items, less liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance totalled $1,358,764 as compared to 
$1,606,330 as at May 31,2019. 


Our investment income aggregated $55,491 for the year ended May 31, 2020 as compared to $52,291 in 
the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments during the year amounted to $3,557 as 
compared to net realized gain on the sale of investments in the prior year of $8,977. Your Trustees and 
Investment Advisors continue to work within the amended [2012] guidelines of the Supreme Council 
Investment Policy, whereby the portfolios are generally managed within a maximum of 25% / 75% split of 
fixed income to equity investments. The details of the investment portfolios can be found in the financial 
statements and in the report of the Trustees. 


In accordance with ART.28 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer-General has 
submitted a draft Annual Budget for the ensuing fiscal year i.e. June 1, 2020 to May 31, 2021. This 
proposed budget has been submitted to the Chairman of Audit and Finance and his Committee for 
review and will be addressed in detail in due course and submitted for your approval. 


Actions During The Year 


In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined in the Statutes 
and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, Grand Secretary-General and 
Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication throughout the year with our representative at 
R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolios and their respective performances. 


Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating Officer have met 
on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the financial affairs of Supreme Council 
and other staffing and office matters. As indicated above, we have also met with our accountants, Grant 
Thornton, Chartered Professional Accountants to review their report and the year-end unaudited financial 
statements. A special thanks to our accountants Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, LLP for their 
overall assistance and interest during the year. 


Special Candidates Fund 


Once again, | am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a Candidates’ Capital 
Fund, [2005] this new fund, as outlined in the financial statements received the initial seed money of 
$15,000 together with the contributions from the candidates and investment income over the past few 
years. The investment portfolio for this fund at fair value now aggregates $179,645 plus cash equivalents 
of $841 for a total of $180,486 as at May 31, 2020. 


Again, it is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually Supreme Council 
would withdraw say eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by the fund to assist with the financial 
operations of Supreme Council. The capital would remain intact. Accordingly, each year the fund will 
increase by the fifteen [15%] of the investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions 
made by the fees paid by the new Honorary Inspectors-General and hopefully by capital appreciation on 
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the investments being held. This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable 
source of capital in the future. 


In Conclusion 


A number of cost saving measures were in fact implemented for fiscal 2019 and 2020 which positively 
effected the operations of Supreme Council, as reflected in the “bottom-line” of the financial statements. 
However, cost cutting measures can only do so much and go so far. Declining membership is by far our 
greatest concern, as well as the cost of hosting the Annual Session, which will be somewhat mitigated by 
having an Annual Session every other year or as determined. 


| would again laud the efforts of our Sovereign Grand Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander and 
our Deputies for introducing meaningful programs and management skills to not only improve the Rite, 
but provide assistance to the various Valleys across Canada. 


As indicated in the report of the Trustees, the COVID-19 pandemic, which began in mid-March in earnest 
adversely effected the market value of our investments, especially since it hit near to our fiscal year end, 
which was May 31, 2020. There appears to have been some modest improvements as of late, but there 
remains a long way to go to approximate where we were before the pandemic. Again, the real concern is 
the sustainability of the investment income to fund the day to day operations of Supreme Council, 
especially in these challenging times with COVID-19 and the effect on the business community. 


In closing, | would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme Council staff for 
their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council brethren who have 
conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme Council keep expenditures to budget. 
Your Grand Treasurer-General acknowledges the work and efforts of Ill. Bro. Steven Warren, 33°, Chief 
Operating Officer, and a very special thanks to Ms. Leslie Drake of the Office of the Grand Secretary- 
General. 


Thank you also to Ill. Bro. Robert Whitmore, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. David Bennett, 
33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander, and Ill. Bro. Terry McLean, 33°, Grand Secretary-General, for all 
their assistance rendered to the Grand Treasurer-General during the past year. 


Again, as mentioned in the report of the Trustees, this will be my final report as Grand Treasurer- 
General, since | will have reached Past Active status. | would like to again thank Supreme Council for the 
opportunity serve as your Grand Treasurer-General for the past eighteen years. It has been an honour 
and a privilege. Certainly, there were challenges over the years, but | look back with many fond 
memories of working with so many fine Scottish Rite Masons and staff members. Again, | wish our 
Supreme Council my Best Wishes and Every Success in the years ahead.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada (the “organization’”) is 
a not-for-profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish Rite Freemasonry across 
Canada. 

2. Summary of significant accounting policies 

The financial statements are the responsibility of and prepared by management in accordance with Canadian accounting 
standards for not-for-profit organizations. The preparation of financial statements necessarily involves the use of 
estimates based on management's judgment, particularly when transactions affecting the current accounting period 
cannot be finalized with certainty until future periods. 

The significant accounting policies used are as follows: 


Cash and cash equivalents 


Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and other institutions and term deposits with 
maturities of three months or less. 


Inventory 

Inventory is recorded at the lower of cost and net realizable value. Cost is determined using the specific item method. 
Financial instruments 

Initial measurement 

The organization’s financial instruments are measured at fair value when issued or acquired. For financial instruments 
subsequently measured at cost or amortized cost, fair value is adjusted by the amount of the related financing fees and 


transaction costs. Transaction costs and financing fees relating to financial instruments that are measured subsequently 
at fair value are recognized in operations in the year in which they are incurred.

Financial instruments (continued) 


Subsequent measurement 

At each reporting date, the organization measures its financial assets and liabilities at cost or amortized cost (less 
impairment in the case of financial assets), except for equities quoted in an active market, which must be measured at 
fair value. The organization has also irrevocably elected to measure its investments in bonds at fair value. All changes 
in fair value of the organization’s investments in equities quoted in an active market and in bonds are recorded in the 
statement of operations. The financial instruments measured at amortized cost are cash and cash equivalents, accounts 
receivable and accounts payables. 


For financial assets measured at cost or amortized cost, the organization regularly assesses whether there are any 
indications of impairment. If there is an indication of impairment, and the organization determines that there is a 
significant adverse change in the expected timing or amount of future cash flows from the financial asset, it recognizes 
an impairment loss in the statement of operations. Any reversals of previously recognized impairment losses are 
recognized in operations in the year the reversal occurs. 

Capital assets 


Capital asset purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortized on a straight-line basis over the assets' 
estimated useful lives. 


Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the deferral method of accounting for contributions. 

Restricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the Internally Restricted - Special Candidates Fund in the year in 
which the related expenses are incurred. Unrestricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the unrestricted fund 
when received or receivable if the amount to be received can be reasonably estimated and collection is reasonably 


assured. 


Dues and fees revenue is recognized as earned and collection is reasonably assured. Amounts received in advance 
are recorded as deferred revenue. 


Fundraising events revenue is recognized when the event takes place and collection is reasonably assured. 


Net investment income is recognized as it is earned in the statement of operations.

Use of estimates 

Management reviews the carrying amounts of items in the financial statements at each statement of financial position 
date to assess the need for revision or any possibility of impairment. Many items in the preparation of these financial 
statements require management's best estimate. Management determines these estimates based on assumptions that 


reflect the most probable set of economic conditions and planned courses of action. 


These estimates are reviewed periodically and adjustments are made to net income as appropriate in the year they 
become known. 


Items subject to significant management estimates include allowance for doubtful accounts. 


3. Cash and cash equivalents 


Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and brokerage firms.

In 2005, the organization approved the transfer of $ 15,000 from existing funds to form a ‘New Candidates Fund’. This 
fund will provide an annual renewable source of capital in the future. This fund currently holds investments with a fair 
value of $ 179,645 and cash of $ 841.

The organization has commitments for leases of equipment and rental of premises with expiry dates ranging to 2021.

The value of a financial instrument can be affected by changes in interest rates, foreign exchange rates, equity and 
commodity prices and credit spreads. 


Market risk 

Market risk is the potential for loss from changes in the value of financial instruments. 

The organization is exposed to market risk in the investment portfolio as well as through non-trading activities. Market 
risk in investment activities is managed by the senior management of the organization and every investment transaction 


is guided by policy and regulatory limitations.

Interest rate risk 


Interest rate risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate because of changes 
in market interest rates. The organization is exposed to interest rate risk with respect to investments in bonds. 


Liquidity risk 
Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization could encounter difficulty in meeting obligations associated with its financial 
liabilities. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a timely manner at a reasonable price. 


The organization is, therefore, exposed to liquidity risk with respect to its accounts payable. Management manages 
liquidity risk and monitors the cash and funding needs on a daily basis. 


9. Related party transactions 

During the year, the organization paid and charged back costs for The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. These 
transactions are in the normal course of business and measured at the exchange amount, which are the actual amounts 
paid. The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is a not-for-profit organization whose board of directors are members of 
the organization.

10. Impacts of COVID-19 and subsequent events 


Since December 31, 2019, the outbreak of COVID-19 and related global responses have caused material disruptions 
to businesses around the world, leading to an economic slowdown. Global equity markets have experienced significant 
volatility and weakness. Governments and central banks have responded with monetary and fiscal interventions to 
stabilize economic conditions. As at June 30, 2020, the latest date available, the fair value of the organization’s 
investments had not declined. In addition, the organization’s management does not anticipate any significant increases 
or decreases in the revenues and expenses as a result of the pandemic. 


While governments and central banks have reacted with monetary and fiscal interventions designed to stabilize 


economic conditions, the duration and extent of the impact of the COVID-19 outbreak, as well as the effectiveness of 
government and central bank responses, remains unclear at this time.

The organization has not identified any events related to the COVID-19 pandemic which occurred during the 
organization’s fiscal period or were determined to be subsequent events, and therefore there has been no impact on 
the financial position and results of operations as of and for the year ended May 31, 2020. It is not possible to reliably 
estimate the duration and severity of the consequences of COVID-19, as well as the impact on the financial position 
and results of the organization for future periods.

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be found in ART. 35 
of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 


Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 


Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2020, the net assets under its charge totalled 
$1,358,764 compared to $1,606,330 as at May 31, 2019.The decrease in the net assets in the amount of 
$247,566 is represented by an operating excess of expenses over revenue of $6,509 plus a year end 
adjustment for unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $241,057 for a net excess of expenses 
over revenue in the amount of $247,566. 


During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme Council realized 
a net capital gain of $3,557 compared to a net capital gain of $8,977 in 2019 together with investment 
income of $55,491 [2019 — $ 52,291]. The total of investment income and net capital gains in the amount 
of $59,048 [2019- $ 61,268] was $9,048 over the budgeted amount of $50,000. 


The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $1,319,373 at market value as at May 31, 2020. 
Note, additional cash is included in the cash and cash equivalents, which represents residual cash in the 
broker’s accounts of the General Investments and the Special Candidates’ Fund in the amounts of 
$3,266 and $841 respectively for a total of $4,107. Thus bringing the total investment portfolios to 
$1,323,480 as at May 31, 2020 as compared to $1,580,481 as at May 31, 2019. The cash on hand as at 
May 31, 2020 was the result of cash accumulated from investment income received and maturities at or 
near the year end, which had not been deployed at May 31, 2020.

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities continue to work within the 
guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we manage the portfolios generally within 
a maximum 25% / 75% split of fixed income to equity securities. Information provided by R.B.C. 
Dominion Securities indicates that for fiscal 2020, the General Investment Portfolio experienced an 


97 


annual overall decline rate of -10.7% and the Special Candidates’ Fund experienced an annual overall 
decline rate of -18.94%. 


We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements of ART. 35 (b) of 
the Statutes and Regulations and income from there is paid to the Supreme Council on request except 
for investment income earned on the Special Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such 
time as the fund balance and the investment income from there become more meaningful. 


In some years, it is unnecessary to transfer any funds to Supreme Council, however during fiscal 2020, 
cash requirements were such that it necessitated the transfer of $75,000 from the General Investment 
Portfolio to the Supreme Council bank account to cover operating costs. 


General Comments 


With the onset of COVID-19 in early March of this year, we have experienced wide spread swings in the 
market volatility on an almost daily basis. The market decline has not only adversely effected the market 
value of our investment portfolios, but brings into question the sustainability of our much needed 
investment income to fund the day to day operations of our Supreme Council. Since the worst of the 
decline appears to be over, our portfolios are very slowly and gradually gaining in value. 


Nevertheless, the Supreme Council investment portfolios appear to continue to provide well needed 
investment income to fund operations. The cost cutting measures undertaken over the past few years 
are beginning to have a positive effect on our overall operations and it is expected that this trend will 
continue into the future, despite declining membership. 


Once again, we continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and their 
representatives. In particular, we would like to express our thanks to Mr. Richard te Boekhorst of R.B.C. 
Dominion Securities for his assistance, interest and availability throughout the year. Accordingly, we 
would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm to provide for our investment needs. 


As this is my last report on behalf of the Trustees after eighteen years as a Trustee and having reached 
Past Active status, | would like to thank the Sovereign Grand Commander Ill. Bro. Robert S. Whitmore, 
33°, and all the past Sovereign Grand Commanders that | have worked with over these many years, 
specifically Ill. Bros. Orlan J. Weber, Robert C. Townshend, Matthew F. Todd, Richard A. H. Brown and 
Terry A. McLean. | would also be re-miss if | did not also thank the Grand Secretary-General Ill. Bro. 

Bros. H. Edward 
Standish, Donald N. Campbell, Brian W. Gilkinson, and Robert D. Brethour for their assistance and 
support.

THE BUDGET FOR FISCAL 2021 GIVES EFFECT TO THE FOLLOWING: 


Revenue and expenses are estimated based on the prior year and adjusted for known increases or 
decreases and allowing for inflationary increases. 


Budgetary requests by individuals have been included where applicable and amounts known. 


The Administration Expenses are the actual expenses incurred by Supreme Council and where applicable 
are net of costs recovered from shared expenses with the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 


Dues are based on an estimated Annual Membership decline of approximately 4% at a per-capita 
assessment of $6.00 [$5.50-2019] 


The Candidates' joining fee for the new Honorary Inspectors-General will remain unchanged at $200 or 
until subsequently increased and will be included in income in the year when the degree is conferred. 
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Investments 
The investments will remain unchanged and invested according to the investment plan adopted for 
Supreme Council or until subsequently altered. 


Expenses 
Fixed Expenses 


Fixed expenses, i.e. salaries, rent and ongoing administrative expenses basically are fixed with little or no 
options to reduce. 


Professional Fees 
For fiscal 2018 and subsequent years, Supreme Council has engaged our accountants to perform a 
Review Engagement as opposed to an Audit with a view to reduce costs. 


Advisory Council 
For the foreseeable future all future Advisory Council meetings will be held by teleconference rather than 
meeting in Hamilton. 


Library 
The Scottish Rite Library previously housed at the Grand Lodge building has been moved to the Scottish 
Rite offices (3'¢ Floor), which will result in cost savings. 


Travel 
Travel by Members of Supreme Council and those who attend other jurisdictions will be carefully monitored 
and curtailed where possible, again, to make every effort to control costs. 


Supreme Council Sessions 
Costs of Supreme Council Sessions, which traditionally is the most difficult cost to manage will be more 
stringently monitored and no doubt registration fees will need to increase accordingly, to meet rising costs. 


Travel Allowance 

Traditionally, Active and Past Active Members receive a "travel allowance" to attend the Annual Session, 
which is in two parts, to defray travel costs and to defray hotel. By the 2020 Annual Sessions all allowances 
will have been phased out. 


In Conclusion 

Brethren, as | have stated in the past, declining membership is the overall issue to not only Supreme 
Council, our Valleys, but all Masonic bodies and again, as Grand Treasurer-General and the Audit and 
Finance Committee, we are equally concerned about the financial health and wellbeing of our Valleys. 


As indicated in the report of the Trustees, the major concern with respect to the financial affairs of Supreme 
Council is the sustainability of our investment income given the COVID-19 pandemic. Depending on the 
duration of this pandemic, investment income could be materially adversely effected. 


Also, the budgeting process has been difficult to say the least, given the uncertainly of the duration of the 
pandemic, in particular as it relates to travel costs.

Report of the Standing Committee On 
AUDIT AND FINANCE 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 


Budget 2020 — 2021 

The Grand Treasurer General has presented the budget to the committee for the ensuing year. We find 
this budget to be reasonable under normal circumstances; however, we are concerned that the Covid 
situation presents many uncertainties and a review or revision of the budget as presented may become 
necessary. Based on current circumstances, the committee recommends the adoption of the budget as 
presented. 


Financial Statements of Constituent Bodies 
We can report that we have received reports from 38 of the 45 Valleys in our jurisdiction. 


Of the 7 Valleys that have not reported, 2 have stated that they are still working on their financials and 5 
have been unresponsive so far. We are aware that some Valleys struggle with the Annual Returns when 
a transition takes place with the positions of Secretary and Treasurer; and the disruption of life with the 
Covid crisis may account for some Valleys failing to report. 


The breakdown of the health of the Valleys as declared in their reports are as follows: 
e 23 or 61% declare their status as stable; however, this generally refers to the financial health of 
the Valley as opposed to actual membership numbers. 
e 11 or 28% of our Valleys state that they are declining, but able to recover. 
e 4 Valleys declare themselves at risk — one of these Valleys is in good shape financially, but 
membership numbers are an issue. 


We know that many Valleys that have embraced the Supreme Council initiatives regarding recruitment, 
retention and education; however just as we were experiencing some progress with these programs our 
Lodges were forced to cease operations due to the pandemic. Generally, if you go back and read the 
Audit & Finance report from last year, or the previous several years for that matter, you will find that the 
issues remain the same. This year however, we have been blind-sided by a series of challenges 
unprecedented in our times. We can plan for future events; but we must be concerned about when we 
will be actively operating again and what type of return of Members we will experience when we are able 
to resume our labours. As expenses continue at their current pace, we must be aware that it will become 
necessary to consider other sources of revenue for Scottish Rite Freemasonry to continue to operate 
effectively in the future; which will no doubt be a topic of conversation in the upcoming year. 


Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman, | would like to express my gratitude to our Sovereign Grand Commander, Ill. 
Bro. Robert Whitmore 33°; the Grand Secretary General, Ill. Bro. Terry McLean 33°; the Grand Treasurer 
General, Ill. Bro. Thomas Lewis 33°; Chief Operating Officer, Steven Warren 33°, and Leslie Drake at our 
Supreme Council office for their assistance and guidance to the Audit & Finance Committee. 


In the fall of last year, after a brief retirement, | returned to the Financial Services Industry completely 
unaware that | would become deluged in the Covid crisis with volumes of mortgage counselling and 
payment deferrals that left me unable to pursue outside interests. It is a testament to the dedication of 
the Members of our Audit & Finance Committee that they carried on and continued their duties without 
input or direction from the Chair of the Committee, and for this | am extremely grateful for their 
commitment and service. 
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It is impossible to predict with any certainty what the next year will bring; however, | have no doubt that 
we will need to be flexible and creative in addressing the numerous challenges that lie ahead. We look 
forward to continue to serve Supreme Council and address the challenges that lie ahead.

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Report of the Deputy for 
ALBERTA & NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 
(Loren W. Kline) 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 
The following is a report on the state of the Rite in Alberta and NWT. 


Communication 

All 5 Valleys in the Province of Alberta use a combination of standard printed and electronic summons to 
inform members of meetings and special events. E-summons are becoming more prevalent as more 
members are becoming computer friendly. In addition the Valley of Calgary uses an electronic RSVP 
system to assist in reminding members of meetings and events. 


Leadership 

The Valleys of Calgary, Edmonton, and Lethbridge have functioning Executive Committees. The 2 
smaller Valleys, Central Alberta and Medicine Hat, do not need such committees; however, the members 
discuss the state of their Valleys on a regular basis. The only Past Active in the province able to assist 
their Valley is in Calgary (Past Deputy Stan Clayton 330) who is in poor health, but is still very concerned 
about the Rite. PSGC Ill. Bro. Orlan Weber, 33°, lives in Fernie, British Columbia. All 5 Valleys are 
actively involved in succession planning, have HIG nominating committees and have a program of 
degrees. Officers in Edmonton serve 2-year terms; all of the others serve 1-year terms. Central Alberta is 
“recycling” some officers due to low membership. It should be noted that the Valley of Edmonton again 
assisted the Valley of Central Alberta with the ceremony of installation of officers. Ill. Bro. Al Long, 33°, 
the Active Member for Alberta and the NWT is doing a great job. He has been a great help to the Deputy. 


Membership 

Since Supreme Council receives membership statistics, provided by each Valley on an annual basis, it 
can be simply stated that the membership in each Valley is declining. This is due mostly to deaths and to 
a lesser extent demits. Central Valley continues to have a resurgence in membership with many new 
members. Declining membership in Medicine Hat and Lethbridge is reaching a very critical point. While 
the Valleys of Calgary and Edmonton assist as much as possible, recruitment of new members must be 
encouraged. 


Fellowship 

In Edmonton, the Deputy and Gloria attended the social functions closing the 32° reunion consisting of 
dinner with the music night. The Deputy and Gloria attended Central Alberta’s “Free BBQ” in June. The 
Deputy attend the Valley of Calgary’s 14° and 32° dinners. Most of the Valleys have a Christmas social. 
Calgary also has a Palm Sunday Tea. The Deputy attends any social functions following Reunions in the 


Valleys when making his official visit. 


Unique 

Edmonton continues to annually sponsor scholarships to young musicians at the Alberta College 
Conservatory of Music. A total of $5000 is given annually for the scholarships. Edmonton has a well- 
developed system of charitable donations to a number of worthy groups. Calgary, Lethbridge, and 
Medicine Hat work together, and members of Lethbridge and Medicine Hat are often officers in bodies 
located only in Calgary or Lethbridge. 


Supporting Craft Lodges 


The Deputy knows of no on-going activities that fall under this category; however, the Deputy has made 
it known that he will, at the invitation from the Worshipful Master of any Lodge, speak about the A&ASR. 
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Financial Health 

Supreme Council receives annual financial forms from the Valleys. The smaller Valleys may be bordering 
on long term financial problems; however, with declining membership, all Valleys could face difficulties in 
the future. 


Overall General Statements 

Edmonton and Calgary, while having declining memberships, are strong and active. Edmonton still 
confers the majority of the degrees in its Reunions. Lethbridge, Central Alberta, and Medicine Hat are 
having membership problems; however, the members are sincere and dedicated. 


The Deputy represented the Rite at the annual Edmonton Preceptory No. 46 Christmas Observance and 
The Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 


Submissions from the Valleys 
General: With the COVID-19 pandemic and the closing down of much of the economy, there is the 


potential for a decline in members joining the Craft and thus a decrease in potential new members 
paying initiation fees to join our Bodies. 


Valley of Medicine Hat: The Valley is struggling for new members, but are still putting on Degrees for 
the education of attending members. 


Valley of Lethbridge: In the past year the Lethbridge Valley has initiated one candidate putting on the 
4th 5" and 7" degrees during the course of the year. However, due to work scheduling issues with our 
candidate we attended the Calgary Valley for the 13'" and 14" degrees. 


We are currently working on a master masons night/open house concept to encourage more candidates 
for Freemasonry and ultimately for Scottish Rite. We recognize the number of Freemasons in general 
and Scottish Rite in particular masons have been dropping over the last number of years and that this is 
becoming a critical situation for a small Valley such as ours. We are endeavouring to do what we can 
improve the chances of the survival of the Valley. 


We are also continuing to focus on improving our member’s knowledge of Scottish Rite Freemasonry 
though education, fellowship and participation. We have been using our meetings to examine and 
discuss of the purpose, history, degree structure of Scottish Rite Freemasonry and to communicate that 
message to the craft lodges from which we might potentially draw members. We have used the power 
point presentation “Welcome to Freemasonry” from the Supreme Council website as well as appropriate 
material other sites now that we have Wi-Fi available at the meeting location. Submitted by Ill. Bro. J. B.

Valley of Calgary: Following up from our centennial, Calgary Valley has had its ups and downs. Many of 
our traditions have been repeated with success such as our Annual Labour Day Barbeque as well as the 
annual reunions of all three bodies after the portrayal of degrees. New traditions are being started such 
as the 2™ annual Christmas Concert where the Valley hooks up with a 70 plus member youth coral group 
for a dress rehearsal. This event helps to raise money for the Calgary Learning Centre. 


The Valley is currently reworking its website which has fallen in to a state of disrepair due to poor access 
to the domain. A committee has been formed to review and clean up the By-laws since changes need to 
be made. 


The membership over the last several years has been reduced. Our new members now exceed our 
deaths but it is our suspensions that decline our numbers. Committees have been formed to contact 
delinquent members and this has met with some success. One can speculate that the economic woes 
(pre-COVID-19) of the Southern Alberta have led to this. Compounding this is the City taxes on the 
property which have multiplied in the last few years from $60,000.00 to over $160,000.00 and no end in 
sight. The sale of Freemasons Hall in Calgary, our most notable hall, appears eminent. 
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Our Valley is persevering and progression of officers and leadership seminars appear to have had some 
success. We feel that the stabilizing the lines will ultimately strengthen our Valley and lead to a return of 
some of our numbers.

Valley of Central Alberta: Initiated 3 new members in February 2019. As asmall Valley this is a 
significant number of new members. The Valley have initiated Education on all nights there is not a 
Degree or other special nights such as Installation. The Valley has started having supper and Festive 
Board before our meetings to allow the members to get home earlier and to encourage more members to 
attend our meetings. This helps the young members get to the meeting as they do not have to get home 
after work, get supper and be at the meeting by 7:30. The Valley has received our Casino money. This 
has taken some of the financial burden off as the Valley can pay our rent, per Capita, and received 
approval for “Costumes” so should be able to replace, repair, and clean as needed. We did not have the 
money to spend on costumes before. The Valley continues to confer the 21° in Edmonton (has been for 
56 years) and have offered to confer it for SouthAlta Consistory. We want to strengthen the ties between 
the 3 Valleys. 


Have recruited the younger members into the Degree Casts, and Officers positions, as much as we can 
to include and engage them. Submitted by Ill. Bro. T. Skelton, 33°, Grand Secretary. 


Valley of Edmonton: The meetings of the Valley were emphasizing education until the COVID-19 virus 
situation put an end to full meetings. The educational components were well received. A group of young 
new members updated the performance of the 17° with the use of technology. The Valley was hoping to 
showcase this exceptional work during the Sovereign Grand Commander’s visit which had to be 
postponed due to the COVID-19 virus situation. The same team has recently updated the floor work for 
the 31° as well. It is great to see what young enthusiastic members can do when given the opportunity. 
The changes to the 17° and 31 ° are very well received! No one is objecting to the changes using the 
hackneyed phrase, “because that’s how it’s always been done”!

Report of the Deputy for

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 


| am pleased to submit the report on Scottish Rite Freemasonry in British Columbia and Yukon Territory 
for the year 2019-2020. As requested, the reports are formatted under required subtitles. 


Preface 

The appearance of the pandemic COVID-19 has caused disruption to the meetings of Scottish Rite in 
British Columbia and Yukon as elsewhere, and more especially with classes of candidates that are 
partway through the conferral of obligatory degrees. Plans for procedures of the Valleys to complete 
conferrals are beginning to be discussed -- not all Valleys have commenced their plans as of the end of 
April 2020. Some Valleys have already connected with Principal Officers of Lodges and Chapters 
through electronic video conferencing, and are in discussions on possible solutions for future meetings 
and procedures. 
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Valley of Campbell River 
Strathcona Lodge of Perfection (54) 


Official Visit: 19""° November 2019 (5'" degree) 


Membership 

The membership number was not correctly shown on the last report from the Valley of Campbell River. It 
should have read 62. During this year the Valley has two candidates joining and one affiliation received. 
The loss of members over the year has been substantial, with five reported deaths, four demits and two 
suspensions. The suspensions were due to the brethren demitting from Craft Masonry. The Valley has 
therefore experienced a decline of membership not seen in recent years. One candidate started but had 
to break from the schedule after the 5'" degree this year, due to changes in his vocation. The Annual 
Fraternal Breakfast that was scheduled in September as a joint venture with other fraternal groups — a 
tradition of this Valley — did not take place due to an unforeseen circumstance. This event creates an 
opportunity for men to be invited to view the fellowship of the fraternity demonstrated. Plans have been 
put into place to ensure the breakfast does take place in September 2020 if possible, under current 
circumstances. Current Membership is composed of a wide spectrum of ages, the majority of which are 
of senior years. 


Communication 

Minutes are sent via email to the membership for approval, and the confirming at the meeting continues 
to be followed. All notices and information are sent through email, except one member without email, 
receiving all by Canada Post. A suggestion of a newsletter has been put aside for this year as the TPGM 
is a very hands-on brother and prefers to share ideas through personal emails, phone calls and in Lodge. 
Consideration to introduce Zoom/Duo or some similar programs as a medium for officers to meet is being 
considered. Consideration of using software for surveys remains a possibility. 


Leadership 
The Executive again focuses on leadership and validates strong expectations through the principal 


officers of the Valley. All communications use emails and phone calls to connect if meetings are not 
viable. Until March, the executive was meeting regularly. HIGs play an important role in the conferring of 
degrees and assist in the business of the Valley. As reported before, this Valley works with the Valley of 
Nanaimo in conferring degrees. Strathcona shares the conferring of the 14" degree. | was pleased to 
attend the joint Installation of the officer in February held in Nanaimo. The joint Installation has been a 
long tradition with both Valleys. It is a delight to watch both memberships share the work and participate 
in continued building of fellowship, and encouraging stronger leadership. 


Education 

The TPGM offers at regular intervals, often twice a month, some contemplations to the membership, 
shared through emails. The Valley is most fortunate to have an experienced PTPGM as their senior 
officer this year. The Scottish Rite also receives the work of Ill. Bro. Freeman - his work is prominent on 
the website of Scottish Rite. The pre/post explanations continue to be used and presented to the entire 
class following the meeting. Playbills are still used. The explanations of the Banners for each degree 
conferred, continue to be used and are being revised to reduce their length. The Class will receive a 
copy of the lecture of the degrees conferred, and communicated, after the meeting, and at the conferral 
of 14" degree, will receive a CD of the lectures and rituals of the degrees of Perfection. 


Being worked on 
Even though the membership is at fifty-four, lodge meetings are small in attendance. Some members are 


overworked with degree conferrals and memory work falls on a small number of brethren. A need to read 
work happens occasionally with the request to the brother who is to present, to read through the work 
several times before presenting in lodge. Some senior members are looking for younger brethren to take 
on more work and become more involved in the Lodge work in general. The roster of senior members 
continues to grow. More senior members have difficulty in travelling long distances. 


The general membership continues to be busy in other masonic bodies and is constantly balancing their 
workload. The suggestion of listing the work of the obligatory degrees, the number of speaking parts, and 
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identifying brethren able to present each part, and fill roles, building towards understudies. Planning for 
the upcoming year will include this suggestion. 


The warm fellowship this Valley always demonstrates, makes visitors want to return. New members find 
themselves wholly inclusive immediately in the fellowship. May that always be so. 


Valley of Nanaimo 
Colville Lodge of Perfection (92) 


Official Visit: 22°¢ January 2020 (Conferral 7" degree, communication 8" and 9'" degree) 


Membership 

The membership of Colville LOP is strong. As of 31S‘ December 2019 membership sat at 94. 3 demits 
were received. The direction for 2019 was to prepare a package of Scottish Rite information, including an 
application form to the Valley of Nanaimo, to be handed to all newly raised Master Masons in the Valley’s 
jurisdiction. The Board of General Purposes is assisting the Lodge in continuing to develop the handout. 
Applications received in August to early September are balloted upon at the September meeting with 
commencement through Perfection starting in October. This year the Valley has one candidate - 
membership now stands at 92. 


Communication 

All communications are sent out via email; without an email address, a monthly summons and copy of 
the former month’s minutes are posted to the brothers. Summons and minutes are prepared and sent to 
the members with the stated time. All communications from Supreme Council are also sent out. The 
newly created “The Chronicle” magazine is now into its second volume and is being well received by the 
membership. 


Leadership 
The new Advisory Committee being formed this past year meets every month prior to the regular 


meeting. It develops the succession plan of officers continuing to build a robust leadership team through 
the next 5 years. All Past TPGM’s and HIG’s continue to play an active role in the Valley. As a team, they 
meet with the TPGM-elect to discuss his plans for the year, supporting and assisting him to a successful 
term. The Valley made a major contribution to the Learning Centre in Vancouver. 


Education 

The Valley’s Grand Orator has over the past four years remained in the hands of a Past TPGM with great 
interest in Education. The education is therefore planned not only for the year but to future years as well. 
Education is presented at every meeting and where a degree is conferred, further enlightenment of the 
degree is given. When no degree is worked a more formal presentation of Education is given. The Grand 
Orator enjoys the position. With the position remaining with the same brother each year, Education is 
consistently being presented, and a more variety of topics are offered. 


The Valley shares some of the degree work with Strathcona Lodge of Perfection (Campbell River) 
through the year. The Annual Installation held in February is a joint installation of Officers of each Valley. 
The meeting held on a Saturday has always been concluded with a luncheon. A large attendance is 
always present. Over many years the continued building of rapport between the two Valleys has been 
clearly seen. Sharing of the work is as much an enjoyable part of the life of both Valleys. One particular 
presentation was about a Learning Centre being considered in North Vancouver Island. 


Being Worked on 
Membership continues to be an ongoing search for new members as the lodge is beginning to age out. 


Planning for the future has become a strong issue within the Valley. A long-term plan is developed — and 
is worked on at each Advisory Meeting. Financially the lodge is strong, the Treasurer and Secretary work 
hand in hand to ensure detailed reports are given to the members at each meeting. 


Degree work is a strong part of the work of the Valley ensuring the best is presented at all times. More 
members with experience take the role of directors of the degrees. 
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Addendum 

The Valley was looking forward to the Official Visit of our Sovereign Grand Commander, which was to 
have occurred in late March, the same time when all Scottish Rite meetings across the country were 
cancelled due to the COVD -19 virus pandemic. The Valley hopes that an Official Visit will be 
rescheduled once the pandemic is over.

Official Visit: 16° October 2019 


Membership 

The Valley has seen a decline in membership for various reasons over the past year. Both Perfection 
and Rose Croix have each received classes. The class of 2018 all became members of the Chapter, and 
all advanced to Consistory. The new class of 2019, completed Perfection degrees, and all again have 
advanced to the Chapter. The pandemic has stalled their progress further. The newer members of the 
Valley show a great interest in the work of Scottish Rite; there is more interest shown in the philosophy 
and lessons of the degrees. Newer members have shown a piqued interest of Scottish Rite, and when 
meeting with their Craft Lodges, have expressed their interest. Consequently further proposals for 
membership to Scottish Rite are coming forward. The Master Mason Evening had to be cancelled this 
year; one will be scheduled again in the future. Social events and after-lodge gatherings are regular part 
of a Scottish Rite meeting, giving a balance to the nights with lessons and refreshments. 


Communication 

All communications of meetings are with email. The Valley continues to discuss the concept of a 
newsletter and someone to look after the history of the Valley. The survey results of 2016 remain valid. 
The degrees conferred are the obligatory degrees with the balance communicated. The interest to confer 
a Perfection degree usually communicated still remains. With the recent larger classes, the future could 
see a new team of enthusiastic brethren confer another degree. The Brethren active with the lodge are 
loaded, sometimes overloaded with ritual; many could not take on more. The Valley has in the past, 
worked with the Vancouver Valley. The future bodes well for further degree development and sharing 
between the two Valleys. 


Leadership 

A strong group of Principal Officers has progressed. Succession plans are continuing to be made, as an 
occasional officer for various reasons would have to step aside from progressing. The membership steps 
forward immediately to support. The idea of two-year term has been discussed as a possible way to build 
stronger teams of officers and to give consistency to the work of the Valley. Executive meetings were 
being held before the official meeting of the Valley. Due in part to busy schedules of officers, this has not 
continued; the Valley looks towards this year, and after the issue of the COVID-19, to return to that 
format. The Advisory Committee of HIGs remains in place. 


Education 
At the completion of each degree, the Senior Grand Warden discusses with the class the experience of 
being conferred in the degree, bringing to the attention further understanding of the symbolism and 
highlights of the lectures, always challenging the class to discover their personal meanings and 
understandings as they progress in Scottish Rite. The lectures and pre/post information sheets are 
distributed to the class after each degree conferred. Further education has been presented by HIGs to 
explain the history of the degrees and various parts of the work. Formal presentations have been made 
in recent months: 

- further explanation of the 4'" degree, 

- the lesser-known understanding of the number 7, 

- the lights of Perfection. 
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Being worked on 
Main work, in recent months, has been to involve the new class members as much as possible, 


especially new 14 degree Masons, in helping with the degrees the following year. 
The Valley’s costumes need work to renew, and some furnishings for the degrees require refurbishing. 


Creating a list of understudies for major parts in the degrees is constantly being looked to, with the need 
for commitment to memorize the work and dedication to stay with one part for several years. Not 
unexpectedly, several members take on so many roles in the degrees that one brother with major roles 
and unable to attend, requires new arrangements. 


The Valley is building a clear expectation for new members to Scottish Rite: what expectations they have 
when joining, and for the lodge to meet those expectations. New members are seeing more than just 
being a Scottish Rite Mason. The material in rituals is the basis for them joining — greater lessons in 
Freemasonry, improvement in themselves, continually building their own temple. Brethren who work 
through to receive their 32" degree and then do not return to lodge to continue to build, does not help. 
The Valley works with the new class immediately making them feel part of Scottish Rite and the Valley. 
That move will reduce the drop in attendance, and lack of interest. There is definitely a more cohesive 
atmosphere in the Valley. 


Valley of Kamloops

Membership 
The Valley has maintained its membership this year, with two new candidates. With regret, two Ill. 


Brothers passed to the Grand Lodge Above and two Ill. Brothers have taken their demits. This year the 
Valley chose not to hold a Master Mason evening as the members preferred to work individually to 
introduce Scottish Rite to Master Masons. Their observation of keen Masons, who have already shown 
interest and diligence in the fraternity, prompts them to approach the brothers. The fraternal groups in the 
area create social gatherings and are the mainstay of connecting to all. There is interest in working 
towards programs with a strong masonic philosophy base. This year the Valley has adopted a new 
calendar that includes more education and social intercourse. It is the hope that Brethren not seen for 
some time, will re-engage and attend more meetings. The Valley specifically chose this year to strength 
within, through great degree work, specific education and social interaction. 


Communication 

All correspondence to members is electronic. The Grand Secretary sends out to the Brethren a recap of 
the year: meetings, education, social events and Brethren who have passed to the Grand Lodge Above. 
At the present time there is no newsletter for the Valley. There is interest in providing some type of 
newsletter, but the Brethren also indicate that sometimes they are overloaded with too much from too 
many other Concordant Bodies. At the present time no one has stepped forward to take on this 
challenge. 


Leadership 
Approximately six years ago the Valley embraced the idea of strong leadership through succession 


planning. As a result, there is in place a system of strong Brothers who will advance through the chairs in 
both Bodies (Perfection and Rose Croix). The Leadership of the Valley will be in the hands of some 
exciting Brothers for years to come. Many of the elected officers in the past and present have shown 
their leadership skills in the Craft Lodges. A strong support of Past TPGMs, MWS’s and HIGs continues 
to work, diligently seeking the best brethren for the job of leading the Valley. The Valley members join 
with the Vernon Valley with shared conferring of degrees -- 5'" degree in Vernon and 13" degree in 
Kamloops. One sees the closeness of the Valleys at Official Visits with each Valley supporting the other’s 
special evening. 
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Education 

This year the Valley was able to introduce different styles of education. Education found its way into 
every meeting; sometimes a short 10-15 minute talk on a Degree just conferred, to a full evening of 
discussion on each Degree, a PowerPoint presentation on the SRCF. The Valley is very fortunate to 
have several members whose background in education makes for quality and fascinating presentations 
at meetings. This Valley also has initiated an Annual Scholarship Fund of $1000.00 at the Thompson 
Rivers University to support any student whose studies may be related to “Puzzles of the Mind” i.e.: 
Teaching, Medical Studies, Medical Research Studies etc. The Bodies meet in the Masonic Temple of 
Kamloops, which boasts a fine new library with already a great selection of resources, not only Craft but 
also Scottish Rite and Royal Arch Chapter. 


Being worked on 

- Succession Planning for present and future leaders is in place. 

- Strong, focused and timely education. 

- The two-year Valley Calendar is in place with a focus on Degrees AND Education. 

- With the Valley of Vernon, the calendars are synched. 

- Improving the delivery and quality of the conferred and communicated degrees remains in place. 

- The Annual Scholarship for the local University has raised the local Scottish Rite Profile in the 
Community. 

- The Executive Council continues to revisit the Survey Results at every executive meeting to 
reprioritize the needs and desires identified in the survey results. It is important for this Valley to 
keep moving forward but learn to pace and prioritize its needs.

Official Visit: Unfortunately no official visit made this calendar year (COVID-19) 


Membership 
Membership in the Valley has retained its past year’s level with Rose Croix increasing by a further four 


members. Finding new members for the Valley is a slow process. Local Craft Lodges have little interest 
in presentations made about Scottish Rite at their meetings. It is difficult to plan special Master Mason 
evenings due to distances for brethren to travel. 


Last year Vernon Valley assisted in supporting this Valley by organizing a reunion of Rose Croix. This 
event did two things — gave the Kokanee Chapter more members and demonstrated to the Chapter the 
conferring of these degrees. The Kokanee Chapter has conferred the degrees of Rose Croix with 
members of their Chapter, after a long break from doing so. Both Perfection and Rose Croix have had 
officers remain in office for a second term. The TPGM and MWS are affiliates from Spokane Valley, 
giving much support for the membership. Two candidates for Perfection are ready to commence their 
journey into Scottish Rite. The COVID-19 has stalled their progress at this time. 


The numbers of Craft Masons continue to decrease in this part of the province. The courage and energy 
displayed by the members of the small Valley are to be commended for their perseverance and 
determination in seeking continued support of Scottish Rite. 


Communication 

The Grand Secretary sends notices via email; a group of nine brethren continue to receive their 
communications by mail. The notice gives details of upcoming meeting and events although internal 
emails and phone calls are used extensively to keep the brethren in touch. 
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Leadership 
The Leadership shown by the affiliated brethren from Washington USA, has injected a very positive 


confidence in the Valley. There is no special work conducted to develop leadership skills, but are left to 
the small regular band of strong supporters of the Rite to keep the Valley buoyant and resilient. All who 
attend regularly are also active in their Craft Lodges. It is this connection, which offers the Valley a 
chance to speak to individuals about Scottish Rite. The HIGs of this Valley are hard workers. Some are 
now aging and are not always able to attend. The Officers Handbook is passed to all brethren — 
expectations are clearly laid out by new members should they wish to become an officer. Again, this 
year, the Valley made a major contribution to the Learning Centre in Vancouver. 


Education 

Education is part of all meetings. The education varies, from short papers presented -- a group of about 5 
brethren, are regularly called upon to plan a presentation. Discussion topics are in a ‘round table’ format. 
Material comes from the Scottish Rite website, from the libraries of craft lodges, and personal resources. 
New Scottish Rite resources have arrived and are being put to use. Further resources will be purchased. 


Being worked on 
The work on finances for the Valley is now current thanks to the work of Ill. Bro. John Teleske, 33°. 


A plan to increase membership is always a priority. Personal conversations with brethren who have 
expressed an interest in joining Scottish Rite are looked to quickly - SR pamphlets are handed out giving 
further information on the history and philosophy, the expansion of Masonry, and a chance to extend 
their Masonic journey further. 


This Valley has shown greater excitement towards their Scottish Rite in recent years and the brethren’s 
attendance is for the fellowship as well as the educational presentations and discussions. They have 
created essentially a Lodge of Education and Research in their midst! 


Valley of Prince George 
Cariboo Lodge of Perfection (61) 


New Caledonia Chapter of Rose Croix (59) 
Official Visit: 25° November 2019 


Membership 

The members are from a large area of the province, some travelling between two to four hours to attend, 
and then after the meeting returning home that evening. Such commitment is applauded. The last 
degrees conferred were in September when candidates received 15'" through to 18" degree. As of this 
year no new candidate proposals for Perfection have been received. Personal connections with brethren 
are now the norm of the Valley to bring forward applications. With many of the Valley members strongly 
supporting Craft Lodge life, the connections are more individual and private. Brethren have been 
approached “to consider extending their Masonic journey by submitting applications.” 


The Masonic Day planned for April had also been another venue for Scottish Rite to be presented at an 
informational session to Master Masons. It was cancelled this year because of the close proximity of 
Official Visits of Grand Lodge. 


Communication 
The Valley continues to use emails as their method of informing the membership of meetings and news. 
Much of the communications are through email and by phone. 


Leadership 
Installation of Perfection and Rose Croix was able to take place before all masonic meetings were 


closed. Succession planning is now showing brethren in the senior offices for the next three to five years. 
The HIGs provide a strong support team for the Valley. They are scattered over a large geographical 
area. Regular support as best as possible demonstrates their strong interest and love of the Rite. The 
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Valley has a robust cohort of brethren who remain in office of several years, to help with planned 
consistency of programs as well as offering mentorship for new officers. 


Education 

Education in Perfection has been presented regularly since no degrees have been conferred. It is 
important for the educational programs to be stimulating for brethren to be enticed to travel long 
distances to attend the Valley. Presenters play that vital role. The resources used are from the Scottish 
Rite website and personal libraries. 


Being worked on 
Scheduling of newer members to take a role in degrees, especially as an understudy for major parts, 


continues. Classes of candidates are informed that Scottish Rite is very participatory, and commitment to 
the Valley is more than one might see in other fraternal groups -- there are plenty of roles for brethren to 
take. The brethren have been stalwarts in their commitment over the years, and have completed 
exemplary work. It is because of their commitment that the Valley has been able to confer the degrees 
over the past five years with full casts, and in an excellent manner. 


Combatting winter weather conditions and, as mentioned, the distance travelled by brethren to Scottish 
Rite is a statement of the interest the brethren find in the Rite. The Valley acknowledges that and will 
continue to work towards maintaining the value of each meeting.

Valley of Prince Rupert

Official Visit: 28°" October 2019 


Membership 
Membership numbers have decreased again this year. New Caledonia Chapter of Rose Croix (Prince 


George) is six hours away. It supports the members of this Valley to progress through Scottish Rite. It 
rarely can support conferrals of Perfection Degrees. It will continue to support with reunions for the Rose 
Croix. For completion to the 32" degree, members have to fly to Vancouver - difficult to do with so many 
working outside of Terrace B.C. the present location of the Valley. The LOP did not organize any Master 
Masons evening this year. The Grand Lodge District of five lodges continues to show a small decline in 
membership. The District Deputy Grand Master this year is also the Thrice Puissant Grand Master —a 
busy brother, and what a job he has done in both. Distance for brethren to travel to the Valley and the 
varying weather conditions, creates difficulty in attendance at Perfection meetings. As reported last year, 
the conferral of the obligatory degrees of Perfection falls upon a few members. 


Communication 
Emails remain the standard process through which members receive notices of meetings. Personal 
contacts are through emails and phone calls. 


Leadership 

Offices are elected for two years. The pool of Past Thrice Puissant Grand Masters is small. Much of the 
work of the Valley is through communications with the Grand Secretary and TPGM. No Executive 
meetings are held. Some meetings of senior officers will be held prior to the meeting because of the 
business of the brethren with their private vocations. The Valley is looking to upgrade the By-laws to 
reflect what can work best for the Valley — business meetings with Executive meetings. The small 
membership does not use Committees — better for the Senior Officer / Executive taking on that 
responsibility. With regular communications by email and phone work can be completed easily. 
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Education 
As reported last year, the focus on Education invariably stems from the degrees that are conferred. The 
District Education Officer of the Masonic District is a strong member of the Valley. 


Being worked on 

Three new members have just received their 14° degree in February. One of the concerns of the Valley 
is that 2 year elected and appointed positions implies taking longer to work through to the Chairs of the 
Valley. For many this is no incentive. This coming year the Valley will return to one-year terms of officer 
where possible. It requires careful planning through several years rather than one year at a time for 
success. 


Valley of Vancouver 

Vancouver Lodge of Perfection (203) 
Vancouver Chapter of Rose Croix (185) 
British Columbia Consistory (385) 
Official Visit: 6" March 2020 (7 degree) 


Membership 
All three bodies of the Valley have seen a small increase in membership since last year. The class for 


Perfection has been smaller this year than last year. The Valley remains in its temporary location: the 
moving date back to the old address and new building is called for the Fall 2021, but is uncertain. The 
move did cause some brethren to demit — a more difficult location to get to and some having further to 
travel to lodge. Some did indicate that they would return once the Valley was back in the previous 
location. The Chapter has a full slate of officers while Perfection and Consistory are still looking for 
appointments to one or two chairs. The latest class of 32"¢ degree masons has formed a new team to 
confer the 13" degree in Perfection. Members of the original 13 degree team are assisting with the work 
and preparation of the conferral. Such mentoring is gaining momentum in the three bodies with more 
brethren attending the meetings, even though the lodge room is more difficult to get to. Much of the 
success is from the HIGs and Senior Officers of the bodies who are working hard to encourage class 
members, when possible to commit to supporting the bodies by taking parts in the degrees — truly the 
only way to learn and understand the work of the degree, and to build an immediate connection with the 
Valley — equal partners in the running of the bodies. They are involved. A Brother meets with the class 
before the next conferral to offer help and discuss previous degrees. A package is given to the class 
following the degree conferred. Already the Valley is preparing a survey to determine some possible 
changes when the Valley returns to its previous address. 


The Consistory of the Valley serves the province in two respects. First it is the only Consistory that 
confers the degrees as a reunion. This allows brethren from Northern BC to fly in, receive the Consistory 
degrees in two days. This Consistory also assists other brethren about the province who have been 
unable to attend conferrals of one or more of the obligatory degrees in their Consistory — a good collegial 
model that is working. 


Communication 

Most of the members receive their communications by email. Some senior members and those who do 
not now attend, receive notice where they have asked for them. Some have declined to receive but wish 
to remain as members. All members receive invoices, and the full year calendar of events. Car-pooling 
to attend lodge is used especially for those living far away. Two newsletters were issued in 2019, with 
another issue for this time through COVID-19. 


Leadership 
The Executive Committee meets regularly and usually before the lodge meetings. Getting together 


sometimes is difficult. Not all Senior Officers can support the other bodies through their attendance at all 
SR meetings. Like any Valley, the bodies of Vancouver are dependent on the strong support of the HIGs 
who willingly step in to assist with degree work and planning. The task to rebuild degree teams with 
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younger Members is ongoing. As mentioned under Membership, the new team for 13" degree is an 
example of the rebuilding that is taking place. A Ritual Coordinator is established for all degrees. 


Further there is an Advisory Committee, which meets together every quarter, and looks to future 
planning, and general support for the existing officers. 


Education 
Knowledgeable members have opportunity to speak to Craft Masons, about the Rite. Limited time to 
include education is an issue; small pieces presented reflect the theme of the degree conferred. 


The Chapter of Rose Croix had a guest speaker, Ill. Bro. Casey Collins, 32°, Valley of Tokyo (Orient of 
Japan and Korea), AASR S.J. USA, who attended in June 2019. He presented his paper Restoring the 
Temple: Symbolic and Practical Lessons from the Chapter of Rose Croix. This was well attended and 
well received with comments that those who didn’t attend the evening missed out on something special. 


This Valley is fortunate; several learned brethren are capable of being flexible in their presentation and 
able to draw on many resources. An Education Coordinator is established to plan all Education. 
Creativity is also being brought into the conferral of the 13" degree to be portrayed. It has been inspiring 
for the new team for this degree. 


The Playbills with material of the degree information is excellent for understanding of the work and has 
been added to the packages being handed out. 


Being worked on 
Plans are in place for a return to regular meetings in September with a Master Masons’ Evening planned 


for the end of September. 


Because the Valley is close to returning to their old location (Fall 2021), work is already in progress for 
the refurbishing of props and costumes and planning for the restoring at a closer location to the lodge 
hall. 


The success of new class members involved in the ritual work of the Valley as soon as possible will 
continue. This is a building time when a resurgence of the quality of the Valley is in place. The outreach 
to Master Masons by the members, all of whom are active in their Craft Lodges and Districts, is paying 
dividends. 


This Valley is particularly active in support of the local Learning Centre, which will continue as soon as 
possible. A good number of the membership attend the annual ‘graduation ceremonies’ to show its 
support. 


Valley of Vernon

Membership 
Lodge of Perfection membership as of December, remained the same as 2018, however there is a class 


of 6 commencing this year. Rose Croix and Consistory have remained the same. Membership in general 
is stable. The lock-down (COVID-19) has caused the Valley not to able to gain further candidates. The 
Grand Secretary has a number of certificates still with him; new members in the past have not returned 
to receive them. An annual barbecue usually scheduled for June to meet Masons interesting in knowing 
more about Scottish Rite will happen this year, if permissible to meet. The barbecue last year accepted 
the invitation by six brothers very interested in extending their Masonic journey. The Lodge supplies the 
potential candidates with the timetable of conferring of the degrees; they understand the expectations in 
joining the SR. The Valley is looking to increase the dues for the coming year. 
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Communication 

Emails are the usual procedure for members to receive notice of meetings. Only two brothers require 
their notices to be sent by mail. The thought of a website for the Valley is still in discussion — the interest 
is present, and there are brethren skilled to construct. However there appears little reason for it to add to 
the Valley communications; what is already being used is working. A newsletter is a possible alternative 
to offer members, especially those who cannot attend - age and distance to travel being the issue. It is 
important to retain members as much as a Valley can. 


Leadership 
The Advisory meets twice a year and has been scheduled for March and October. The incoming senior 


officer of all three bodies attends a meeting in April, the purpose of which is to listen to plans for the 
coming year as well as review the rosters of officers, - checking for duplications, commitment, and 
interest. A three-year successive planning is always in place. The HIGs of the Valley are very active, 
constantly monitoring and mentoring the activities of the three bodies. A high standard is always 
expected from the members. Many members of the Valley show a high profile in Craft Masonry in the 
area. The Advisory Meetings discuss leadership and offer help when needed. Discussions have already 
begun on plans after COVID-19, to put together a program that has been interrupted. It will constantly 
change as the interruption remains and continues. All discussions have been through emails and phone 
Calls. 


Education 
Education and Enlightenment folders are given to candidates of the new class. 


Contemplations from the Scottish Rite website are used, as are the playbills. The Grand Lodge website 
is also investigated for further education papers. The Valley is not familiar with the videos on the website 
from Ill. Bro. Woodhead, 33°. That will be investigated further as a possible source of education, which 
can be sent to the membership through emails while no meetings are taking place. The Grand Orator 
has responsibilities to the ritual, while supplementary education is in the hands of the Grand Secretary 
with the advice of the TPGM. 


Being Worked on 
A Fellowship committee plans functions every two months — unfortunately postponed due to COVID-19. 


The Valley works closely with the Thompson Valley for the degrees in all three bodies. Regular 
visitations occur between these two Valleys. Last year the 17'" degree was presented for the first time in 
Vernon, and did take place again this year in January. This Valley confers the 8" degree. The video 
created by Supreme Council was viewed by new members to the cast, which assisted them with 
thoughts for their portrayal. That the video becomes a teaching aide rather than a conferral of the degree 
has worked for this Valley; the dual use is worth serious consideration for the construction of future 
degree to be videoed. 


Valley of Victoria

Further Attendances: 12'" November 2019, 11‘ February 2020 Installation 


Membership 
Membership of all three bodies has declined in the past year. The Valley (LOP) is fortunate that it has 


nine lodges from which to draw for potential members. Every lodge has a large number of Scottish Rite 
members who play major roles in their lodges especially as officer and as mentors. It is through those 
connections that proposals come forward. Six brethren are in this year’s class. Recall that the calendar 
of Victoria Valley is from September to June. The plans for receiving proposals have been improved to 
ensure that plenty of time is available for the interviews in readiness for balloting on them. The 4'" degree 
is held in September, 5'" in November, 7" in December, 13" in May, and 14" in June. This year no 
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special Master Mason Evening was held. Again it is important to note that the Scottish Rite Jewel is not 
permitted in Craft Lodge meetings in BC. 


Communication 

The number one means of communication is the Valley’s Notice and Summons to the Illustrious 
Brethren. Email is used for the majority of the brethren in the Valley of Victoria, Lodge of Perfection and 
Canada Post is used for a small number (27) of the brethren. The Valley does not have a website 
although brethren have been made aware of Supreme Council’s web page. 


Leadership 
The Valley of Victoria has embarked on the creation of an Executive Committee whereby the TPGM, 


MWS and CIC, the 3 Secretaries and selected HIG’s will meet and plan the upcoming year as well as 
tracking progress of the calendar of events and budgetary items. It is planned to have the Committee 
meet twice in the calendar year, August and January. The three secretaries with the TPGM, MWS and 
CIC coordinate the year through emails to establish the next year’s calendar of events. The Assistant 
Secretary for the three bodies finalizes the events and produces a pocket calendar for the membership. 
The Assistant Secretary is also responsible for updating the database and preparing invoices for dues. 
The HIGs will take on the administrative roles of Chair and Secretary for the Executive Committee 
thereby enabling the offices to act unencumbered. 


Education 

The Valley utilizes both the Summons/Notice and the Supreme Council’s playbills to provide an overview 
of the relevant degree. There are occasions where Ill. Brother Clark, 33°, will provide a small informal 
talk regarding the conferred degree at that evening’s festive board. These are well received by the 
candidates and members combined. Usually only five minutes long, these mini talks focus further on the 
theme of the degree. The importance of the talks is as an incentive and exercise for others to offer 
similar length talks in the future. Success will be when more brethren come forward. 


Being worked on 
The Valley installed a new Treasurer who has developed spreadsheets providing up to the day financial 


information. This system has greatly enhanced our ability to forecast budgeted items for the remainder of 
the year. 


A new set of By-laws has been assembled and the Valley is working through the acceptance of them 
with Supreme Council. Final work to present before the three bodies will take place once the Valley can 
assemble again and the By-laws have been accepted as accurate with Supreme Council. 


The Valley has tried to dedicate one day in late spring to a Master Mason BBQ as an opportunity for 
curious brethren interest in the AASR. Last year did not entice a lot of interest and this year, due to 
COVID-19, the event has been cancelled. 


The aging brethren are looking to “retire” from their degree roles; replacements are more difficult to find. 
Often it is the same brothers who answer the call; the result will be that gaps in casts for the degrees will 
become a problem. Once the new class have received the 14" degree, those brethren will be expected 
to play small roles in the degrees in the coming year. The message has been given often — the class has 
seen the work from the cast of the degree. Plenty of time to perfect presentations and lectures has been 
clearly demonstrated. Can the class be available to bring in the next year’s class, and continue to offer 
excellent presentations of work?

Traditionally, as part of our support of the Grand Lodge of Manitoba’s efforts to ensure cooperation and 
harmony amongst the Masonic Family, Active Member Ill. Bro. Al Hadley, 33°, and | bring greetings on 
behalf of the Supreme Council at a number of Masonic events. However, this year the Grand Lodge of 
Manitoba and numerous concordant bodies were unable to hold their annual celebrations, due to 
measures taken to address the spread of the COVID-19 virus. 


| did have the pleasure of attending the Installation of Officers of the Khartum Shriners, where Ill. Bro. 
Hadley was installed as Potentate. 


| also routinely attended the bi-monthly meetings of the Masonic Family Committee for the Grand Lodge 
of Manitoba 


We were saddened by the loss of one Honorary Inspector-General this year — Ill. Bro. Donald 
McLachlan, 33°. His life and passing are commemorated elsewhere in these Proceedings. Don was 
highly respected in Manitoba, and we miss his presence. 


Valley of Brandon 
It was my pleasure to visit the Valley of Brandon on one occasion, in November 2019. 


Membership 
The Valley did not initiate any new members in 2019. Valley membership declined from 33 to 29. 


Communication 

The Valley issues a monthly summons, with information on upcoming meetings, degrees and events. 
The primary method of transmission is by email, although some members still receive hard copies by 
post. The Valley Secretary is also diligent in providing regular email alerts and updates for matters of 
interest, or when timing precludes waiting until the next summons. 


Leadership 

Valley officers serve one-year terms. Because of the small size of the Valley, it is not unusual for officers 
to repeat chairs as needed. However, the Valley does a good job of involving new members in leadership 
roles. 


Uniqueness 
The Valley supports a scholarship provided to students at the local community college. 


Financial Health 

The financial affairs of the Valley are managed responsibly and the financial position of the Valley is 
expected to be stable in the next 5 years. The Valley met in the Masonic Hall in Brandon for many years. 
However, the costs of maintaining the building became unsustainable, and the tenant Masonic lodges 
and the Valley voted to sell the building and move to the Brandon Shrine Club building in the fall of 2020. 


Fellowship/Social 
The Valley holds a number of events, notably a Fish Fry in the summer that includes families, and a post- 


Relighting of the Lights breakfast that includes the wives. Unfortunately, the Easter Sunday event could 
not be held this year. 
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Valley Improvement Plans 
The Valley leadership has not developed a long-term Valley Improvement Plan, but is diligent in 
addressing issues as they arise. 


Valley of Winnipeg 


| attended the Valley of Winnipeg on a near-monthly basis. 


Membership 
Degrees are conferred on a monthly basis. The Valley conferred the Lodge of Perfection degrees on 


seven candidates in the fall of 2019. The Chapter degrees were conferred in January and February 
2020. The Valley was unable to confer the Consistory degrees because of public health orders issued by 
the Province of Manitoba and direction from the Sovereign Grand Commander. The Consistory degrees 
were postponed until the fall of 2020. 


Valley membership continues to decline through deaths and voluntary departures. The significant decline 
in membership last year was not repeated this year, but the suspension of activities in March 2020 
caught many members short, as they no longer use cheques and must find a remote way to pay their 
outstanding dues. 


Communication 
The Valley sends a monthly email notice, which includes announcements and limited degree 
explanations. 


Leadership 

Many of the new members who have joined in the last several years have become officers and are 
progressing through the chairs. Valley officers usually serve one-year terms. However, officers of all 
bodies have agreed to serve an additional one-year term because of the disruption caused by the 
suspension of activities. 


Uniqueness 
Principal officers in each body are assisted in the execution of their administrative duties by a Valley 


Council, which meets monthly. 


Financial Health 
The Valley implemented a number of cost-saving measures two years ago, and the Valley operates on a 
break-even basis. The Valley has improved its compliance with the filing deadlines for AF and AR forms. 


Fellowship/Social 
The Valley sponsors a Luncheon Group, which has been meeting on the second Wednesday of the 


month for more than 50 years. The Valley tries to hold at least one social event open to non-members 
each year. 


Valley Improvement Plans 
The Valley has not developed a formal improvement plan.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 


It is my pleasure to report on the condition and activities of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys 
under my jurisdiction - Fredericton, Moncton and Saint John. 


Valley of Fredericton 


Membership 

During the past year the Grand Secretary/ Registrar being new to the position conducted a review / 
reconciliation of the Valley membership for each body in conjunction with the Supreme Council office 
records resulting in a difference of 20 in the Lodge of Perfection and 19 in the Rose Croix . These 
discrepancies are adjusted in the member withdrawal category (R5) dated prior to the current year -2019. 
Maxwell Lodge of Perfection membership activity in 2019 consisted of 1 affiliation, 3 restorations, 3 
deaths, 4 withdrawals, and 9 suspensions. King Solomon Chapter of Rose Croix membership activity 
consisted of 1 addition, 2 affiliations, 1 restoration, 3 deaths, 3 withdrawals, and 8 suspensions. The 
result has been insufficient member additions to compensate for the loss of members. 


Presentations are made in the Craft lodges to inform the brethren of the Scottish Rite and the benefits of 
membership. In addition, the Scottish Rite members individually share information with the brethren in 
their Craft lodges and invite them to join. Consideration should be given to different recruitment methods. 


The current membership numbers as of December 31, 2019 is: 
Maxwell Lodge of Perfection - 69 (reduction of 12) 
King Solomon Chapter of Rose Croix - 62 (reduction of 10) 


Communication 

Regular summons of meetings and events are communicated by email and postal service. The lodge 
notices are the principal means of communication but the use of the telephone, text messaging and 
correspondence sharing at the meetings are also being utilized. Video calls with “Zoom” have also been 
held with the membership as a means of maintaining contact with the restrictions in place under the 
COVID-19 virus. 


Leadership 
The Degree directors and the H.I.G.s assist in conducting training sessions, practices, etc. to assist in 


the ritual and floor work associated with the opening, closing, and in the presentation of the degrees. The 
Advisory Committee consisting of the senior officers and the HIGs provide suggestions, guidance and 
support within the Valley. The loss of a few experienced members Is creating challenges for the 
remaining participating members. Some newer members are stepping up to assist but more are needed 
for the Valley to progress. The term of office for the two bodies in the Valley is two years. 


Fellowship 
Opportunities for fellowship occur at the social time available either before or after the meetings. A light 


lunch is provided after the meeting and the members enjoy this time to exchange information, ideas, and 
the opportunity to become better acquainted. 


Financial Health 
The Valley is currently in good financial condition with funds available in investments. However, declining 
membership and revenue combined with increasing expenses may require further consideration. 
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General Comments 

Fredericton has a small core of members who are actively involved in Scottish Rite. Many of us have 
heard the expression - “many hands make light work” and the Valley needs to engage more of their 
members to attend, participate and become more involved in its activities. Succession planning is also 
becoming a requirement. Utilization of the Valley improvement plan may be beneficial. 


Valley of Moncton 


Membership 

Membership in both the Lodge of Perfection and the Rose Croix have experienced a loss in 2019 
primarily through death of 10 and 8 members respectively and 4 withdrawals. Each body received one 
member by reinstatement and Rose Croix had three new member additions by initiation. Due to the 
cancellation of the Rose Croix reunion in March (COVID-19) there are 5 members of the Lodge of 
Perfection in waiting for advancement. A change in the Grand Secretary/ Registrar has taken place with 
the election and installation occurring at the March meeting. A committee has been active in working with 
the incoming Secretary in validating, contacting and updating the membership information. 


The current membership as of December 31, 2019 is: 
Moncton Lodge of Perfection - 130 (reduction of 11) 
Britton Chapter Rose Croix - 118 (reduction of 9) 


Communication 

Communication with the members is achieved through the distribution of notices, brochures, etc. by 
email and Canada Post. Recent contact by phone with many of the members has been beneficial. The 
majority of the membership is receiving their correspondence by email. 


Leadership 
Training sessions are held to assist the officers and cast members in the ritual and floor work associated 


with the opening, closing and portrayal of the degrees. A Valley Advisory committee consisting of the 
senior officers of the Lodge, Chapter, and the HIG’s meet on occasion to provide guidance, suggestions 
and recommendations. A committee has been formed to review the Valley By-laws utilizing the template 
from Supreme Council. This work is in progress and is continuing with the expectation that 
recommendations will be provided to the membership for updating the By-laws. The term of office for the 
officers in the Lodge and Chapter is two years. 


Valley improvement meetings were held in November and January by officers and members of the Valley 
to generate ideas on ways to make meetings more meaningful for the members with a view of increasing 
attendance and participation. This work is continuing but has slowed due to the impact of COVID-19. 


Fellowship 
Following the meetings the members gather in the banquet hall for a social time of fellowship and 


conversation with a light lunch to close out the evening before returning home. The Masonic club 
continues to be a positive attraction for members and guests of the local Masonic Lodges, Eastern Star, 
Shrine, and Scottish Rite to gather on Friday evenings and for other special events. 


Special Events 
The Master Mason/Scottish Rite evening of enlightenment was held in late January with good attendance 


by Master Masons, and Scottish Rite members. A hot buffet lunch and an interesting evening of videos 
and discussion was appreciated by those in attendance. This activity provides an excellent forum to 
share information about Masonry and Scottish Rite in a social setting and to attract new members. 
Members have assisted the DeMolay youth group with their major fundraising activity at the Atlantic 
Nationals Car show in July. The Valley continues to participate in the Tri-Valley reunions assisting in the 
portrayal of degrees. The Lodge of Perfection continues with their practice of holding their May meeting 
in the Miramichi. 
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Craft Lodge Liaison 
The Craft Lodges and Scottish Rite members are assisting with the Learning Centre. The promotion and 


conduct of the Master Mason nights has been another opportunity in keeping an awareness of the 
Scottish Rite within the craft lodges in the area. 


Financial Health 
The M.L.O.P. is in a good financial position but the Chapter of Rose Croix is viewed under current 
forecast to require an increase in dues in 2024. 


General Comments 

The Valley is actively represented by a small group of dedicated members but the effects of age and 
health is having a negative impact. Recruitment activities with Master Mason nights and contacts with 
new members in the area blue lodges have been positive. Although membership numbers are good the 
level of attendance and participation by the members is becoming a concern. Continued action and 
participation with the Valley Improvement action plans are seen as beneficial. A new secretary is now in 
place for the Valley due to the retirement of the incumbent for health issues and is working well through 
the transition. 


Valley of Saint John 


Membership 
The membership in the Valley has shown a decline this year. Both the Lodge and the Chapter had a 


reduction through deaths (3) and suspensions (2) which was partially offset in the Chapter by additions 
(3). The Consistory changes were additions (4), deaths (11), withdrawals (3) and suspensions (8). 


The Valley has introduced presentations and discussions on various degrees to generate interest, 
increase attendance and participation. A difference in the membership numbers between the Valley and 
the Supreme Council office was identified and will be addressed during the upcoming months. 


The current membership numbers as of December 31, 2019 are: 
Saint John Lodge of Perfection - 96 (net reduction of 5 in 2019) 
Harington Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix - 88 (net reduction of 2) 
New Brunswick Sovereign Consistory -244 (net reduction of 18). 


Communication 

Regular meetings notices and events are communicated by email and by postal service. Membership 
information and brochures are available at the meetings and upon request. Notification of special events 
consists of contact by email and by phone. 


Leadership 
Valley ritual committees and degree directors continue to assist the cast members in the preparation and 


guidance in the performance of the degrees and associated ritual. The Advisory Committee consisting of 
the senior officers and the HIG’s provide suggestions, guidance and support. Succession planning is 
included within the role of the Advisory committee. The officer term for the three bodies in the Valley is 
two years. 


Fellowship 

Opportunities for fellowship occur at the social time available either before or after the meetings with a 
light lunch or a meal. The members enjoy this time to exchange information, ideas, etc. and the 
opportunity to become better acquainted with each other. Visitation of sick and shut-in members are also 
practised which are appreciated. Widows of our members are visited at Easter and at Christmas with a 
small gift and social time to keep in touch. 
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Special Events 
The Valley continues to hold its Wine & Cheese party at Christmas. Funds realized from the admission 


fee and a silent auction at this social event is donated to the Moncton Learning Centre. This event is also 
open to members from the other Valleys. 


Craft Lodge Liaison 
Representatives (members) of the Valley attend their Craft lodges and promote the Rite as opportunities 


arise in conversation and in presentations to the lodges as requested. The annual Grand Lodge 
communication also provides an opportunity to update the brethren on Scottish Rite. Unfortunately the 
2020 communication scheduled for May, 2020 was cancelled due to COVID-19. 


Financial Health 

The financial health of the Valley is declining. A budgetary review has resulted in a reduction in expenses 
on ago forward basis and dues increases are planned for the LOP in 2020 and for the CRC and 
Consistory in 2021. These changes are expected to have a positive result and negate the necessity of 
drawing on investments. 


General Comments 

The Valley has a small nucleus of dedicated members who are active in several Masonic bodies. 
Membership, financial stability and attendance are a concern but continuing attention in educational 
content may be beneficial. Use of the Valley Improvement Plan may also assist in identifying possible 
options for consideration to improve these areas.

It is my pleasure to report on the condition and activities of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys 
under my jurisdiction — Halifax and Sydney, NS, Summerside PE, St. John’s, NL. 


Valley of Halifax 


Membership 
Membership was down in the Valley similar to that across Canada. This is due mainly to members 


passing away and not initiating enough new members to replace. There were also a number of demits 
this past year and the registrar reported that most of the demits were for health reasons. It was 
suggested that we consider paying those Member's per capita from our Almoners Fund. It was also 
suggested that the Valley set a goal for new members. 


Their current membership numbers (as of December 31, 2019) are: 


Victoria Lodge of Perfection 255 
Keith Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix 265 
Nova Scotia Sovereign Consistory 336 


Attendance at our last Master Masons night had shown an increase over the previous year. Eleven of the 
twelve Applicants for this year’s Degrees had attended the Master Masons Night. Members have also 
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been promoting the Scottish Rite in their Lodges with the hopes this will foster interest and hopefully 
initiation into the Scottish Rite. 


Communication 

Regular Summons of meetings and events via email and postal service. Minutes of the meetings are 
distributed via email and hard copies are available at the meetings. The Valley of Halifax website is kept 
up to date informing all visitors to the site of upcoming events. Regular updates on the Learning Centre 
are regularly shared with the members. It was suggested that better use of social media could be used 
to promote Scottish Rite in the Valley. 


Leadership 
The Nominating Committee endeavours to ask Brethren if they would be interested in serving the Valley 


in a succession of offices. The terms of office are for one year with re-election for a second year. This 
long-range planning provides stability and growth within the Valley. The Leadership group has an 
educational component / presentation to stimulate thought and discussion. 


Valley Fellowship 
In October, the Valley received the Deputy at their Lodge of Perfection Reunion weekend. The Valley 


also held a Ladies Night, Maundy Thursday and Easter Services. The Valley also has a Fellowship with 
refreshments after each of their meetings. Meetings are held at the two clubs the Valley has. This keeps 
those members who are unable to travel to Halifax active and informed. 


Uniqueness 
Efficiency of our meetings; education at our meetings; friendliness & fellowship; degree work; Club 


participation. The Valley supports the “Children’s Learning Centre” and hosts graduation ceremonies to 
recognize the achievements of students and staff. Updates and presentations on the “Learning Centre” 
is reported at each meeting and via emails. There are a large number of members who participate in the 
degrees during the Reunion Weekends which keeps the members active. 


Support to Craft Lodges 
The Valley members attend their Craft Lodges whenever possible and offer their support when required. 


Financial Health 
The current financial situation of the Valley is in good health and with a small increase in dues, the Valley 
will break even this year. 


Valley of Sydney 


Membership 
Cape Breton Lodge of Perfection 105 
Royale Chapter of Rose Croix 93 


Neither the Lodge of Perfection or Chapter of Rose Croix had any new candidates for the last couple of 
years and their membership is aging which is of great concern to Valley Leadership. The Valley had 4 
deaths and 4 demits during 2019. 


Communication 
Three Lodge of Perfection and two Rose Croix notices were sent out by email or regular mail. These 
notices are detailed and informative in order to attract as many members as possible to the meetings. 


Leadership 
The officers serve for a one-year term, but it is becoming common for some to serve more often. The 


officers are selected by a nominating committee, which seeks out Brothers who are willing to commit to 
serve the Valley. The Valley is fortunate to have a core group of dedicated brothers. However, their 
numbers are declining and gives cause for thought. In addition, their present location is not suitable and 
they are studying options. 
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Fellowship 
Although they are currently based in North Sydney, they do hold meetings in other locations such as 


Glace Bay and Baddeck which gives the Brothers in these areas a chance to attend the meetings and 
enjoy the fellowship which follows each meeting. On July 10, 2019 the Deputy made a presentation of his 
bursary to Town Day Care Centre in Glace Bay, NS. Some brethren attended the presentation. In 
September 2019 the Deputy made his official visit to the Valley. 


Support of Craft Lodges 
There is no specific support program in place but each Scottish Rite member is encouraged to attend his 
Craft Lodge. 


Uniqueness 
This is a very close core group of Brothers, who have the best interest of the Scottish Rite at heart. 


Financial Strength 
The Valley is in very good financial shape. 


Valley of Summerside 


Membership 

Membership is at 51 members for Lodge of Perfection and 47 for Chapter Rose Croix. The lower number 
does not impact the membership dues as there is one schedule for the Valley of $100 per member 
regardless of body. 


Communication 

Communications are held on the 4" Tuesday (normally) of April, May, Sept, and Oct. The April has the 
reading of the reports for the Valley of the previous year and ratification of the agenda for the rest of the 
term. This schedule is printed in the notice each month. In October, there is a precis of the financial 
status by the Treasurer and Audit Officer and discussion, if any required, for disbursement of any 
monies. 


November is reserved for the Chapter Reunion, but is usually done when we have a candidate, 
otherwise we may have a regular Chapter meeting. This latter is difficult to carry out as November 
weather doesn’t always consider us. This coupled with so little to do in Chapter except portrayals of 
Degrees, is hard to get we old-timers out. 


Leadership and Succession Planning 
The Valley Executive meets to plan their meetings and schedule for the year. The Valley term of office is 


2 years and succession planning are usually done for the three main officers. Due to the small numbers, 
a number of members hold offices in both bodies. The Valley is fortunate to have Past SGIG David 
Hooper, 33°, as a member and he continuously inputs suggestions and comments to the Valley 
discussions. 


Fellowship and Unique Charitable Activities 

The Valley has an annual lobster supper on the 4" Tuesday of June where they raise money for the 
SRCF. In 2019 the Deputy’s bursary was presented at this time. They have been fortunate to have HIG 
Rob Roy running the organizing and they have been able to be in the top contributor per capita for a 
number of years. The Deputy made his official visit to the Valley in October 2019. 


Financial Health 
The Valley financial health is healthy with no discernible increases in income/expenses for the 
foreseeable future. 


Support to Craft Lodges 

As mentioned above the only special event is the supper. The Valley has tried inviting Blue Lodge 

members to attend special meetings but very little has come from those. The best we can do is have the 

individual Lodges give a little push, which has resulted in a new member or two in two years. Again, we 
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have tried different approaches to the Craft with info brochures and notices but with few successes. The 
Valley is holding its own but new blood is hard to come by on the Island. Craft Lodges are also dwindling. 
The average age of our members is 68 years.

Valley of St. John’s has been holding steady with their membership. They average 25 members 
attending their meetings. 


Communications 

There have been continuous communications with Supreme Council but not much with other Valleys. 
Communication with membership has been through the Monthly Notice Paper and emails. Phone calls 
are made when required. The Valley is encouraging all Brethren to make use of the Supreme Council 
website and will be forwarding information to the membership on how to gain access. 


Leadership 
There is a core number of committed brethren and officers who direct the administration of the Valley 


very effectively. The officers have one-year terms and other than Grand Secretary / Registrar and Grand 
Treasurer, officers are different for all three (3) bodies. HIG nominations are mutually agreed upon by 
the current HIGs. 


Fellowship 
The Valley has a meeting each month as well as an Executive Committee Meeting. The Valley hosts a 


banquet for Official Visits and Reunion Weekends. On October 1, 2019 the Sovereign Grand 
Commander made an Official visit to the Valley to present the John Ross Matheson award to Neville 
Gordon Sheppard 32°. The SGG was accompanied by the Ill. Bro. Paul E. Frank, 33°, Deputy for NS. 
PE. NL. 


Support to Craft Lodges 
The Valley was involved with “Bring a friend” night three years ago and have made presentations to a 


few Lodges in the past. The Valley would need permission from DGL and GLNL to do presentations in 
the Craft Lodges under their jurisdictions. This is something the Valley needs to explore. The SGC 
informed the Brethren during his visit that there is a very informative video from the “Northern 
Jurisdiction” which would be useful for Craft Lodge presentations. 


Working Well in the Valley 

Recent Membership Survey undertaken by Clayton Handrigan gave the executive an understanding of 
where the membership is and the changes they would like to see. New Brethren are involved in degree 
work. The Valley has an effective General Committee that meets monthly and plans the year. They 
have a solid, enthusiastic and positive membership that get along well. They put a lot of work into doing 
degrees so they get communicated well; each degree usually entails 2 or 3 practices. Each new Brother 
is presented with educational reading material after each degree. 


Not Working Well / What Could be Improved? 
The survey undertaken showed that the Brethren want more social time after meetings, more education 


and enlightenment. It was suggested that the opening of the 14° is cumbersome and most Brethren do 
not understand the symbolism in it. The SGC informed the Brethren that there is a short form of opening 
and closing. It was suggested a “how to pronounce” section would be helpful. Jim Burroughs felt that 
the website was cumbersome and difficult to move around when on it. He also suggested it is 
overwhelming with content. Gerry Budden wondered if a jewel could be developed for the SRCF, to be 
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awarded if a brother gave a one-time substantial donation. Owen Devereaux commented that Scottish 
Rite is very structured in the way things are done however things seem to be improving. Gerry Budden 
wondered why the Consistory officers only wear sashes and not aprons, especially the C-in-C. Larry 
Bradley suggested that we are doing many things in Scottish Rite without understanding their 
significance, symbolism or meaning. He felt that type of education would be invaluable and motivational 
to the brethren. The SGC pointed out that Matthew Clarke of the Valley of Victoria is doing work on 
Scottish Rite Symbolism. 


The SGC thanked everyone for coming to the meeting with himself and the Deputy and commented on 
how welcomed his wife Judi and he felt on the visit. He concluded that he was impressed with the Valley 
and felt it is doing well and could be a model for other Valleys. He reminded all to keep up the great 
work because we do things with great enthusiasm and affection for the Rite. 


Financial Health 
The Valley of St. John’s has a strong/stable financial state, year-end December 31, 2017 statement was 
presented.

| am pleased to report on the state of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys of Hamilton, Kingston, 
Ottawa and Peterborough. 


| regret sincerely the passing of many members of this Supreme Council as set out in the Obituary 
Records of these Proceedings. Their lives, and accomplishments on behalf of their families, 
communities, Freemasonry in general and our Scottish Rite in particular, are a cause for celebration. 
May their faith and yours sustain their families and friends, and yours, in a time of pandemic when a 
belief in the immortality of the soul more than ever proves its relevance to all who trust, as all Masons 
profess to do. 


Valley of Hamilton 


Between December 31, 2018 and December 31, 2019 Murton Lodge of Perfection membership declined 
from 1295 to 1263. Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix went from 1051 to 1028 during the same 
period while Moore Sovereign Consistory dropped from 5111 to 4993. 


Communications 

The percentage of the membership who receive notices by email is 73.4%, 76.7% and 67% for the 
Lodge, Chapter and Consistory respectively. This represents a significant portion of the membership and 
savings on the distribution of notices by these means instead of ordinary post are approximately $7000. 
The electronic distribution also allows the Valley to distribute many more notices to a wider demographic. 
Electronic communication is regularly used for other reasons, including timely reporting of news within 
the Valley. 


There is an on-going review of those “lost in the Valley” to ensure that communications do not go to 
those deceased and to identify and renew contact with others. 
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Of central importance is the effort to maintain contact with pending candidates who have seen their 
ability to further their Masonic experience interrupted by the pandemic. 


There is a good level of assistance between Valleys with degree conferrals that creates opportunities for 
communication and fellowship. 


The Valley made a request that Valley notices be shared on the website, in a calendar format, so that 
those wishing to attend meetings in other Valleys could be better informed of their dates and times. 


Fellowship 
Fellowship activities since February 2019 include; the Al McIntyre Scotch Tasting, Murder Mystery Night, 


Mother’s Day Brunch, Garden Party, Beatles Tribute Night, Scotland Trip, Cigar Symposium, Annual 
Dinner for Supreme Council members, Breakfast With Santa, Learning Centre Fundraiser, “Happy 
Hollandaise”, the annual John |. Carrick Luncheon, New Year’s Celebration and a Valentines Dinner. 
Fellowship is alive and well in this Valley, with something to fit every taste. 


Collaboration with Craft Lodges 
Craft Lodges from three local Masonic Districts use the Scottish Rite Cathedral for a variety of functions. 


It is home to a number of Craft Lodges and two Chapters of the York Rite. The Cathedral gives the non- 
Scottish Rite member a wonderful first impression of the Rite. The Order of DeMolay has held its annual 
celebration at the Cathedral for twenty-five years. 


Ken Adamson is not only a liaison to many Craft Lodges, he is also a fixture in them. He is the organist in 
eight lodges and a Craft Lodge member in three Masonic Districts. However, there is no formalized 
programme of Scottish Rite representation in each Craft Lodge in the area. Regular communication with 
Craft Lodges to highlight the assistance the Rite can give in conferring degrees or staging educational 
presentations, including “Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry” needs to be established. This 
communication can be utilized to best advantage early in the Fall as Masonic duties resume, to assist 
Worshipful Masters fill in the blanks on their calendar and Senior Wardens who wish to get an early start 
in planning their upcoming year as Worshipful Master. 


Master Masons Nights have been held in the past, on an average of once every three years, however, 
this has led to a sporadic involvement with this initiative and an irregular use of this membership tool. 
Regular annual events get noticed and remembered and can create a resource Scottish Rite members 
can announce in Craft Lodges, thereby raising the profile of the Rite. 


Finances 

All Valleys will have financial challenges in this age of COVID-19, however, those with significant 
trust/invested funds will be better able to weather the storm. In this Valley Murton Lodge of Perfection is 
solvent at the moment but operates perilously close to the edge and only has a relatively modest trust 
fund to compensate for an expected revenue shortfall. The projected loss on operations for 2019 was 
exceeded. 


Both the Chapter and Consistory have good reserves to assist it deal with revenue shortfalls. The 
Chapter recognizes the need to be complete in its returns to Supreme Council, to comply with the filing 
requirements for Not for Profit entities and to submit its financial statements to its membership for 
approval, the latter when circumstances permit. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
This Valley is responding positively to the need for greater collaboration among the constituent bodies 


and other entities that are integral to the operations at this Cathedral location, including the Scottish Rite 
Club and Towers Inc. The three constituent bodies have many issues of mutual concern and the major 
ones are membership recruitment and retention as well as the need to address financial efficiencies in a 
building that is both impressive and expensive. The Active Member, Ill. Bro. Tom Wills, 33°, (also a 
Deputy for Ontario) inform me that a committee has been formed to improve comprehensive financial 
improvement strategies. 
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A conventional improvement plan addressing leadership, education and enlightenment and membership 
remains a work in progress. Increased use of the structure and process of plotting improvement goals 
and their attainment, available on the scottishritecanada.ca website, was encouraged. 


Deputies Checklist 
All tools listed on the checklist are being used, to a certain extent, with the exception of the Grand 


Secretary/Registrar Orientation Programme. It was explained that the roll out of the Grand 
Secretary/Registrar Manual is imminent. 


It is important that use of the various listed tools be regular and that knowledge of them needs to 
widespread within the membership. 


The new electronic forms to use in requesting dispensations of the Deputy or recommendations of the 
Deputy to the Sovereign Grand Commander were reviewed. 


A piece of very good news is the fact that Ill. Bro. Rory Jones will be instrumental in writing and/or 
updating the Valley history. His talents in the area of historical research are well known and the products 
of his efforts are awaited eagerly. 


Ritual 

My Official Visit to Murton Lodge of Perfection was cancelled due to the public safety restrictions 
imposed in early March. | did have an opportunity to see Valley members perform ritual at the installation 
ceremonies of the Lodge and the Consistory. The work was, as expected, well done. My knowledge of 
some members of the Chapter gives confidence that a similar standard of excellence in ritual delivery is 
met in that body. 





| wish to express my thanks to Ill. Bro. Ken Adamson, 33° Administrative Secretary and to Ill. Bro. Lou 
Domjan, 33°, Grand Secretary of Murton Lodge of Perfection for the material supplied to me in advance 
of our teleconference business meeting of April 6*". | also wish to thank the officers of both the Lodge and 
the Consistory for their hospitality on the occasions of the installation and investiture of officers of both 
bodies. | am most grateful to Ill. Bro. Tom Wills, 33°, Active Member and Deputy for Ontario, for his 
leadership in recent initiatives to increase collaboration and cohesion in a Valley with a storied history 
and no doubt a bright future. 


| would ask that those reading this join with the members of the Valley of Hamilton in mourning the 
passing of Ill. Bro. Allard B. Loopstra, 33°, Grand Chancellor of our Supreme Council and Past President 
of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. His absence is felt by those that laboured with him in these 
bodies and very keenly in the Valley to which he gave exemplary leadership over his long years of 
devoted service. We mourn his passing but we celebrate his life, a life well lived, by which our Masonic 
experience was enriched and which will have a lasting, positive influence on all who knew him. 


Valley of Kingston 


Membership 
Both constituent bodies experienced declines in membership, the Kingston Lodge of Perfection dipping 


from 159 to 145 while the Rose of Sharon Chapter of Rose Croix dropped to 131 from 139. 


The Valley is to be congratulated on its recent efforts to address membership initiatives. Several 
members took the time to attend another Valley's Master Mason Night as part of a well thought out 
planning process for their own. Twenty-nine Craft Masons attended the Valley’s event and ten of those 
Master Masons applied for the degrees of the Scottish Rite, with many more expressing an intention to 
do so as circumstances permit. This event benefitted from much advance publicity in the Craft Lodges in 
the Valley’s catchment area, something that has elevated the profile of our Rite in this area significantly. 


Communications 
Sixty-five percent of the membership receive notices by email. Attempts will be made to contact the 
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remaining forty members to see if those with email will consent to receive email notices. 


Those participating in the business meeting represented a widespread area in the Valley. This bodes 
well for good representation of the Rite in the various Craft Lodges as they act as ambassadors in the 
exchange of news and information. 


Communication with other Valleys is regular with Ottawa regarding the conferral of a degree in Brockville 
each year. Both the Valley of Ottawa and that of Peterborough have assisted in conferring degrees on 
candidates that have missed a degree in the sequential degree meetings held in Kingston. 


Communications with and assistance of the Supreme Council Office was described in positive terms. 


Fellowship 

This is an area of limited activity, although the recent Master Masons Night and a conferral of a third 
degree in a Craft Lodge did increase the level of fellowship, perhaps with positive results for more of the 
same in the future. 


Collaboration with Craft Lodges 
Another recent initiative of the Valley was the formation of a Scottish Rite degree team to confer third 


degrees in Craft Lodges. One such degree conferral was greeted with several positive comments, 
including those of the District Deputy Grand Master who was present on the occasion. 


The recent actions of holding Master Mason events and conferring degrees in Craft Lodges have 
resulted in a situation where the Valley has seven new 18° members and ten more candidates awaiting 
the start of their journey through the degrees. This is good news indeed for a Valley that has relied on too 
few to do too much as membership ebbed. These positive steps create enthusiasm and their success is 
the best argument to continue them. 


Finances 

The Valley continues to be financially sound. The pool of money gained by the sale of the Valley owned 
building several years ago continues to generate sufficient income to cover the cost of its rent in the 
Kingston Masonic Centre. There are other considerable financial resources that safeguard the integrity of 
the Valley. 


The Valley complies with the need to file a NFP return with Canada Revenue and has plans in place to 
donate a substantial sum to an endeavour related to solving puzzles of the mind. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
This Valley has made great strides in its work to identify areas of needed improvement and in acting to 
address them. The institution of a Master Masons Night and the Degree Team are two results of this 
process and both were quite successful. The Master Masons event will be held every two years which 
makes sense for a Valley that confers degrees four through eighteen on a two year cycle. Other goals 
set include: 
- Convening a meeting with the last three classes of 18'" degree recipients to obtain feedback and 
determine ways of involving them in the work of the Valley 
- Appointing a “Dean” of every new class, to remain with the class through the two year cycle and 
mentor them regarding upcoming degrees, debriefing them afterwards and prepping them 
regarding their progress to the 32"4 degree 
- Scheduling educational meetings and special events with time now open on a two year cycle 
- Making plans for the resumption of normal activity, including some degree catch-up to get back 
on anormal degree schedule 
- The use of the new 8" degree video 
- Increasing the number of those receiving email communications to save postage and allow for a 
more timely delivery of news and information beyond that provided in the notices. 
- The development of a Valley specific webpage through the three Masonic District webpages 
within the Valley. This will require identifying members with the appropriate skill sets. 
- Revising By-laws utilizing the By-law template on the Scottish Rite website. 
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Deputies Checklist 

The Valley is aware of and now utilizes the tools listed on the checklist. One area where action was 
suggested is the opportunity to provide material for publication in either the Communique or the Clarion. 
Greater participation in the Provincial Deputies Bursary Programme is tailor made for short articles and 
an accompanying photo. 


Summary/ Ritual 

Although my Official Visit was cancelled due to the pandemic, | did attend the installation in January and 
noted that by and large the ritual was well done. There is a need for new blood in some offices and the 
future looks promising if retention of new members is improved as anticipated. Hopefully this will relieve 
the pressure on some who find the delivery of ritual from memory challenging. 


This is a very collegial Valley and the hospitality of its members is appreciated. Ill. Bro. Stephen Hannah, 
33°, Grand Secretary/Registrar has been very diligent in the performance of his duties throughout my 
years of association with the Valley, however, he did so under very trying circumstance of injury and 
illness this year. The Valley is blessed to have him in his present office. My appreciation is also extended 
to Ill. Bro. David Rogers, 32°, TPGM and Ill. Bro. Craig Alderson, 32°, MWS, and the Active and Past 
Active Members of Supreme Council, Ill. Bro. John Trousdale, 33°, and Ill. Bro. Donald R. Thornton, 33°, 
respectively, for their efforts on behalf of the Valley. 


Valley of Ottawa 


Membership 

Membership has declined slightly in all three bodies according to data supplied to Supreme Council. The 
declines include from 301 to 296 in the Ottawa Lodge of Perfection and from 372 to 365 in the Ottawa 
Consistory. The Murray Chapter of Rose Croix has apparently held its membership at 281. It should be 
noted that these numbers appear in the annual return and vary from those in the AF1. It is remarkable 
that there were no demits or suspensions during the past year according to the data supplied. Over the 
last year nine completed the Lodge of Perfection degrees, twelve completed the Chapter of Rose Croix 
degrees and seven completed the Consistory degrees. 


Communication 

The Executive Secretary reports he has contacted all members and that the number of those receiving 
notices by email, 50%, will not change. Playbills and the Valley Newsletter are still mailed to the 
membership. 


Communication between the Valley and the Supreme Council Office is described as good, as is the 
continuing communication with the Valley of Kingston regarding the annual conferral of a degree in 
Brockville. In addition, both of these Valleys sent representatives to attend the Master Masons Night in 
the Valley of Peterborough. Members of the Consistorie Phenix did attend in Ottawa to witness the 
conferral of the 31st and 32"¢ degrees. 


Rather than sending letters to Craft Lodges detailing what the Scottish Rite can do to assist them, one 
representative of the Valley is assigned to each Masonic district within the Valley's geographic 
jurisdiction. That representative attends all Official Visits of the DDGMs and makes announcements that 
cover the video resources the Rite can show, degree conferral assistance and educational presentations. 
These have been well received. There are formal back-up representatives in place to ensure that 
communication is maintained in the event that the primary representative is not available. 


The Active Member Ill. Bro. Ron Taylor, 33°, is one such representative. He also presents a letter 
including material relating to the Scottish Rite for the reference of Craft Masons. 


Fellowship 
The Valley continued to host brunches, a summer picnic for members of Supreme Council and a Fall 
dinner. 
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Candidate banquets arranged by the Valley have been altered to allow the candidates to choose their 
preferred site for these events. It is hoped that this will improve the turn-out. 


Finance 
The Grand Treasurer/Treasurer was unable to attend the business meeting teleconference due to 
employment duties associated with the pandemic. The AF return information provided subsequently to 
the maou revealed that: 
the report of the Auditors or Examiners and the Financial Statements were not presented for 
approval of the membership. This is likely the norm in this year of COVID-19 when our face-to 
face meetings have been cancelled and social distancing is the order of the day. | can state that 
the reliability of these documents has been consistent in the past. 
- neither the Financial Statements nor the Investment Trustees report were submitted with the AF 
returns 
- the Trust Fund has not been sufficient to meet the valuation requirements of Regulation 10.1 and 
following. The shortfall this year is listed as $241,457. However, this Valley relies on a large 
investment portfolio that generates sufficient income to allow the Valley to operate without 
diminishing that fund’s capital. No doubt all Valleys that rely on this type of revenue will be 
monitoring the economic impact of the pandemic on the capital amount of these funds and the 
income it can generate in the coming year. 
- the Five Year Forecast does predict an expected decrease in membership numbers in each year 
but without an intention to alter dues or initiation fees in any of those years. 
- the Valley has significant reserves and has been able to easily meet its financial obligations. It 
has filed a NFP return with the Canada Revenue Agency. 


Collaboration with Craft Lodges 

Please refer to remarks about Valley representatives attending Craft Lodges. The Valley did conduct a 
Master Masons Night event. It attracted approximately thirty Master Masons not members of the Rite. 
Unfortunately, tracking of those attending and whether or not they took action to become members was 
not done. The Valley is creating forms to improve tracking and the overall process of this event and in 
other areas of Valley activity. It was recognized that this is the type of activity that can be part of the 
Valley Improvement Plan. 


Valley Improvement Plan 

The Valley is to be congratulated for its dedication to documenting Valley initiatives and processes for 
improvement for several years. The prose document utilized served two purposes. It was descriptive of 
on-going process and also mentioned initiatives recently undertaken. 


| appreciate the Valley’s move to focus on improvement in the defined areas of Leadership, Membership, 
Communication and Education and Enlightenment by using the Action Register format for improvement 
that drives consideration of defined goals, how to attain them, who is responsible for working to achieve 
them, by what date and the status at any point in time the Valley leadership reviews the current action 
register/improvement plan and assesses the need to update it. 


It was concerning that the Active Member learned that some Valleys he consulted were unfamiliar with 
the concept of a Valley Improvement Plan or the resources available on the website to assist in preparing 
one. This pointed out two things; first, the Active Member is diligent in striving to learn and to seeking out 
information he believes will assist him and his Valley and secondly, that the fact that some Valleys are 
unaware of this planning, at this point in time, can lead to a concern by other Valleys that such a plan 
may not be necessary. This needs to be addressed by a clear recognition that operating according to the 
lowest common denominator of performance is not an option for Valleys that wish to exist and truly 
achieve growth and stability in every aspect of their activities. 


Continual improvement in the use of the tools listed on the Deputies checklist and more widespread 
knowledge of those tools and their application among the membership is essential if newly installed or 
invested leaders are able to “hit the ground running” with a plan to make their year of service meaningful 
to them and the brethren. 
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Summary 
This Valley’s greatest strength is its continual search for improvement and new ways of doing things. Its 


leadership group has met by teleconference to plan for a resumption of normal activities and to keep the 
Valley connected in the meantime. 


Ill. Bros. John Forster, 33°, and Sam Kalinowsky, 33°, will be working to increase the Valley’s 
participation in the Provincial Deputies Bursary Programme after a couple of years of absence. 


The pandemic aborted my intention to conduct Official Visits in all my assigned Valleys. | did attend the 
Official Visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander in January and noted that the ritual work was 
performed well and, as usual, the atmosphere among the brethren was warm and collegial. The remarks 
of the Sovereign Grand Commander at the banquet were well received and appreciated by the brethren. 


| appreciate the assistance of those who participated in the teleconference, the presiding officers and in 
particular, the Active Member Ill. Bro. Ron Taylor, 33°, and Ill. Bro. Jeff Christie, 33°, for their advice and 
assistance throughout the last year. 


Valley of Peterborough 


Membership 

A decline from 611 to 595 in membership was experienced by the Peterborough Lodge of Perfection 
between December 31, 2018 and December 31, 2019. Numbers for the same period in the Peterborough 
Chapter of Rose Croix went from 607 to 590. While new candidates offset those lost due to death, demits 
and suspensions continue to reduce membership. Many suspensions from the Rite occur on the loss of 
Craft Lodge membership. The Grand Secretary contacts those leaving about their circumstances and the 
need for possible assistance. 


Communications 

The Valley Office, the Membership Committee and other representatives have been contacting those 
who receive paper notices of meetings in an effort to convert them to email. This has been met with 
some success. The numbers of those receiving emailed notices are in a state of flux at the moment but 
220 has been mentioned as the ballpark figure pending an update on recent efforts. The effort to convert 
members has been a concerted one and those “working the lines” are to be congratulated. 


Inter-Valley communication occurs through participation in golf tournaments which usually involves 
brethren from Hamilton, Toronto, Barrie and North Bay. The link with Barrie is very strong, given that we 
have a number of brethren who belong to the Barrie Consistory and this Valley is a major contributor to 
the Barrie Learning Centre. Ill. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33°, is faithful in making the Barrie Newsletter, The 
Triangle, available to this Valley. 


Communication between the Valley Office and the Supreme Council Office is described as excellent. The 
staff in Hamilton were described as giving cheerful and prompt assistance and support. |, as a member 
of this Valley and one who has frequent contact with the SCO, can echo those comments. 


Communication within the Valley has expanded beyond the notice of meetings, primarily due to the 
efforts made to arrange for social/ fellowship events. These are often fundraisers that provide very good 
value for those attending. They have included a boat cruise, dinner theatre events, golf tournament 
participation, and a new summer BBQ event. These have been good for the brethren attending and good 
for the Valley in defraying the cost of rejuvenating the regalia, costumes and set property. More and 
more brethren benefit from the efforts of Ill. Bros. Moffat, 33°, Durant, 33°, and Fudge, 33°, regarding the 
golf tournament and from those of Ill. Bro. Parnell, 32°, regarding other items listed. Ill. Bro. Bill Lee, 32°, 
has organized what we hope will become a regular summer BBQ though this year, at the time of this 
writing, we await the departure of the pandemic and the arrival of summer. 


Ill. Bro. John Fraser, 32°, has been appointed as a co-ordinator of fundraising for the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation. This should introduce other initiatives to involve the brethren. 
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Collaboration with Craft Lodges 

The Valley’s degree team has been busy for a number of years conferring the 3 degree in Craft Lodges 
throughout its jurisdiction. Many of the brethren participate in these conferrals, under the direction of Ill. 
Bro. Tom Hull, 33°. The team has also had the opportunity to comprise the installing board for at least 
two recent installations. The incoming Worshipful Masters are both valued members of the Valley. New 
candidates have committed to Rite membership as a result of these activities. 


The Valley Office has sent correspondence to the Craft Lodges informing them of the ability to attend 
and present the “Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry” Power Point presentation, as well as other 
types of assistance. It was mentioned that many prefer to bring prospective candidates to attend the 
Master Masons Night than to have the Rite make presentations in an individual Lodge, however, the 
ability to do all these things points out the strength of the Valley and the Rite in being able to tailor an 
event to suit the varying needs of lodges. The Chair of the Membership Committee routinely 
communicates with Lodges whose regular meetings conflict with our Master Masons Night, offering to 
provide a similar presentation in their lodge on request. 


Arrangements have been made to collect all presently outstanding directories of Lodges and their officer 
contact information. 


Finances 

The Valley has seen a recent change in the office of Grand Treasurer/Treasurer, from Ill. Bro. Russ 
Palin, 33°, to Ill. Bro. John Scott, 32°. Ill. Bro. Palin has done yeoman’s service over several years in 
organizing the financial records of the Valley and in making regular, informative reports to the 
membership. His efforts on behalf of the Valley were considerable, particularly given that at the same 
time he was engaged in a very busy legal practice. The Valley is much better off as a result of his efforts. 


There have been recent changes in the financial management of the Valley that will benefit its long term 
health. The need to maximize the return on invested trust/investment funds has been brought into focus 
by an expected diminution of those funds over the next five years. The Trustees attend to this issue. The 
Finance Committee has determined that an increase in dues and commuted dues is necessary to 
address fiscal needs now and in the future. Concern was expressed by the committee that it might be 
time for the valuation chart utilized in Regulation 10.2 and 10.3 of the Statutes and Regulations to be 
reviewed. The committee believes the cost of commuted dues for life needs to increase dramatically from 
the present increase to $650 if fund integrity is to be maintained. For the moment the Valley has 
considerable invested funds and the fund is in a surplus position but continued transfers to the general 
account to assist in operations is having a diminishing effect. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
The presiding officers of both bodies have met early on in their terms and, in conjunction with their 


officers and others, have developed a plan for improvement that follows the structure and action register 
recommended by Supreme Council. Progress has been made in addressing administrative and financial 
issues and both presiding officers are aware of the activities of their committees. They have used 
teleconferencing and related means to carry on business during this period of cancelled meetings to 
ready the Valley to resume operations at the first opportunity. 


Deputies Checklist 
The Valley is familiar with and utilizes all available tools listed on the checklist. The Valley makes 


extensive use of the brochures relating to both Supreme Council and Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation. They are made available to the brethren at each meeting, to the candidates attending the 
Master Masons Night and to each Craft Lodge for display purposes. 


The Valley has more than one Valley banner for use at Rite meetings and remotely in Craft Lodges as 
part of presentations relating to the Rite. 


Documentation regarding the 14'" degree ring and the membership jewel is being prepared for inclusion 
in candidate information packages. The Grand Secretary has obtained a colour printer so that hard 
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copies of website resources can be produced for use at reunions and Valley events. 


Summary 
A highlight of the past year was the attendance of Ill. Bro. Robert S. Whitmore, 33°, Sovereign Grand 


Commander, on his Official Visit. | regret sincerely my inability to attend that event and reunion but all 
reports were quite positive. Ill. Bro. Scott Drummond, 32°, Most Wise Sovereign and his officers are to be 
congratulated on their efforts to make the visit a success, as noted by both the Sovereign Grand 
Commander and the Grand Secretary-General. We were also graced with the attendance of the 
Lieutenant Grand Commander, Ill. Bro. David Bennett, 33°. He, along with Ill. Bro. Terry McLean, 33°, 
are regular attenders in the Valley and it is much appreciated. 


The Valley has a number of talented brethren committed to its welfare and ready to work in concert 
towards its improvement.

Communication 
Meeting notices are sent out via Canada Post to those members who have not signed up for electronic 
version. Notices regarding events (deaths etc.) are sent out as necessary via email. 


Leadership 
There is a Valley Executive Committee in place that meets twice a year (May and October) that oversees 


the Valley and makes sure that planning is on schedule for upcoming large events, like reunions. Officers 
have a1 year term, while Executive Committee Chair is in for 2 years and the Executive Secretary for 5 
years, for continuity. The officer line-up is one of the areas that the Executive Committee makes sure that 
things are on track. Nominations for future HIG are done by all the HIG’s when called on by the Chair. 


The Valley has a degree director in place for the 14 degree and another for the 18" degree. They have 
a number of practices to ensure that the officers are well prepared for their part. 


They have been successful in recruiting new degree directors for the 9", 11%, and 13" degree; which will 
enable them to perform all the degrees from the 4" to the 18". They have revised their degree schedule 
to allow more degrees in the fall and eliminating the Saturday degrees, which has resulted in a better 
attendance for the degrees.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 


It is my pleasure to present this report on the state of Scottish Rite in the Valleys of Barrie, Guelph, North 
Bay, Sault Ste. Marie, and Sudbury. 
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Valley of Barrie 


My Official Visit to the Valley of Barrie was held on February 29, 2020 at their Lodge of Perfection 
Reunion. Due to unforeseen circumstances, the meeting with the Valley Leadership Team did not occur 
until April 14‘ via teleconference. My personal thanks goes to Valley Secretary Ill. Bro. James Anderson 
33°, Valley Treasurer Ill. Bro. Sid Woods 33°, the Presiding Officers, all those who participated in the 
conference call, and Active Member Ill. Bro. John E. Harrison, 33°, for their diligence and assistance. My 
report on this Valley is as follows. 


Membership 
The Valley of Barrie encompasses a very wide geographic area and is an active and vibrant Valley. 


Membership continues to decline with a 2019 year end total of 1202 in the Lodge of Perfection (-42), 
1128 in Rose Croix (-35), and 1384 (-61) in the Consistory. 


This decline in membership is an obvious source of concern within the Valley and they have 
implemented measures to attempt to address this issue. The unprecedented events this spring with the 
COVID-19 pandemic has obviously impacted their ability to proceed with those membership measures. 


Communications 

This Valley makes use of various forms of communication. In addition to the Notice, a Valley newsletter 
is published twice a year; the Valley operates a very informative website; there is a Valley Facebook 
page; notifications are sent to the membership via ‘Jimbits’; and the Active members provide periodic 
reports on Valley activities. 


Electronic delivery is utilized whenever possible, with 847 members receiving Notices and information in 
this manner. 


Correspondence from other Valleys and Supreme Council is made available to the membership. 
Regular communication is carried on with the Supreme Council office in a very timely manner. 


Leadership 
The Valley has a strong core of very dedicated leaders and a strong group of officers. The Trustees 


provide much of the direction and planning of special events and programs, and there is considerable 
support from the Valley HIGs. 


Officers in this Valley serve a 1-year term of office. 


Education & Enlightenment 
The Valley of Barrie is a strong proponent of Education & Enlightenment and has a dedicated Education 
Committee in place. 


Educational information is provided at all Valley meetings and events; the pre and post degree 
explanations have been presented in the past; playbills are provided at every Reunion; and the Welcome 
to Scottish Rite Freemasonry power point presentation has been utilized on a couple of occasions. 


Fellowship 
Valley fellowship activities include an annual pig and corn roast — now in its 24" year — and three Scottish 
Rite Clubs in Victoria District, Muskoka and Barrie. All of these fellowship events enjoy strong support. 


Uniqueness 

There are many programs, initiatives and activities either unique to this Valley, or which have originated 
here. The aforementioned pig roast is a dedicated fundraiser for the props & regalia departments; an 
officers planning committee is in place utilizing a three year forward planning model; the position of a 
Reunion Manager was created in an effort to ensure the reunions operate smoothly and on time; a 
Membership Engagement Committee is in place which maintains contact with candidates; a Membership 
Marketing Team has been introduced to oversee efforts to attract new members and raise awareness

about Scottish Rite; all candidates are presented with the Scottish Rite Membership Jewel upon 
receiving their 14" Degree; a new state-of-the-art projection system has been installed in the Greer 
Room; a committee has been formed to oversee the creation of a Scottish Rite Library on site; and 
extensive renovations are planned to allow for the expansion of the Learning Centre. 


In addition, the Valley sponsors the Barrie Chapter of DeMolay. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 
Craft Lodge initiatives include: ‘An Introduction to Scottish Rite’ Master Mason event (which unfortunately 
had to be cancelled this spring) and a total of 5 Craft Lodge 3’ Degree Teams around the jurisdiction. 


The Membership Marketing Team plans to maintain regular contact with craft lodges around the 
jurisdiction. 


Financial Health 
Despite the very volatile climate at the current time, the Valley remains stable financially. Interest from 
investments is utilized as necessary to augment the general account. 


This is a commuted dues Valley which collects no annual dues. Therefore it is imperative that a 
sufficient number of candidates are initiated each year to maintain the financial viability of the Valley. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
The Valley has a detailed Improvement Plan summarized by Valley Secretary Jim Anderson in the form 


of an Action Register. This allows for a quick and detailed summary and review of all Valley initiatives. 


This Valley is constantly striving to find ways to enhance the Scottish Rite experience for its membership. 


Deputy Checklist 
Finally, the Provincial Deputies Checklist was reviewed. Making use of the tools available, in particular 


the information available on the Supreme Council and Valley websites, was discussed and reinforced. 


Comments and Observations 
With the exception of declining membership numbers, this Valley enjoys strong leadership and has very 
few outstanding issues or concerns. 


There was considerable discussion on utilizing the beafreemason.org program created by the AASR 
NMJ, and which has been adopted for use by several Grand Lodges in Canada. Various ideas were 
presented and discussed on making use of this initiative to specifically promote Scottish Rite in the 
Valley of Barrie. 


The Valley recently updated their By-laws using the new template from Supreme Council. 


In summary, | am obviously very familiar with the Valley of Barrie. The Valley enjoys strong leadership 
from the HIGs and Officers, as well as a very active membership base. 


Valley of Guelph 


My Official Visit to the Valley of Guelph was scheduled for their Installation Ceremonies in May, but this 
was cancelled due to the COVID-19 situation. Instead, | met via teleconference with the Valley 
Leadership Team on April 22, 2020. | would like to sincerely thank Valley Secretary Ill. Bro. John Jeffery, 
32°, Valley Treasurer Ill. Bro. Allan Simpson, 33°, Administrative Council Members Ill. Bro. Doug West, 
33° and Ill. Bro. Kyle Gibson, 32°, the Presiding Officers, the others who participated in the call; and in 
particular Active Members John E. Harrison and Jeffrey R. Dickson. My report on this Valley is as 
follows. 


Membership 
Current membership in the Valley is 366 in the Lodge of Perfection (an increase of 13 members) and 319 


in the Chapter of Rose Croix (a decrease of 15 members). 
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The Valley has undertaken several initiatives to attract members and provides a ‘Welcome Package’ to 
all candidates. 


Communications 
Communication with Valley membership, the Deputy and Supreme Council has improved, and thanks 
goes to Grand Secretary John Jeffery. 


Electronic delivery of Notices and information is utilized whenever possible, with approximately 200 
members receiving correspondence in this manner. The Valley is also planning to update and 
modernize the look of their Notices. 


Leadership 
The Valley has an Administrative Council which is responsible for the planning of Valley activities and 


initiatives. This Council consists of a Chair and Vice-Chair along with the Presiding Officers, the Active 
Member, the Grand Secretary/Registrar, and the Grand Treasurer. This Leadership Team is very 
engaged in attempting to implement various initiatives for the benefit of the Valley. 


Previous concerns regarding the long term commitment of officers has been addressed by the Council 
and in particular by the TPGM and MWS. The Valley is now looking at a stable officer progression for 
the foreseeable future. 


Officers in this Valley serve a 1-year term of office. 


Education & Enlightenment 
The Valley has implemented the use of several of the tools discussed last year. The Pre and Post 


Degree Explanations are being delivered by some Degree Directors and the Valley is utilizing the 
Playbills. 


The benefit of the Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry presentation as a recruitment tool was again 
discussed. 


The Valley will also look at obtaining a Scottish Rite pull-up banner. 


In addition, the Leadership Team was encouraged to make their membership aware of the content 
available on the website of Supreme Council. 


Fellowship 
Valley fellowship activities have obviously been non-existent due to the current situation, but the regular 


events are still planned for future years: a summer BBQ; social time following all of their meetings; anda 
33 Ladies night each year. All of these events are well received. 


Uniqueness 
These events also add to the uniqueness of the Valley of Guelph. The extremely large geographic area 


of the Valley is also unique, and does present some challenges due to distance. 


The Valley has most of their events and reunions in the fall of the year, so scheduling visits to craft 
lodges and/or other new initiatives probably will need to be held in the spring months. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 

Although the Valley does not currently host a Master Mason event or any Craft Lodge Degree Teams, 
there has been interest expressed by a member of the Valley to form a degree team in the Waterloo 
area. 


The value of the Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry presentation was again suggested as a tool to 
spread the word about Scottish Rite. 


Financial Health 
The Valley is in a stable financial situation at the current time. This is an annual dues Valley. 
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Valley Improvement Plan 
Although the Valley of Guelph does not currently have a formal Valley Improvement Plan, they have 
worked hard over the past few years at various improvements — and those efforts are noticeable. 


We did discuss the benefits of a formal 5-year plan, but their informal efforts at improvement have been 
very successful. 


Deputy Checklist 
The Provincial Deputies Checklist was reviewed. Making use of the tools available, in particular the 
information available on the Supreme Council website, was emphasized. 


Comments and Observations 
The Leadership Team is to be commended for their efforts in implementing new programs and initiatives, 
and in making numerous improvements in an attempt to strengthen the Valley. 


The meeting had an open and varied dialogue on all topics, and the consensus seemed to be that 
discussions such as these — either with the Deputy or just the Valley Leadership Team — are very 
beneficial. It is an opportunity to discuss many different ideas on strategies to assist the Valley. 


In summary, while all concerned would have much preferred to be meeting face to face, the 
teleconference method actually works quite well. There is a strong core of dedicated leaders in the 
Valley of Guelph who are working hard for their membership. 


In addition, the presence of Active Member Jeff Dickson certainly assists with all aspects of the Valley. 


In conclusion, | was very pleased to see the progress that has been made over the course of the last 
year. As evidenced by the increase in membership in the Lodge of Perfection, the potential is there for 
this Valley to continue to grow and flourish. 


Valley of North Bay 


My Official Visit to the Valley of North Bay was scheduled in conjunction with the SGC’s Official Visit to 
their Lodge of Perfection Reunion in May. This was cancelled due to the COVID-19 situation. Instead, | 
met via teleconference with the Valley Leadership Team on April 16, 2020. My thanks to Valley 
Secretary Ill. Bro. Michael Millard, 32°, Valley Treasurer Ill. Bro. Jake Lacourse, 33°, Valley HIGs Ill. 
Bros. Gordon McKay, Burton Parks and Rene Carlson, and LGC David A. Bennett for their participation 
and support. My report on this Valley is as follows. 


Membership 

The Valley of North Bay continues to work towards cleaning up their database — specifically ‘lost’ 
members. Much progress has been made and the end result is very little change in membership 
numbers this year. Current membership sits at 475 (-7) in the Lodge of Perfection and 615 (no change) 
in the Chapter of Rose Croix. 


Although the cancellation of the Lodge of Perfection Reunion will no doubt negatively impact 
membership numbers next year, the Leadership Team is hopeful that with the various programs and 
initiatives in place there could be an increase in membership in the coming years. 


Communications 
This Valley does an excellent job of communicating with their membership, other Valleys, and Supreme 
Council. They currently have 250 members receiving communications electronically. 


Leadership 


The Valley has an Executive Team which meets regularly and oversees the operation of the Valley. This 
leadership team is active and engaged in Valley activities. 
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The Valley is considering creating the position of Reunion Coordinator to oversee their reunions. The 
Leadership Team also recognizes the need to engage more individuals in the degrees — particularly the 
major roles. Too few have been doing too many parts. 


Officers in this Valley serve a 1-year term of office. 


Education & Enlightenment 
Although the Valley does not have a formal Education Committee, they do make excellent use of the 


tools and material available through Supreme Council, including the Pre and Post Degree Explanations 
and Playbills for all degrees. 


Fellowship 

Valley fellowship mostly revolves around the local 183 Club, which hosts numerous social events. This 
club is both unique and very active, with most of the Valley membership as active participants. The club 
promotes a strong level of fellowship. 


We discussed the idea of some type of social gathering separate from the 183 Club as a fundraiser for a 
specific purpose — ie: props & regalia. 


Uniqueness 
In addition to the 183 Club, the Valley utilizes make-up for all degrees to enhance the experience for 


those in attendance. A Valley photographer faithfully records all events. Although not necessarily 
unique, | would note that the Valley has an Organist — which greatly enhances the degrees. 


The Valley is also very proud to have the LGC as a member. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 

The Valley enjoys a very good relationship with Craft Lodges in their jurisdiction, and makes full use of 
Master Masons Nights, Craft Lodge Degree Teams, and the Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry 
presentation. All of these events are well received. 


The Valley has travelled to the Craft Lodge in Powassan with a degree team for 77 consecutive years —a 
tremendous milestone. 


Financial Health 
The Valley’s financial situation is actually growing due to donations and the fact that they do not need to 
draw any funds from their investments to assist in their day to day operations. 


They switched from commuted dues to annual dues in 2008, which seems to have had a positive impact. 


Ill. Bro. Jake Lacourse, 33°, has taken over the position of Treasurer and is working towards streamlining 
the financial reporting to Supreme Council. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
A Valley Improvement Plan was instituted several years ago, but has not been updated or reviewed. The 
benefits and possible format of the Improvement Plan were discussed. 


Deputy Checklist 
The Provincial Deputies Checklist was reviewed. The Valley of North Bay makes very good use of the 
tools available. 


Comments and Observations 

The Valley continues to work on an updated Valley History as well as a revision of their By-laws. In 
particular, it would be beneficial to the Valley to update the By-laws — a project being undertaken by Ill. 
Bro. Rene Carlson, 32°. 
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The Valley of North Bay has a very strong leadership team. With a sound financial situation and a stable 
membership base, they are in a very good position to succeed and flourish. The main concern is to 
involve additional people in the various degrees, something they are attempting to address. 


In summary, although it is unfortunate this meeting had to be conducted via teleconference, we were 
able to enjoy fruitful discussions on a variety of topics. It was certainly nice to connect with the 
Leadership Team, even if it was only by hearing their voices. | would also note that the Valley is very 
pleased to be presenting the SRCF Deputy Bursary Award for the very first time. 


Valley of Sault Ste. Marie 


The Official Visit to the Valley of Sault Ste. Marie actually took place as originally scheduled. | was able 
to meet with the Valley Leadership Team in person on March 6, 2020 and attended the Rose Croix 
Reunion on March 7, 2020. In attendance at the meeting were Valley Secretary Ill. Bro. Bruce Pearce, 
33°, TPGM Ill. Bro. Pat Gillespie, 32°, MWS Ill. Bro. David Dawe, 33°, Ill. Bro. Larry Weeks, 33°, and 
LGC Ill. Bro. David A. Bennett, 33°. | thank them for their support and diligence. My report for this Valley 
is as follows. 


Membership 
The Valley of Sault Ste. Marie encompasses a very wide geographic area which results in members and 


officers having to travel long distances to attend meetings and reunions. Membership currently stands at 
117, a loss of 6 members from the previous year. 


Communications 

The primary vehicle for Communications is via the Notice. The Valley makes use of electronic delivery 
whenever possible, and correspondence from other Valleys and Supreme Council is made available to 
the membership. Approximately 40% of their members receive information and Notices electronically. 


Leadership 
The Valley has a strong core of very dedicated leaders, but officer involvement and progression is often 


challenging — again due in no small part to the geographic considerations they face. We did discuss the 
possibility of officers serving two year terms versus the current one year term. 


Education & Enlightenment 
We had considerable discussion about the information and tools available on the Supreme Council 


website. In particular, | suggested the Leadership Team make themselves aware of the information 
available on the website and to encourage their members to do the same. We also spoke about building 
in some form of education into the reunion and to utilize tools such as the Pre and Post Degree 
Summaries and the Playbills. There is considerable down time following the conferral of the 15" Degree 
which might be a perfect time to schedule some type of education. 


Fellowship 
During the past year the Valley held one of their business meetings in Blind River rather than Sault Ste. 
Marie. This was well received and generated favourable feedback. 


Uniqueness 
Close ties remain between the Valleys of Sault Ste. Marie and Sudbury, with Sudbury bringing their 17" 


Degree Team to each Rose Croix Reunion. 


Given the large geographic area of the Valley, and the fact the meeting in Blind River was so well 
received, the Leadership Team expects to expand upon the idea of holding business meetings in 
different locations. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 
The Valley did form a degree team last year for a visit to a local craft lodge, but no other plans are in the 


works at the current time. The benefits of utilizing the Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry 
presentation were again discussed. 
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Financial Health 
The Valley remains stable financially, and uses the interest from investments to augment the general 
account. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
Although the Valley does not currently have a Valley Improvement Plan, discussion on the benefits of 


such a plan took place. In particular, it would allow the Valley to set specific goals and to plan ahead for 
special events. 


Deputy Checklist 
The Provincial Deputies Checklist was also reviewed with mostly positive results. Making use of the 


tools available and ideas for enhancing the experience for their membership were discussed. 


Comments and Observations 

The Valley of Sault Ste. Marie is very isolated, the nearest neighbouring Valley being a 4 hour drive 
away, but they have a very dedicated group of leaders and a great sense of fellowship. Maintaining 
membership levels is the main issue facing the Valley, making the use of the tools available from 
Supreme Council of prime importance. 


At the Rose Croix Reunion on March 7" the 15°, 17° and 18° were conferred and the 16° was 
communicated. It is obvious that the Valley has been working hard to improve upon the memorization 
and delivery of the ritual. This was very encouraging. 


In summary, | very much enjoy visiting the Valley of Sault Ste. Marie. They face some unique 
challenges, but they are financially healthy and have the potential to grow their membership numbers in 
the future by utilizing some of the ideas and tools discussed. 


Valley of Sudbury 


My Official Visit to the Valley of Sudbury was scheduled in conjunction with the SGC’s Official Visit to 
their Lodge of Perfection Reunion in April. This was cancelled due to the COVID-19 situation. Instead, | 
met via teleconference with the Valley Leadership Team on April 18, 2020. My thanks to TPGM Ill. Bro. 
Tom King, 32°, Valley Secretary Ill. Bro. Clive Stephenson, 33°, Valley Treasurer Ill. Bro. Gary Cayen, 
33°, Ill. Bro. Ryan Lipic, 32°, Ill. Bro. Rob Lipic, 32°, Ill. Bro. David Hodgins, 32°, Active Member Ill. Bro. 
John E. Harrison, 33°, and LGC Ill. Bro. David A. Bennett, 33°, for their participation in the 
teleconference. My report on this Valley is as follows. 


Membership 
The Valley of Sudbury is a strong Valley with a very engaged leadership team of HIGs and Officers. 


Their membership list has been reconciled with that on file in the Supreme Council office, and the 2019 
year-end total showed 251 members — and increase of 2 from the previous year. 


The Valley hosts a very successful Master Masons event, and attributes the stabilization of membership 
directly to that factor. 


Communications 
This Valley makes good use of the electronic delivery of information. In fact approximately 200 members 
receive Notices and information in this manner. 


Correspondence from other Valleys and Supreme Council is made available to the membership. 
Regular communication is carried on with the Supreme Council office in a very timely manner. 


Leadership 
The Valley has a strong core of very dedicated leaders and a strong group of officers. 
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The Valley Executive Meetings are held 5 or 6 times a year and are open to all members. These 
Executive Meetings are well attended. 


The planning of special events and fundraising initiatives are handled by special committees. 


Officers in this Valley serve a 1-year term of office. 


Education & Enlightenment 
Degree Playbills are provided for all degrees conferred at the Reunion and continue to be well received. 


The ‘Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry’ presentation is included as part of their Master Masons 
Event. 


The Valley Leadership Team was not familiar with the Pre and Post Degree Explanations created by the 
Education & Enlightenment Committee of Supreme Council, and a discussion took place regarding the 
benefits of using these at the Reunions. 


Fellowship 
Valley fellowship activities and social events include a ‘porketta’ pig roast and bingo as well as the 


making of sausages several times a year - which act as very successful fundraisers. 


Additional social activities include a Ladies Luncheon at a local restaurant on the Saturday afternoon of 
the reunion, and an informal dinner with spouses following the close of the reunion. All of these 
fellowship events enjoy strong support. 


In addition, the Valley has undertaken renovations in the Lodge building through fundraising events and 
donations. 


Uniqueness 

The Valley of Sudbury is very active in visiting other Valleys and conferring degrees — in particular in 
Sault Ste. Marie, North Bay and Barrie. Several members of the Valley are in the officer line-up in other 
Valleys as well. 


The social activities mentioned above also are unique to this Valley, and are very well received. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 
The primary Craft Lodge initiative utilized by this Valley is the Master Masons Night, which includes the 


presentation of the ‘Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry’ power point. 


The Valley does not utilize any Craft Lodge Degree Teams. The use of the Welcome to Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry presentation in Craft Lodges (upon invitation) was discussed as another tool to reach 
prospective members. 


Financial Health 
The Valley is in a stable financial situation at the current time. A couple of dedicated fundraisers assist 
greatly in maintaining this stability. 


The AF and AR Forms are submitted in a timely manner. The Valley recently switched from a commuted 
dues Valley to annual dues for new members. This has resulted in a new revenue stream which greatly 
benefits the day to day operation of the Valley. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
The Valley of Sudbury does not currently have a Valley Improvement Plan, and the benefits of such a 


plan were discussed. At the current time the planning of reunions, programs and events are handled by 
the special committees. 


The Valley is in possession of the Valley Improvement Plan from the Valley of Barrie, and it will be 
distributed to the Leadership Team for their consideration.

Deputy Checklist 
The Provincial Deputies Checklist was reviewed. Making use of the tools available, in particular the 


information available on the Supreme Council website, was discussed and reinforced. 


Comments and Observations 
The Senior Grand Warden mentioned the excellent guidance from the Valley HIGs and Supreme 
Council. 


The LGC congratulated the Valley on their active involvement in other Valleys, and the benefits of forging 
those important relationships. He also invited input for the Clarion/Communiqué regarding the activities 
of our members helping in the community during the current crisis. 


In summary, in my opinion this remains a strong and successful Valley. With a core group of very 
dedicated and hard working leaders, and the initiatives they have undertaken to engage their own 
membership and to attract new members, the Valley is well positioned to see their membership numbers 
rise in the coming years. 


While it is unfortunate that the Official Visit of the SGC, scheduled for this spring, had to be cancelled, it 
was nevertheless beneficial to connect with the Leadership Team via teleconference. 


Overall Observations 

It is particularly encouraging to note that membership in most of these Valleys has either stabilized or is 
increasing. The tools being provided by Supreme Council, and the efforts of the individual Valley 
Leadership Teams, are producing positive results. Membership growth in future years is a very real 
possibility and an attainable goal. 


It is also encouraging that all of these Valleys are in a stable financial situation at the current time. 
Again, the efforts of the Leadership Teams and the diligence of the Valley Treasurers play a critical role 
in the financial well-being of their respective Valleys. 


While the COVID-19 crisis has severally impacted our activities across Canada, in speaking and meeting 
with the Leadership Teams in each Valley, there is a very positive attitude regarding Scottish Rite. 
Having such engaged leaders in each of these Valleys can only make one feel optimistic about the 
future.

Membership 
London Lodge of Perfection 2019: 963 members 


2018: 992 members 
London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix 2019: 1000 members 
2018: 1035 members 


As is common with Valley membership across Canada, the Valley of London had a slight decrease. The 
Lodge of Perfection has initiated 9 new members for 2019 and the Chapter of Rose Croix has added 10 
new members in 2019. Itis interesting to note that up until 1989 the Lodge of Perfection (with the 
exception of 1987) the membership was growing each year. In 1990 there seemed to be a purging of the 
membership role and subsequent years have shown a decrease. Initiations have declined significantly 
since 2013, which had an average of 15 to 18 initiations per year. Since 2013 there has been an average 
of 6 initiations per year. 


Communications 

The communications to the membership continue to be very good in the Valley of London. The summons 
is mailed out 5 times per year in January, February, March (including April's summons), September and 
October (including November’s summons). Email covers approximately 25% of the membership and are 
sent to remind the membership of event reminders and important news. The Consistory Club newsletter 
Vox Pop is published annually in July. London Valley updates are distributed in both January and July. 
Notices, the semi-annual update publication, and Vox Pop are mailed to all Valley Secretaries. It was 
suggested that the Valley research methods of increasing the email penetration and try to improve the 
percentage. The ability to contact members with mass email would benefit the membership by adding 
reminders of meetings or dissemination of important news and events. 


Leadership 
The leadership of the London Valley meet in September for a business meeting to discuss concerns and 


plans for the Valley of London. Unfortunately, the attendance has declined severely in recent years. They 
continue to experience difficulty finding new officers. In 2019 there is one officer vacancy in the Lodge 
and two vacancies in the Chapter. The leadership team has identified areas of focus for the selection and 
progression of officers. Discussion with potential officers must include the duties from the beginning chair 
through to the presiding officer chair. The Valley leadership is cognizant of the need to search for and 
develop new officers. There is difficulty in involving members in the leadership roles of the Valley, and 
age and distance from the location of the meeting is cited for the reluctance of some brethren to get 
involved. 


The annual Valley business meeting allows the presiding officers an opportunity to report their year to the 
membership and for the incoming presiding officers to present their plans for the ensuing year. The 
leadership team is also looking for ways to recapture the attendance to the Honorary Inspectors General 
who do not attend or contribute as they used to. One way perhaps is to include them in mentoring 
officers and new candidates with a “buddy system”. 


The Most Wise Sovereign of the Chapter is developing new ways of communicating and education by 
the introduction of town hall discussion at the regular meetings of the Chapter. These will be an open 
forum discussion with a theme that is announced prior to the meeting. 
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Valley Fellowship 
There are many membership activities in the Valley of London. London Valley Consistory Club held their 


regular barbeque in August at the St. Thomas Elgin Masonic Centre. Also, in August the Valley holds its 
Golf Classic tournament with proceeds going to the SRCF Learning Centre in London. At the end of 
November there is a Family Christmas Gathering which consist of an evening of Christmas music, 
fellowship and refreshments. It coincides with Learning Centre Celebration of Achievements and a 
presentation of the Kingsmill Meritorious Service Award. This evening is open to all. In January the 
Lodge held an open Installation with friends and family with the Chapter conducting its installation one 
week later. Future social functions are in the planning stages with a Most Wise Sovereign BBQ, a scotch 
tasting event and interesting educational presentations. Advertising effectively will be key to the success 
of these events. 


Uniqueness of the Valley 
In 2002, a Learning Centre was launched as a pilot project, with a grand opening in the Masonic Temple 


in London, Ontario in September 2003. It began with six volunteer tutor trainees and six children. There 
are now eight other learning centres across Canada. 


The London Consistory Club loans medical equipment such as crutches, wheelchairs of all types, 
walkers, transfer benches and bath items, etc. free of charge. The Consistory Club gets together 4 times 
per week, with a different team each day. Monday and Wednesday are to clean, and repair returned 
equipment and Tuesday and Thursday are to distribute equipment and receive returns, usually 60 to 70 
pieces are distributed per day. 


Valley Connection and Supporting Craft Lodges 
Master Mason Nights, Craft Lodge Degree Teams, Scottish Rite presentations in craft lodges have been 


discussed but the Valley leadership team needs someone to chair the committee to plan such an event. 
The benefit of attaining new members would be realized by having a planned method of attracting new 
members. Recently the Supreme Council Power Point presentation was made in a craft lodge. 


The various degrees are conferred by different Masonic Districts that feed the London Valley and is a 
unique way of attaining and keeping members from distant parts of the Valley. The Valley is well 
represented at the Moore Sovereign Consistory by annually portraying the 29"" Degree. 


Financial Health 

The financial condition of the Valley of London is very good. From 2017 to 2018, the recent downturn in 
the stock market (at end of 2018) the investment income is down. The 2019-year end statement is not 
completed at this time. They are well in surplus in the Commuted Dues Fund as per Regulation 10. The 
trustees of the life-time membership commuted fund are not the Secretary, Registrar or Treasurers of the 
constituent bodies of London Valley. A separate bank account has been opened as of February 2020 for 
the Almoner’s Fund. 


State of Rite 

There is a growing concern in the Valley that the ability to attain new members, find new officers, and 
reinvigorate current membership should be the focus of their Valley plan. The Most Wise Sovereign, Ill. 
Bro. Steven T. Pocock, in his summons message remarked his theme will be membership participation 
and “give them a reason to attend”. The Chapter is developing educational and informative presentations 
for the business meetings that do not have degree work. As with many Valleys, the workload required to 
produce the many degrees is becoming more strenuous. The Lodge is very busy with 7 meetings plus 
Open Installation and a Reunion, the Chapter has their Reunion in the fall, Maundy Thursday, Easter 
Sunday and 5 other meetings in the fall and winter. With inclement weather and low attendance, the 
question is whether some meetings could be dropped with the added benefit of cost savings. The 
leadership is looking at ways to give value in their meetings and conserving the officer's strength by 
having fewer meetings. 


There has been awareness that as the membership reduces, there is a feeling that the Valley, in effect, 
is two separate entities. Although everyone is a member of the London Valley, some of the membership 
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may feel more of an affinity and work with either the lodge or the chapter, but not both. Further to that is 
the unspoken feeling that if you are, or were an officer of one of the constituent bodies, then you spend 
most of your time working in that body; ergo you are a “Lodge” member or a “Chapter” member. The 
leadership team has struck a committee to rethink this paradigm and to create a plan to unite and 
support both lodge and chapter equally and to develop one united Valley. 


Final Comments 

My Official Visit to the Valley of London was on February 24", 2019. | thank the Leadership team who 
participated in the business meeting prior to the Chapter meeting for a very informative discussion. The 
London Valley is a wonderful place to visit, | am always received warmly.

The Niagara Valley has had a slight decrease in membership from last year. However, they have added 
6 new members to the Lodge of Perfection and the Chapter of Rose Croix has added 5 new members to 
their membership list. They have also had 1 reinstatement. It is a comment on the current condition of 
Masonry in general that they have each had 7 demits in the Lodge and Chapter. 


Communications 

The Valley is still working diligently on increasing their membership email list by Ill. Bro. Terry Metcalf, 
32°. The main communication is by post. Separate summons for Lodge and Chapter are sent twice per 
year and for those who have email it is also sent so an electronic copy can be filed. In both cases, a very 
useful card (mail) or pdf (email) is sent with meeting dates and degree conferrals, along with executive 
meeting notices and Consistory dates for the upcoming year. There is also a spring and fall newsletter 
mailed to the membership. The Valley officers and members have logged into the Scottish Rite Supreme 
Council website and have also visited the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation website. They have also 
submitted articles to the Clarion in the past. 


Leadership 
The Valley of Niagara is developing a long-range plan by a core of dedicated Officers, HIG’s, past 


presiding officers, and an Active Member of Supreme Council. They continue to guide the administration 
of the Valley. There is a good mix in age and experience with all taking a very genuine interest in their 
Valley. They are concerned with the future of the Scottish Rite and their Valley. They have three 
executive meetings per year but are always at hand to discuss the requirements of the Valley as needed. 
Ill. Bro. Jerome Boucher, 33°, has been hired by the Anglican Diocese as a caretaker of the building 
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which works out well not only for the betterment of the church building, but also for the Scottish Rite 
Valley. He is a hardworking and valued member of the Niagara Valley. 


Valley Fellowship 
There are several recurring activities in the Niagara Valley. The Chapter of Rose Croix begins the 


Scottish Rite year with a dinner at their 15° meeting and Elgin Lodge of Perfection concludes the year 
with the 14° and dinner with guest speakers. At the 14° banquet in April 2019, guest speaker Dr. 
Rebecca MacPherson, PhD, Assistant Professor — Health Sciences at Brock University spoke on her 
research and development of relationships between metabolic diseases such as type 2 diabetes and 
Alzheimer’s disease. They also have a Ladies Night at the Skylon Restaurant in Niagara Falls which my 
wife Valerie and | have attended. This event has been gaining in popularity and is a wonderful venue. 
The Valley leadership is developing different activities to attract and focus on family values of the 
members. 


Uniqueness of the Valley 
The Niagara Valley made strong philanthropic commitments and established two scholarship funds 


which the Valley has made their last payment totalling $125,000 over five years to Brock University in St. 
Catharines and $50,000 to Niagara College in Welland. The Valley of Niagara (Elgin Lodge of Perfection 
and Niagara Chapter of Rose Croix) has “partnered” with Murton Lodge of Perfection, the Hamilton 
Chapter of Rose Croix and Moore Sovereign Consistory to establish and operate “The Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation Learning Centre for Hamilton” which is now fully functional. To financially support 
this initiative, the Niagara Valley has pledged the sum of $25,000.00 to the Centre to be paid over 5 
years. The Valley also reached their commitment to the three Shrine Clubs in the Peninsula; the Port 
Colborne Shrine Club; the Niagara Falls Shrine Club; and the St. Catharines Shrine Club to aid the 137 
Shrine members in their fund-raising efforts. Lately they have also supported a new Chapter of DeMolay 
established in the Niagara Peninsula. The Valley is to be commended on their ongoing charitable work in 
the community. Although the Valley is comparatively smaller in membership, they confer each degree 
from the 4" to the 18'" with a dedicated number of casts, directors and support teams. The officers of the 
Lodge of Perfection serve one-year terms and the Chapter of Rose Croix officers serve for two-year 
terms. There is discussion regarding the change of their By-laws to have the officers in the Chapter go to 
one-year terms versus two-year terms. This is currently being reviewed. 


Valley Connection and Supporting Craft Lodges 
The Niagara Valley has a Scottish Rite 3° Degree Team and a presentation they have developed for 


Craft Lodges and conferred a 3° Degree in February 2020. They will make a presentation based on their 
own program, while using tools from the Scottish Rite website. In the spring of 2020, they also plan to 
host another Master Mason Night portraying the drama of the 15°. The Master Mason Night was received 
well in April of 2019 and this was their first of this format and will now renew their efforts to advertise the 
event to a wider audience. The Valley continues to support Moore Sovereign Consistory by presenting 
the 25° with an all Niagara cast. This has been an on-going production for several years. The Niagara 
Valley also supports its neighbour in Hamilton by supplying cast members when called for help. 


Financial Health 

Thanks to the professional efforts of the Valley membership, the financial condition of the Valley is very 
strong. The Commuted Dues Fund is compliant with Regulation 10. All members joining either body pay 
commuted dues for life. 


State of the Rite 

The Scottish Rite Valley of Niagara moved from its former temple to Grace Anglican Church in St. 
Catharines two years ago and it has been very positive. The premises are very impressive and well 
maintained. The Lodge and Chapter are the only Masonic tenants in the church, and it is solely for 
Scottish Rite meetings. Discussion at the business meeting of my Official Visit saw the use of the Deputy 
Checklist, and many of the topics discussed are, or have been used by the Valley. The use of pre and 
post explanations of the degrees have enlightened the class members and 33° HIGs meet with the 
candidates. Prospective candidates are also informed of what is expected of them, and that it is crucial to 
attend each meeting. The Valley is also working on an officer progression program that has improved 
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continuity with the line. An Officer Support Committee has been introduced and job descriptions for each 
Officer role is in development. The officers are using the material supplied by Supreme Council regarding 
pre and post Degree explanations and have made extensive use of the Degree programs. As with many 
Valleys, manpower is becoming a major concern and the viability of producing every degree from the 4" 
to the 18" are becoming an onerous task. However, the enthusiasm and dedication to cultivate new 
members is still very evident. 


Final Comments 

My Official Visit to Niagara Valley was to the Niagara Chapter of Rose Croix on November 21°, 2019. 
This was the opening of the Chapter and the conferral of the 15° for the new class of 2019/2020. | was 
the guest speaker, and my presentation was based on current Supreme Council initiatives and the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. | received a gracious donation on behalf of the SRCF from the 
Valley. The Officers and members of this Valley are deservedly proud of the work they do, both Masonic 
and charitable, and it always my pleasure to visit them. Thank you to Ill. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33°, 
Grand Treasurer-General, for his ongoing work with his Valley and the guidance and time he gives to the 
Niagara Valley and to Supreme Council. | also especially thank Ill. Bro. Ron Muha, 33°, and Ill. Bro. Scott 
Maskell, 32°, MWS and Ill. Bro. Mark Grecco, 32°, TPGM who have been great support in assisting me 
to meet with the Valley and to prepare this report.

Communications 

The Valley of Toronto effectively continues to communicate with the membership in various ways. Of the 
nearly 1600 members, 890 are recorded with email addresses for both constituent bodies. Approximately 
730 Lodge of Perfection and 640 Rose Croix summonses are printed and mailed. The Valley website — 
Valleyoftoronto.com is an effective communication tool not only for Valley Brethren but also for other 
Valleys. 


The site is being continually improved and adds content of interest. There are a number of videos by 
previous speakers on the website and more will be posted over the coming months. Prior copies of the 
Valley Views newsletter are also available as a link on the home page. There is also a very effective 
calendar system that currently shows event dates to October 2021. The calendars can be downloaded 
and integrated into the Brother’s computer or mobile device for easy reference. 


The Toronto Valley Views newsletter is a very colourful and professional publication produced twice per 
year by editor Ill. Bro. Roger Tumminieri, 32°. The communication team send monthly reminders of 
meetings to the membership. Advisory Committee reports and minutes are sent 10 days before stated 
meetings. New members of the Valley are sent follow up emails or letters thanking them for joining and 
inviting them back to future meetings. The Valley “White Book” includes specific email lists for active 
members, HIG’s, degree directors, committees, etc. to have readily available contact membership silos 
for communication as needed. The Toronto Valley has a newly formed Contact Committee to keep in 
touch with the membership. 


Leadership 
The Valley of Toronto has a strong cadence of leadership with extensive involvement of Active and Past 


Active members of Supreme Council, Honorary Inspectors-General, and presiding officers. The officers 
of both bodies serve one-year terms. There are two Advisory Council meetings per year that encourage 
the HIG’s input and includes workshops and other activities. 
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The leadership of the Valley have a clear set of goals through their Action Register. The plan and who is 
assigned to the action with status and completion date is straightforward and simple. The objective or 
correction is defined and followed up by the leadership. Many valuable programs to encourage improved 
attendance at Supreme Council Sessions, Valley meetings and reunions have been developed. A 
Reunion Review committee is in place to offer critiques and corrections for degree work. A Valley 
membership survey is used to improve initiatives, communication, leadership, membership and 
Education & Enlightenment. They engage new members by having them participate in the work of the 
Rite which results in attracting new members to the Valley. 


Valley Fellowship 
In the months of January and May, the Toronto Valley holds a dinner and recognizes members with 


Masonic long-term service pin presentations. The Valley also supports two Scottish Rite Clubs; Toronto 
and Oshawa. The members of the Toronto Valley in the Oshawa Scottish Rite Club hold an annual 
Strawberry Festival in June and a Fall Harvest dinner in October. The Toronto Scottish Rite Club holds 
dinner meetings through the year and financially supports the 1001 Club Charitable Foundation. Plans 
for a “Craft Brewers” Pub Night with a Freemason band are currently being worked on. 


Uniqueness of the Valley 

The Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection and Toronto Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix use two different 
degree conferral formats. The Lodge of Perfection has monthly meetings from October to January and a 
spring reunion in May. The Chapter of Rose Croix have monthly meetings from February to Easter, with 
a reunion in November. This gives candidates an option to suit their time availability. 


The Thousand and One Club Charitable Trust was established in 1969 by Valley members to focus its 
charitable work by improving the lives of children. Donations received are directed to four registered 
charities supported by the Trust: the Canadian Institute of Reading Recovery; Toronto Foundation for 
Student Success; Thornhill United Church for a Children’s Breakfast Program and Sleeping Children 
around the World for funding bed kits. 


Valley Connection and Supporting Craft Lodges 
The Valley of Toronto has portrayed the 21‘ degree, as well as alternate year conferral of the well-known 


31S Degree drama at Moore Sovereign Consistory in Hamilton for many years. A Toronto cast assists in 
the conferral of the 17" Degree in Barrie. Barrie Valley is reciprocating by conferring the 12" degree in 
Toronto in December. The Valley members also support Peterborough and Hamilton annual golf 
tournaments. 


Toronto Valley’s Master Mason Night is a professional template to produce a well refined program for 
attracting Craft Masons to the Scottish Rite. It was noted that the number of Master Masons was lower 
this year, and the committee is looking for ways to improve or change the format to refresh the program. 
Contact with lodges are looking to be improved by reaffirming Scottish Rite Lodge Representatives 
interaction. It was suggested that after lodge meetings, during the hour of refreshment, announcements 
regarding special events at the Scottish Rite could be made. Some concerns about acquiring new 
petitions for membership were discussed, such as traffic congestion and cost of membership inhibiting 
new members. 


The next Craft Night is planned for Saturday, January 25'", 2020. This dedicated team has obtained over 
1600 members over the past 20 years and Valleys from across Canada have asked about their program. 
The Scottish Rite Valley also has representation in over 100 lodges in the Greater Toronto Masonic 
Districts and also places Scottish Rite information in their lodge summons. 


Financial Health 
The Valley is well guided by the Financial Committee and is in excellent financial order. They have a life 
membership system and is compliant with Regulation 10 - Commuted Dues Fund. 
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State of the Rite 

The Valley of Toronto is very capably administered by dedicated Scottish Rite Masons. Their Action 
Register points out to the Valley areas that need to be reviewed and improved. The Valley website is a 
very professional and effective way to communicate not only with their members but to the greater 
Scottish Rite of Canada community. The “business plan” and execution of the plan for the Valley is quite 
remarkable and is a good example of how the administration of a Valley could be conducted. We 
reviewed recent amendments to the Statutes and Regulations voted on at the teleconference of the 
Supreme Council Executive Session in September. In particular we reviewed the amendment to Art. 82 
Initial conferring of Degrees 4, 15 and 19 and the membership of a candidate. An excellent 10-page 
document was created by Ill. Bro.’s George Fairbairn, 33°, and John Militello, 33°, in June 2019 called 
Manual for Directors. | recommend Valley leadership across Canada to review and adapt this manual for 
their own use. It lays out responsibilities, needs and timing for Degree Directors to effectively execute 
their roles. 


Final Comments 

My Official Visit to the Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection was on October 8", 2019. | met with several of 
the Valley leadership team for discussion and an update from my last Official Visit in March. | was 
warmly welcomed, and | was the guest speaker at the Banquet before the Lodge opened and was 
pleased to address the new class of Candidates who were to receive their 4° Degree that evening. | was 
also presented with a gift in my name to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation which | greatly 
appreciated. The Degree work was well presented, and much valued by the members. Thank you to the 
cast, directors and stage crew for an excellent portrayal of the 4° and for ritual well done.

The Valley membership has dropped fractionally from last year, but this has been an exception to the 
rule of declining membership. The consensus of the Valley is that membership is realistically declining by 
2% per year, consistent with Grand Lodge membership. Their 20-Year long range plan is to attract five 
new members each year through various initiatives such as a Master Mason Night and fellowship 
activities. 


Communications 

Communication with the membership is comprised of a few methods: a mailed-out summons for Spring 
and Fall meetings that list all dates and events along with email reminders to the membership, and by 
Canada Post for those without email. These communications are very well done with reference to the 
nature of the degrees. Email comprises about 50% of the member population. The Degree Directors also 
are in telephone contact with cast members regarding rehearsals, etc. 
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As mentioned in the report of the 2019 Official Visit business meeting, the Woodstock Valley appreciates 
the communication with the Supreme Council Office in Hamilton. However, the leadership of the Valley 
desires more effective communication with the Grand Lodge concerning members that have passed to 
the G.L.A. so that the Valley records may reflect the actual membership. 


Leadership 
The Woodstock Valley’s Committee on Guidance and Improvement work very diligently to provide strong 


leadership. There is a core number of committed brethren and officers who direct the administration of 
the Valley very effectively. The committee assembled a team of Scottish Rite members and travelled to a 
craft lodge to present an evening of education in the form of a Master Mason Night last May 2019. 


The officers have one-year terms and many presiding officers will go through the line in both Lodge of 
Perfection and Rose Croix bodies. HIG nominations are mutually agreed upon by the current HIGs. The 
Valley leadership has developed and implemented a 20 Year Valley Plan that they hope will sustain the 
Valley membership until at least 2040. 


Valley Fellowship 
The emphasis for the Valley is placed on delivering meaningful and educational degree work versus 


social activity. Open Installations have been very well received with family in attendance to support the 
new officers. The Valley has social activities such as an annual Ladies night in October. The Valley now 
have an official greeter assigned for each meeting to welcome the Brethren. The use of members as 
liaisons and ambassadors also help keep in touch with older members who are not able to attend the 
meetings due to distance or infirmity. It is noted that with aging membership, it is more of a challenge to 
have members attend social events due to age or fixed income. 


Uniqueness of the Valley 
The Woodstock Valley, although having a smaller membership base, confers all the degrees from the 4" 


to the 18" inclusive. While this may not be unique, it is certainly admirable given the number of members 
performing several parts. However, with an aging membership, some degrees are not well attended, and 
the Valley may consider going to communication of the degree versus actual conferral. This is an 
evolving process. This spring, the Valley of Woodstock was chosen to present the video production of 
the 8°. It was generally well received, but the prevailing comment was that the members would prefer to 
see a live degree. In the case of lack of ritualists then the video presentation would be most welcomed 
and as time goes by and players are fewer it may become a viable source of degree conferral. 


Valley Connection and Supporting Craft Lodges 
The Scottish Rite members of Woodstock Valley continue to be the cornerstone of the membership of 


the Craft Lodges in the area. The intention is to rejuvenate the Scottish Rite Craft Degree Teams in 
keeping with the long-term plan of the Valley. There is some concern regarding the geographic location 
of Woodstock Valley between two large Valleys (London and Hamilton) and the concern that members 
have different venues to attract them. They are developing a way to reinforce their connection to area 
craft lodges. The plan being looked at is to identify craft lodges that are not well represented by Scottish 
Rite members and to focus on making Scottish Rite presentations in these lodges. 


Discussion was held regarding visitation of other Valleys, but it is determined that the pressures of their 
active members involved in other aspects of Masonry limits their time for Scottish Rite visitation. They 
are, however, fortunate to have Ill. Bro. Ron Findlater, 33°, who is the Moore Sovereign Consistory 
(Hamilton, ON.) representative as a Woodstock member. Ill. Bro. Findlater is responsible for the Valleys 
of Windsor and Kingston and will also be an ambassador for the Valley of Woodstock. They are also 
working harder to connect more frequently with craft lodges in their catchment area. 


Financial Health 

After reviewing the Valley financial statements and Annual Audit and Finance Reports the Valley appears 
to be in good financial condition. The membership is totally a Life Membership system, and they are 
comfortably in compliance with Regulation 10. They carefully invest and review their capital assets and 
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have calculated that they will be financially secure for twenty years given current and forecasted expense 
conditions. They are cognizant of keeping per capita costs low to ensure long term viability. There has 
been a concern expressed for many years regarding the complexity of the Supreme Council annual 
financial forms. They suggest that smaller Valleys should have shorter and more simplified reporting 
templates that require basic information. There is also some frustration of the lack of information sharing 
between Grand Lodge and Supreme Council as far as names of members passing to the G.L.A., 
suspended, or demitted brethren not being passed along to enable the Valley to revise their membership 
lists. 


State of Rite 

As in all Masonic organizations, decreasing membership is being experienced in Woodstock. The long- 
term plan for the Valley is: if it can stay the course regarding attracting new members, the key action is to 
develop strong leadership and administrative succession planning. Woodstock Valley is a great place to 
visit. The membership is warm and welcoming. | sincerely enjoyed watching the conferral of the 9° at my 
Official Visit and appreciate the hospitality extended to me. My visits to Woodstock are always a 
pleasure for me and | look forward to future meetings with the Brethren of Woodstock Valley.

| am pleased to report on the state of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valley of Montréal, for both 
English and French-speaking bodies, as well as in the Valley of Québec. 


Valley of Montreal 


Membership 
Hochelaga Lodge of Perfection 2018; 207 

2019; 191 (14 deaths, 9 withdrawals, 14 suspensions) 
La Loge de Perfection Fleurde Lys 2018; 127 

2019; 133 (1 death, 3 withdrawals, 8 suspensions) 


Data updates by Hochelaga uncovered 11 unreported deaths from past years. It is expected also, that 
suspensions will reduce substantially in 2020 as dues remittance by e-Transfers is being encouraged. 


Recruitment continues to be only by word of mouth, there is no formal initiative in place such as a Master 
Mason Night. However, the Valley gets good exposure at the annual Open House of the Grand Lodge of 
Quebec, A.F. & A.M., when certain members of the Rite, dressed in impressive and colourful costumes 
give guided tours of the lodge building and in particular the rooms used by the Rite. This generates 
much interest about the Rite among young masons which usually results in getting a few applications. 
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Communication 

The Valley makes use of electronic delivery of Notices and information dissemination. Communications 
from SC and adjacent Valleys is shared with the membership. Our French-speaking bodies have a more 
robust practice in place; they send out monthly notices, meeting agendas and minutes. 


Leadership 
The administrative affairs of the Valley are handled by the Executive Committee composed of the 


principal officers of all six bodies, the HIGs, Active and Past Active members of the Valley. Matters 
concerning rent, insurances, communications with SC and others, meeting schedules, maintenance and 
upkeep of furniture, equipment, props, regalia and paraphernalia, etc. is all handled by the executive 
committee. This arrangement has been in place and has worked well for many years, however, of late, 
the French-speaking bodies are starting to participate less and less, they consider the committee in its 
present form as being merely a permanent committee of the English bodies. Discussions are underway 
to try and redefine the role and membership of the Executive Committee. 


In general, the Valley officers serve a two-year term and, succession planning is done by approval of a 
slate of officers presented to the Executive Committee by the out-going principal officer of each body. 


Education and Enlightenment 
An ad hoc committee made recommendations last year on matters concerning Education, Retention and 


Scheduling. The committee composed of Ill. Bros. John Leide, 33°, Adrian Cretu, 32°, George 
Contaxakis, 32°, Jack Sorin, 32°, and Fayez Oustwani, 33°, as the chairman, identified three particular 
modules which could improve the progress and growth of new members, thereby improving retention. 
They are; excellence in degree work, improved masonic education and initiating social activity among the 
brethren. 


As part of the improved masonic education module a sub-committee composed of Ill. Bros. Kaled 
Almadini, 33°, Rami El Arja, 32°, and Fayez Oustwani, 33°, as chairman, developed a series of 
educational papers to be presented to each class. They plan to hold separate Education Nights for each 
body to recap all of the degrees, especially those which are only communicated. On an average, 5 to 10 
minutes would be spent on each degree and there would be a Q&A session. The first such education 
night for both French and English-speaking bodies was scheduled for March this year. 


Valley Fellowship 
There is no specific social event or special evening or activity that is designated to promote fellowship 


within the Valley. With the vast majority of the Brethren being actively involved in the social events and 
activities of their Craft Lodges, the Shrine and other Concordant Bodies, there appears to be little 
appetite for yet another similar event. Having said that, the current Commander in Chief of the 
Consistoire du Phénix, Ill. Bro. Adrian Cretu, 32°, last summer hosted a BBQ at his residence for the 
Brethren and spouses of that francophone body. The event was well attended and may become an 
annual function for the French-speaking bodies. 


Uniqueness 
The Valley of Montreal is unique in that we have six constituent bodies; three working in English and 


three in French. In general, the Valley functions well and, although there is cordiality and harmony, 
visitation between the two “sides” is less than robust. Once a year, however, Brethren from the two 
Chapters work together over Easter Ceremonies. The French-speaking bodies are presently engaged in 
re-writing their By-laws to better reflect their autonomy over matters concerning finances, charity and 
social events funding. 


Financial Health 

Generally, the financial health of the Valley is good. However, since 2016, the Valley has been reporting 
a deficit year after year. These successive deficits are a direct reflection of the high number of 
suspensions in each of those years, necessitating writing-off bad debts. The worst year was 2018, 
reporting a deficit of $12,875 with $10,459 in bad debts. The situation appears to have peaked; year 
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2019 recorded a deficit of $3,747 with $3,655 in bad debts. The high level of rent ($30,000 per year) has 
often been raised as a matter of concern; the Committee is intending to initiate renegotiations with the 
MFQ. As of January 2020, annual dues have gone up. 


Valley Improvement Plan 

Currently the Valley does not have in place a formal Valley Improvement Plan, however, implementation 
of the recommendations submitted by the Ad Hoc Committee described above under E&E form a strong 
nucleus for the start of one. 


Comments and Observations 

On October 28", 2019, the Valley received the Sovereign Grand Commander on his Official Visit and, | 
am personally grateful to him for making this trip, in part, to officially install me as the Provincial Deputy 
for Quebec. During that evening, the SGC had the opportunity to sit with the leadership of the Valley and 
have a good and meaningful discussion. He was received by the Hochelaga Lodge of Perfection with 
the pomp and ceremony due his high office. | am grateful to (M.W.) Ill. Bro. Marc David, 32°, GM of 
GLQ, who joined me in welcoming the SGC. 


On November 25", 2019 before the start of the Lodge of Perfection, | had the pleasure of presenting 
cheques to the two recipients of the SRCF Major Research Grants; Dr. Sophie Tremblay CHU Ste- 
Justine Research Centre received $40,000 as the second grant of a three year-award and, Dr. Arjun 
Krishnaswamy of the McGill University who also received $40,000 as the first grant of a three-year 
award. Both recipients expressed their profound gratitude to the SRCF and gave a brief outline of the 
particular research they are engaged in. 


On February 24", 2020, | was received by the Hochelaga Lodge of Perfection on my first official visit and, 
witnessed the conferral of the 14°. Due to a work-related commitment, the TPGM announced a few days 
earlier that he will be absent. Fortunately, Ill. Bro. Fayez Oustwani, 33°, stepped-in at short notice and 
with the assistance of the officers, took charge of a beautiful portrayal of the degree. 


On February 27", 2020, | was received by La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys on my first official visit to 
that lodge. The work of the evening was the conferral of the 14°, which the TPGM, Ill. Bro. Benoit 
Beneteau, 32°, handled with skill and efficiency.

Two applications have formally been received this year and the Lodge is awaiting two others. Attendance 
is usually low, 10 to 15 in attendance would be considered a large meeting. The two bodies of this 
Valley are originally English speaking, they are now gradually transitioning to French. Consequently, 
some older members feel a certain loss of identity and appear to be backing away. 


Communication 
The Valley makes efficient use of electronic delivery of Notices and information dissemination. 
Communications from SC and adjacent Valleys is shared with the membership. 


Leadership 
The administrative affairs of the Valley are handled by the Grand Secretary, the principal officers of the 


two bodies, with the guidance of at least one stalwart HIG. In general, the Valley officers serve two 
consecutive one-year terms and, succession planning is done by consensus and recommendation of 
current officers and senior members. Due to their small numbers, however, the Valley is finding it difficult 
to avoid an overlap of officers holding positions in the two bodies at the same time. 
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Uniqueness 
The Valley of Quebec is unique in that they are small in size and do not have a Consistory. They usually 


hold only four (4) meetings per year; a Joint Elections and Installations in January; a Business Meeting in 
April, a 4° in May (only if they have new candidates) and Easter Ceremonies. When they do have a new 
class of more than one, they may confer the 5°. For the rest of degree conferrals and communication, 
the candidates must travel to Montreal. The highlight for the Valley continues to be the Maundy Thursday 
celebrations with an elaborate observance of the mystic Feast of the Paschal Lamb. 


The Valley finances remain in good health, although there is some concern over outstanding dues. 


Comments and Observations 

| am grateful to the Grand Secretary, Ill. Gilles Chiniara, 33°, for presenting cheques on my behalf to the 
two recipients of the SRCF Major Research Grants; Dr. David Gosselin of the Université Laval, who 
received $40,000 as the first of a three-year award and, Dr. Ayman EIAli, also of the Université Laval 
who received $35,000 as the third and final year of funding from SRCF. 


The Sovereign Grand Commander’s Official Visit to the Valley, to take-in the Maundy Thursday 
Ceremony this April was cancelled due to the lockdown. Hopefully, his visit would happen next year. 


| wish to extend a special thank you to Ill. Bros. Gilles Chiniara, 33°, Paul Arturi, 33°, Richard Robert, 
32°, and, Erik Ploudre, 32°, for joining me in a tele-conference to discuss the health and concerns of the 
Valley of Quebec. | look forward to visiting with them as soon as the current situation will improve.

Report of the Deputy for 
SASKATCHEWAN 
(William C. Fitzsimmons) 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 


It is my pleasure to report on the condition and activities of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys 
under my Jurisdiction, namely Saskatoon and Regina. 


Along with official visits to each Valley, | made fraternal visits for Reunions, Installation, Christmas 
Celebrations, and Degree Team visits to Craft Lodges. 


Valley of Saskatoon 
The Valley of Saskatoon consists of The Saskatoon Lodge of Perfection with113 members, consisting of 


7 new members, 0 restorations, 7 deaths, 4 withdrawals, and 11 suspensions, with a total loss of 15 
members over last year. The Saskatoon Chapter of Rose Croix has 114 members, consisting of 7 new 
members, 0 restorations, 7 deaths, 4 withdrawal, and 10 suspensions, for an overall loss of 14 members 
over last year. The Saskatoon Consistory has 116 members, consisting of 7 initiations, 0 restorations, 7 
deaths, 4 withdrawals, 0 restorations, and 8 suspensions, for a total loss of 12 members over last year. 


Communication 

Regular Lodge Notices are sent out to cover a two month time span. Most of our notices are now sent 
out by email. Those wishing hard copies receive them. Special notices are sent by email or regular mail 
for Reunions. We only confer degrees at Reunions in February (Perfection), Easter (Rose Croix), and 
October (Consistory). Email notices are sent out as reminders for executive meetings, practices, or any 
special meetings as required. 
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Leadership 
At our installation, Jan. 4", 2020, we installed a new Secretary, Ill. Bro. Tim Halstead, 32°. He has proven 


to be an excellent choice, and very diligent in his duties. Our former Secretary, Ill. Bro. Graham Snell, 
32°, also did an excellent job, but due to work and family commitments he asked to be relieved. 
Consequently, a media release on May 15" announced that Graham will be President of the greater 
Saskatoon Chamber of Commerce in 2022. Graham of course is a 33" elect for our 2020 Supreme 
Council Session. Most of our Honorary Inspector-Generals take an active role in the degree work as 
participants and Directors. They are hardworking, and provide both leadership and mentoring roles. 


Valley Fellowship 
At the Consistory Reunions, Regina members come to Saskatoon to assist with the Tents and 


Standards. Likewise, Saskatoon members go to Regina and assist with the work in their 32"¢ Degree. In 
the past few years Regina has requested the Saskatoon 24" Degree travelling team to go and portray 
the 24'" Degree. 


Uniqueness of Valley 
The Saskatoon Valley has a high percentage of younger thirty-thirds. As long as | have been Deputy, | 


have tried to elevate a younger member, and then a more mature member. The ritual work is very good, 
but we are lacking in social activities. 


In January, we usually had an installation banquet in the evening, which follows the installation of officers 
in the afternoon. The ladies were invited, as well as the fraternal ladies. Last year we decided to hold the 
Banquet in October to coincide with the visit of our Sovereign Grand Commander. This change of date 
proved to be quite successful, as we got more Fraternal Ladies out, because the weather was so much 
better, and they didn’t have to worry about falling on the ice. The Fraternal Ladies were all introduced, 
given all courtesies, and presented with a small gift as a token of our appreciation for their attendance. 
This has proven to be a very successful evening, but that is all we do. We need to do more. 


This year, we held our ladies banquet again to coincide with the visit of our Sovereign Grand 
Commander in November. Again, a wonderful banquet was held with our ladies and the fraternal ladies 
in attendance. | don’t think the Sovereign Grand Commander will forget this night, as he met every man 
and woman, and shook every hand in the house. 


We also have a bar-b-que in May, the last meeting before our summer break, and then we will have 
another bar-b-que in September to start the fall season. These were both loonie burgers, and two dollar 
refreshments. Both of these events turned out to be very popular and well attended, so we will continue 
them. It has been suggested that we have the ladies attend, and | am thinking we will make that happen. 


As we were unable to hold meetings before Easter due to COVID-19 one of the brethren took our 
membership phone list and divided it into sections of twenty members to call. Eleven brethren 
volunteered to make the phone calls. This was extremely well received. A bonus was some of the 
brethren who were not regular attenders, elderly or lived out of town, but still pay their dues, very much 
enjoyed the personal contact.

Valley's Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 
The Valley of Saskatoon has a Second Degree Team, which confers the Second Degree in full costume. 


They portray this Degree in and around Saskatoon. Many of the members of this Degree Team are 
younger members who do excellent work. This has a lasting impression on the members of those 
Lodges who are not members of the Scottish Rite. It also helps that many of our Scottish Rite members 
are regular attenders of their own craft Lodges, including five Past Grand Masters. This year our 
Treasurer, Ill. Bro. Gord Davy, 33°, initiated both his sons in his Lodge. The Scottish Rite Second Degree 
Team portrayed the second degree for Gord and his sons. What a fabulous night! 
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Financial Health 
The Auditors Report indicates that this Valley is in a good financial position, and | know that our new 
Secretary and Treasurer are fully competent, and will do an excellent job. 


General 

The Valley of Saskatoon is an excellent place to visit. The environment in the room is warm and friendly. 
The more mature brethren are willing to give the younger ones a chance, even to make mistakes, and 
learn by them so they improve. As stated earlier, the thirty-thirds are hardworking and co-operative. This 
positive attitude has done, and will continue to serve the Valley of Saskatoon well. 


Valley of Regina 


Membership 
The Regina Lodge of Perfection consists of 274 members, with 7 initiates, 19 deaths, 2 withdrawals, 2 


suspensions, and 0 restorations, for an overall loss over last year of 16 members. The Regina Chapter of 
Rose Croix has 241 members, including 6 initiates, 19 deaths, 2 withdrawals, and 0 restorations, for a 
total loss of 17 members over last year. The Saskatchewan Consistory has 250 members, including 7 
initiates, 19 deaths, 2 withdrawals, and 0 restorations, for an overall loss of 16 members over last year. 


Communication 

The major form of communication is through monthly notices, again mostly email with some mail outs for 
those who don't have computers. The Regina Valley, like Saskatoon, portrays degrees at Reunions three 
times a year, fall, Easter and spring. Reunion notices are complete with cast members, officers, and of 
course, candidates. 


Leadership 
Although there is very little overlap of officers in the three bodies, there is difficulty at times in getting 


those officers to commit. Of course, there are very experienced Actives and Past Actives in this Valley, 
as well as hardworking H.1.G.s. 


Valley Fellowship 

On the Saturday of the Perfection and Consistory unions, a sumptuous lunch is held for the members in 

the lower hall of the Masonic Temple. In late November, a Christmas dinner and fraternal ladies night is 

held. This is a wonderful occasion, full of goodwill, good food, fellowship and some degree of excitement 
over the approaching Christmas Season. The turnout for this occasion has been excellent. 


Uniqueness of Valley 
As mentioned previously, Saskatoon and Regina visit back and forth and help each other in the portrayal 


of the work. This provides an opportunity for goodwill and fellowship which both Valleys enjoy. Due to 
COVID-19 restrictions Regina Valley instituted a Zoom social get together for all members. Again, this 
was very successful. It was done again, successfully in which SGC and LGC were invited to attend, 
which they did.

On March 13, 2020 Freemasonry in Canada, particularly the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite and the Valley of Hamilton lost one of its most 
respected members in the person of Allard B. Loopstra, 33°, Grand Chancellor 
of Supreme Council. After a valiant fight, Ill. Bro. Loopstra passed away 
peacefully of leukemia. He was born in Den Haag, The Netherlands in 1946. 
In 1951, his family emigrated to Canada. Allard’s father, Wilhelm Loopstra, 
was a minister with the Reformed Church. Allard would sometimes refer to 
himself as a “PK” — Preacher's Kid. 


Allard was initiated into Temple Lodge No. 324 in Hamilton on March 8, 1977 
and was raised to the sublime degree of a Master Mason on May 27, 1977. He 
served Temple Lodge as its Worshipful Master in 1987. He served the Grand 
Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario as Grand Director of Ceremonies 
in 1992. Notwithstanding rules regarding improper solicitation, there was a 
certain inevitability with respect to Allard’s becoming a Mason. His late father- 
in-law, Howard Cox, was a longtime, very active member of both Temple Lodge and the Scottish Rite. 





Allard joined Murton Lodge of Perfection on May 2, 1978, the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix 
on April 12, 1979 and Moore Sovereign Consistory on November 10, 1979. He served Moore Sovereign 
Consistory as Commander-in-Chief in 1996 and 1997. Allard served as Chairman of the Supreme Council 
Sessions in Hamilton in 1993. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General on September 10, 1992 
at the Annual Sessions of Supreme Council in Saskatoon and was crowned a Sovereign Grand-Inspector 
General on September 16, 2000 at the Annual Sessions in Winnipeg. He was elected Grand Chancellor 
of Supreme Council in 2002, an office which he held until the time of his death. Allard served the Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation as President twice from 2008 to 2012 and again in 2014 and 2015. Allard 
joined the Royal Order of Scotland in 2001. He was Senior Grand Warden at the time of his death. 


One of the roles that Ill. Bro. Loopstra will be best remembered for is delivering the Final Charge to the 
Candidates in the Thirty-Third Degree. He last delivered this charge at the Annual Session of Supreme 
Council in London in 2018. Allard faithfully performed many roles in many degrees over the years. One 
role he is best remembered for is Sir Guerin de Montague in the Twenty-Seventh Degree which he last 
performed in November of 2018. 


Allard was educated in Hamilton and graduated from Mohawk College in 1970 with an Honours Diploma 
in Business Administration. Subsequent to graduation, he took numerous extension courses in Economics, 
Finance and Business. Allard held senior management positions in the paper, steel and waste 
management industries with such firms as Kimberly Clark, Slater Steels, Capital Environmental Resource 
and Veolia Environmental Services. 


In 1970, Allard married Margaret Cox. They have two daughters, Patricia and Catharine. Allard and 
Margaret are long time members of the United Church of Canada. At the time of his death, he was a 
member of Marshall Memorial United Church in Ancaster Ontario.

But as busy as Ill. Bro. Hutchinson might seem to be in his craft and Scottish Rite duties, he was even 
more involved in the York Rite bodies. He joined Corinthian Chapter, No. 36, Peterborough, in May of 1979 
and served as First Principle in 1986. His involvement in other York Rite bodies is too extensive to list here, 
but he has joined virtually every sector of the York Rite and held leadership rolls in each of them. To name 
just a few, he was elected Grand Scribe N of the Grand Chapter of Canada in the Province of Ontario in 
1992.
